Their conten¬ 
tion is that Delaware sports 
wagering would violate the 
Professional and Amateur 
Sports Protection Act, which 
imposes a broad ban on sports 


gambling. Delaware beheves it 
is exempt from the ban. 

The Delaware Supreme 
Court has ruled that games of 
chance are allowed in the state, 
but the court did not take a 
position on sports wagering. 

The leagues argue that 
sports wagering threatens the 
integrity of professional and 
amateur sports.

his year’s inductees in the 
Delaware Park Wall of 
Fame are Spectacular Bid, 
Carl Hanford, Eddie Arcaro, 
Brandywine Stable and Baird 
Brittingham. 

Hawksworth Farm’s Specta¬ 
cular Bid was Horse of the 
Year in 1980 after an unde¬ 
feated 4-year-old campaign that 
included victories in the Santa 
Anita Handicap and a walkover 
win in the Woodward Stakes 
at Belmont. As a 3-year-old, in 
his first race after sustaining an 
injury that curtailed his Triple 
Crown bid in the Belmont 
Stakes, “The Bid” notched a 
brilhant victory in a Delaware 
Park allowance on August 26, 
1979. With WiUie Shoemaker 
in the irons for the first time, 
he won by 17 lengths and set 
the track record of l-AlVs for 
a mhe and a sixteenth, which 
stood for nearly 20 years. 

Carl Hanford successfully 
guided Kelso, owned by Allaire 
duPont’s Bohemia Stable, 
through a career that included 
an unprecedented five consec¬ 
utive Horse of the Year titles 
(1960 to ’64). A Delaware resi¬ 
dent, Hanford trained Kelso 
throughout his career, until the 
son of Your Host retired as the 
all-time leading money-earner 
in North America. After retir¬ 
ing as a trainer, he served many 
years as a Delaware Park stew¬ 
ard. The native of Fairbury, 
Nebr., was inducted into the 
Delaware Sports Hall of Fame 
in 1999. 

Eddie Arcaro rode from 
1931 through 1961 and had 4,779 
winners from 24,092 mounts. 
He won five Kentucky Derbys, 
six Preakness Stakes, six 
Belmont Stakes and 10 Jockey 
Club Gold Cups. The six-time 
national leading money-win¬ 
ning jockey won eight Delaware 
Park stakes, including a record 


four editions of the Delaware 
Oaks (1940, ’41,’45 and’55). 

Brandywine Stable was 
owned by the late Donald P. 
Ross, a former longtime presi¬ 
dent of Delaware Park. Ross’s 
devotion to the sport led to 
the development of the track. 
At Delaware Park, Brandywine 
Stable is best known for cam¬ 
paigning Open Fire and Cochise. 
In 1966, Open Fire won both 
the Delaware Handicap and 
New Castle Handicap. In 1944, 
Brandywine Stable won the 
Delaware Handicap for the 
first time with Everget. In 1962, 
the stable won the Preakness 
Stakes with Greek Money. 

The late Baird Brittingham 
was president of Delaware 
Park from 1967 to ’74 and was 
chairman of the board from 
1975 to ’82. Under his leader¬ 
ship, Delaware Park remained 
competitive during a period of 
increased competition from 
neighboring states until the 
track closed after the 1982 sea¬ 
son. He played an instrumental 
role in the rebirth of Delaware 
Park in 1984 by successfully 
transferring ownership of the 
race track. 


O nly one Mid-Adantic- 
bred topped the $100,000 
mark at the Fasig-Tipton 
Kentucky July Selected Year- 
hngs sale held July 20 and 21 in 
Lexington, Ky. 

Selhng for $150,000 was a 
Virginia-bred coltby Bernardini 
out of graded stakes producer 
Western League (by Forty 
Niner). 

Bred by James S. Carter, the 
colt was purchased and sold by 
Marylanders at last year’s Fasig-

sale. Dr. David Miller signing 
the ticket for $150,000 for the 
then-weanting from the Bill 
Reightler consignment. 

Miller’s Basha’s Barn sold 
him, with Marshall Silverman 
as agent, at the July sale, where 
he was purchased by William K.

UNWANTED HORSE 
COALITION RELEASES 
NATIONAL SURVEY 
RESULTS 


T he findings from the 
Unwanted Horse Coah- 
tion (UHC)’s Study on 
Contributing Factors Sur¬ 
rounding the Unwanted 
Horse Issue are available on 
the UHC Web site at www. 
unwantedhorsecoahtion.org. 
The study is the first of its 
kind to assess the causes and 
magnitude of the unwanted 
horse population in the US. 

Results indicate that the 
problem of unwanted horses 
is perceived to be grow¬ 
ing on many fronts. More 
than 90 percent of partici¬ 


pants beheve the number of 
unwanted horses, as well as 
those neglected and abused, 
is increasing. 

Almost all participants 
(87 percent) indicate that in 
the past year the issue of 
unwanted horses has become 
^^a big problem,’’ compared 
with only 22 percent who said 
the problem was important 
three years ago. Respondents 
also report that the number 
of horses being euthanixed is 
increasing. 

In hght of one of the 
worst economic downturns 


in US. history, the economy 
is considered to be a sig¬ 
nificant contributor to the 
unwanted horse problem. 
The closing of the nation’s 
processing facilities, changes 
in breed demand/indiscrimi¬ 
nate breeding, as well as the 
high costs of euthanasia and 
carcass disposal are also cited 
by respondents as major con¬ 
tributors. 

Regarding placement 
options for unwanted horses, 
63 percent of equine rescue/ 
retirement facihties polled 
report they are at near or full 
capacity and, on average, mrn 
away 38 percent of the horses 
brought to them. Capacity is 
clearly the issue in that as 
many horses stay for life at 
the facilities as are adopted 
out. 

Survey respondents beheve 
the top solutions for solv¬ 


ing the problem of unwanted 
horses are to educate owners 
to purchase and own respon¬ 
sibly, increase the abihty of 
private rescue and retirement 
facihties to care for unwanted 
horses, reopen the US. pro¬ 
cessing plants, and increase 
options and resources for 
euthanizing and disposing of 
unwanted horses. 

The survey was conduct¬ 
ed from November 2008 to 
January 2009 by an indepen¬ 
dent market research compa¬ 
ny. More than 23,000 horse 
owners, equine industry stake¬ 
holders and non-horse own¬ 
ers participated.

ENCOURAGES 
PARTICIPATION IN 
RETIREMENT CHECKOFF 
PROGRAM 


W ith the majority of 
registration applica¬ 
tions recently mailed to 
breeders of 2009 hve foals, The 
Jockey Club reminds owners 
and breeders that they can con¬ 
tribute to the post-racing care 
of Thoroughbreds through a 
voluntary checkoff program 
that benefits Thoroughbred 
Charities of America (TCA) 
and the Thoroughbred 
Retirement Foundation (TRF). 


The Jockey Club is provid¬ 
ing $200,000 in funding to 
the charities to supplement 
the monies raised through the 
checkoff program in 2009. 

Owners and breeders can 
participate in the retirement 
checkoff program when com¬ 
pleting the Application for Foal 
Registration either through 
Interactive Registration (at 
www.regis try. j ockey club, com) 
or in hard copy form. 


TCA raises funds and dis¬ 
tributes grants to a variety 
of non-profit organi 2 ations 
designed to improve condi¬ 
tions for horses and people 
in the Thoroughbred indus¬ 
try. Funds from The Jockey 
Club’s checkoff program are 
directed specifically to TCAs 
Thoroughbred re-training and 
adoption initiatives. 

Founded in 1982, the 
TRF is dedicated to provid¬ 
ing humane retirement options 
for Thoroughbreds at the end 
of their racing careers, and it 
operates vocational training in 
equine care for inmates at seven 
correctional facihties around 
the country. Funds from The 
Jockey Club’s checkoff pro¬ 
gram are designated specifically 
for the TRF’s vocational train¬ 
ing at correctional facilities. 

Thoroughbred owners and 
breeders can select one of four 


graduated amounts ($25, $50, 
$75, or $100) to be designated 
for these Thoroughbred after¬ 
care programs, or they can fill 
in the amount of their choice 
on the Apphcation for Foal 
Registration form.

CROSSPATCH

W alk into the barn 
at Mantua Farm in 
Glyndon, Md., on any 
given morning, and you’ll be 
greeted by the sound of snor¬ 
ing. Follow that sound to its 
source in a spacious corner box 
stall next to the tack room, and 
there you’ll find Crosspatch. 

‘‘That’s the sign of a good 
horse,” grinned the gray geld¬ 
ing’s breeder/owner, Baltimore 
venture capital businessman 
Frank A. Bonsai Jr. “He comes 
in, has his breakfast, and then 
sleeps for the rest of the morn¬ 
ing. He sleeps through every¬ 
thing that’s going on.” 

Now 15, the handsome, 
sturdy son of Waquoit and the 
Hatchet Man mare Hatched 
enjoys an ideal retirement at 
Bonsai’s 300-acre family home¬ 
stead. 

“He has his regular rou¬ 
tine,” added farm manager Lea 
Edmunds. “And he has dreams 
in his sleep. He’s galloping 
across the fields.” 

But Edmunds, who foaled 
the horse, remembers him as a 
tough customer from the very 
beginning. Bonsai explained 
that “Hatched, his dam, was 
out of Restless Spring, who 
was bred by my father and was 
by Restless Native. She was a 
winner and very fast. Hatched 
herself was stakes-placed. She 
was a very nice mare although 
she was very high-strung and 
difficult to train. But we did win 
a number of races with her.” 

And Crosspatch was his 
mother’s son. Unraced as a 
2-year-old, he began his career 
at 3 in late 1997 and hit the 
ground running. Trained by 
Berkley Kern, he won his first 
four starts, all under jockey 
Edgar Prado at Laurel Park. 
Never entered for a claiming 
tag. Crosspatch faced the start¬ 
ers 23 times over four seasons, 
making all but three of his 
starts in Maryland. He pHed 


his trade alongside such Mid- 
Atlantic stalwarts as Leave It 
to Beezer, Big Rut and Waited. 
It was Waited who followed 
him home in his first stakes 
win, the John B. Campbell 
Handicap-G3, under Rick Wil¬ 
son at Pimhco in April 1999. 
Back at Pimlico the following 
year at age 6, Crosspatch won 
the Jennings Handicap with 
Joe Rocco aboard. Later that 
summer, he followed up with 
another stakes score in the Find 
Handicap under Nik Goodwin, 
winning by an authoritative five 
and three-quarters lengths. 

He made two more starts 
after the Find, finishing sec¬ 
ond in the Damascus Handi¬ 
cap at Laurel and fourth in 
Timonium’s Taking Risks Stakes 
in September 2000. Recurring 
soundness issues caught up to 
him, and Bonsai brought him 
home to the farm. 

A second career over fences 
seemed Hke an option, and 
Crosspatch headed to the barn 
of Tom Voss. 

“We gave him to Tommy 
Voss to train as a steeplechase 
horse,” Bonsai said. Voss 
prepped the gelding by run¬ 


ning him in the 2001 Awad 
Stakes on the turf at Pimlico, 
but he drifted out and quit, 
finishing a dismal fifth. “And 
then Tommy had him right up 
to a jump race, entered him at 
Saratoga. He was very talented 
over fences, but that was when 
things went wrong.” 

Deciding to finally call it 
quits. Bonsai brought Cross- 
patch home for good, with 
a record of 24-8-2-2 and 
$292,217 in earnings. 

Meanwhile, a Crosspatch 
cheering section of sorts had 
formed in the area. 

As Edmunds recalled, 
“When Crosspatch came home, 
he had this little fan club of 
women. They came out to see 
him once. He had trained at 
Bowie; the women contacted 
Berkley and that’s how they 
got hold of us. They stayed in 
touch with us for a while. It 
was very cute, and they were 
big fans of his. They left stuff 
down on his stall at Bowie. 
Apparently they followed him 
around and went to his races.” 

These days Crosspatch 
hacks around Mantua Farm 
three or four times a week with 


riders Charlie Frock and Ashley 
Stees. Turned out with Cross- 
patch each day is McNamara’s 
Band, a 14-year-old Fuzzbuster 
gelding owned by Bonsai’s 
daughter, Adair Bonsai Stifel. 
Stifel rides the lovely chestnut, 
a gifted jumper, in local point- 
to-point races. Her father still 
laments that Crossptach could 
not follow a similar course. 

“He has the ability as a 
jumper, but he doesn’t under¬ 
stand how to relax. He always 
thinks it’s time to get going. I 
was really hoping I could make 
Crosspatch a foxhunter for 
myself, and unfortunately it’s 
not going to happen because 
he’s just too hot-even at 15,” 
said Bonsai, who won the 1956 
Maryland Hunt Cup aboard Mr. 
and Mrs. Hugh J. O’Donovan’s 
Lancrel (Fr). 

“It’s a shame,” Edmunds 
interjected, “because Cross- 
patch is such a lovely, easy 
horse to sit on over the jumps. 
But he just doesn’t have the 
right attitude for foxhunting. 
He sees ghosts that nobody 
else sees.” 

Bonsai’s regard for Cross- 
patch was evident as he proudly 
pointed out framed win photos 
hanging in the tack room at the 
farm. Steeped in history, the 
walls are also adorned with pic- 
mres of stars such as Mongo, 
Pilaster and Ruffian’s dam. 
Shenanigans, all of whom were 
trained by his father, Frank A. 
(Downey) Bonsai. 

“This horse was the real 
deal,” Bonsai reflected. And 
whatever suits Crosspatch 
these days is fine with him. 
Stifel stuck her head in the tack 
room to bid her father good 
bye. Before leaving, she made a 
suggestion for the story. 

“You know,” she said, “you 
should get some pictures of 
Crosspatch sleeping, because 
that’s what he does.”

WOODRUFF 

AWKARD 

Woodruff Awkard, who trained 
horses at the old Bowie race 
track (now Bowie Training 
Center) in Maryland for 50 
years, died July 5. He was 86. 

Mr. Awkard, who retired in 
1992, was first licensed as a 
trainer in West Virginia in 1951. 
His star performer was mul¬ 
tiple winner Mr. Awkard. 

RALPH 

CHRISTENSON 

Ralph R. Christenson Jr., a for¬ 
mer Maryland-based trainer 
who also worked as an outrider 
at the Maryland tracks, died 
on July 26 at the age of 75. In 
recent years he had hved and 
worked in Lexington, Ky. 

ROBERT FEHERS 

Robert K. Fetters, 70, a former 
board member of the Penn¬ 
sylvania Horse Breeders Associ¬ 
ation (PHBA), died on July 7. 

Born in Upper Darby, Pa., 
Mr. Fetters was a graduate of 
Friends Central and CranweU 
Academy, and studied at the 
University of Pennsylvania and 
Rensselaer Polytechnic. 

He was a veteran who served 
in the US. Air Force during the 
1960s. 

Mr. Fetters had a successful 
career in sales and marketing, 
first at IBM and then many 
years at Shared Medical Systems 
in Malvern, Pa. Professionally, 
his last few years were spent at 
Sev One in Newark, Del. 

Mr. Fetters was for many 
years an avid competitive sailor 
and member of the Stone Har¬ 
bor Yacht Club, as well as the 
Key Biscayne Yacht Club in 
Miami, Fla. 

Later in hfe he developed a 
passion for horses and became 
a competitive carriage driver 
and enthusiastic supporter of 
combined driving competi¬ 
tions. He also served on the 
board of Vitalize Consulting, a 
professional services firm spe¬ 


cializing in health care informa¬ 
tion technology. 

Mr. Fetters and his wife, 
Nancy, were longtime members 
of WiUistown Friends Meeting 
and last attended London 
Grove Friends Meeting. 

‘‘He was a generous and 
giving person who shared his 
love, talents and expertise with 
many,” said PHBA executive 
secretary Mark McDermott. 
“He loved animals of all kinds. 
He will be greatly missed by all 
who were beneficiaries of his 
love and guidance.” 


JESSE HAMMOCK 



Jesse Willis (JW.) Hammock, a 
former jockey who worked for 
many years at Maryland tracks 
as a docker and cameraman, 
died on June 24. He was 68. 

Mr. Hammock, born into a 
family of 12 children on a farm 
in Wilhston, Fla., was named 
for the town founder, Jesse 
Mercer Willis. 

He discovered his knack for 
riding at a neighboring farm, 
where he broke young horses, 
and Hed about his age to begin 
competing on the local Quarter 
Horse circuit at 15. 

His first win on the flat 
came at Randall Park in Ohio in 
1959. That same year Mr. Ham¬ 
mock was honored along with 
Bill Hartack, Bill Shoemaker 
and several other jockeys who 
received Racing Feat of the 
Year awards. Mr. Hammock’s 
feat was winning four races from 
four mounts at Thistledown. 

Throughout the 1950s and 
AOs, Mr. Hammock traveled 
throughout the country, and 
also joined a group of four 
other riders who were asked to 


compete at Hipodromo de las 
Americas in Mexico City. 

Eventually, he settled into a 
circuit that included the Mary¬ 
land tracks, Delaware Park and 
Waterford (now Mountaineer 
Park). 

He retired as a jockey in 

1975 but he came back for at 
least two races—in 1977 and in 
1983, so that his newborn sons 
could be present when he rode. 
For many years he continued to 
work as an exercise rider. 

He went to work as a cam¬ 
eraman for International Sound 
in 1975, and 13 years later took 
on an additional job as a dock¬ 
er for the Daily Racing Form and 
now defunct Baltimore Nem- 
American. Despite dechning 
health, he continued to work 
in both capacities until shortly 
before his death. 

Mr. Hammock’s survivors 
include his wife, the former 
Nancy DeMario, who was 
working on the Pimlico back- 
stretch when they met in 1971. 

JACK HARTNER 

John A. (Jack) Harmer III, 79, 
a longtime Maryland owner/ 
breeder, died on June 24. 

Mr. Hartner grew up near 
Laurel Park and in his youth had 
various jobs at the race track: 
selling papers, shining shoes, 
painting seats in the grand¬ 
stand, as well as hotwalking. 

At 16, he joined the Mary¬ 
land State Guard in active fed¬ 
eral service; he later joined the 
National Guard and served 
during World War 11. He was a 
member of the National Guard 
224th Field Artillery Battalion 
and was proud to be the top 
sharp shooter in his battalion. 
He had also been a member of 
the Laurel Volunteer Rescue 
Squad. 

Mr. Harmer was employed 
with the Washington Suburban 
Sanitary Commission as a con¬ 
struction engineer, retiring in 

1976 after 25 years of ser¬ 
vice. He co-owned Bottom of 
the Bay Seafood restaurant in 
Laurel for 23 years. 

Many of Mr. Harmer’s expe¬ 
riences in racing related to the 


quixotic Mistress Montague, 
a daughter of Gallant Romeo 
whom he claimed for $30,000 
at Pimhco in May 1988, when 
he was just starting out in the 
business. 

A stakes winner earher in 
her career. Mistress Montague 
at first appeared to be the ulti¬ 
mate example of beginner’s 
bad luck. She broke down dur¬ 
ing the running of that race, 
and required lengthy and 
expensive veterinary treatment 
in order to have any hope of a 
breeding career. 

Eventually, Mistress Mon¬ 
tague rewarded Mr. Harmer’s 
faith by producing 10 foals —all 
winners, three stakes perform¬ 
ers. Her best offspring has 
been the now 8-year-old geld¬ 
ing Love’s Strong Hart (by Not 
For Love), who won last year’s 
Potomac Handicap at Charles 
Town and finished a close-up 
fourth in the Charles Town 
Invitational Dash just four days 
before Mr. Harmer’s death. 
Love’s Strong Hart, who races 
in the name of Harmer Family 
Trust, has to his credit five 
additional stakes placings and 
earnings of $360,541. 

Damon Dilodovico served 
as Mr. Harmer’s trainer for the 
past 15 years. 

Mr. Harmer’s survivors 
include his wife of 57 years, 
Edwina Harmer. 

TERRY KUPFER 

Terry Kupfer, a former exercise 
rider and assistant to Maryland 
trainers Frannie CampiteUi and 
Joe Devereux, died on June 7. 
He was 49. 

ROBERT LEAF SR. 

Robert L. (Bobby) Leaf Sr., 
a longtime owner/trainer and 
farrier in his native Maryland, 
died on July 24. He was 77. 

Born into a family of non- 
horsepeople in Baltimore City, 
Mr. Leaf gravitated toward 
horses in early childhood and 
began riding in horse shows at 
a very early age, according to 
one of his sons. Laurel Park- 
based trainer Robert Leaf Jr.

‘‘He taught himself to ride, 
old West style,” recalled the son. 

At age 16, Mr. Leaf quit 
high school to ride steeple¬ 
chase races for noted trainer 
Morris Dixon. He competed 
as a jockey on the flat and over 
jumps for seven years before 
weight problems ended his 
career. Among Mr. Leaf’s other 
employers was famed horseman 
Rigan McKinney, for whom he 
broke and schooled Neji (the 
champion steeplechaser who 
ultimately jumped his way into 
racing’s HaU of Fame for train¬ 
er Mikey Smithwick). 

In 1955, Mr. Leaf graduated 
from farrier school at Michigan 
State University and launched 
a career that lasted until his 
retirement in 1989. 

For the last 40 years, he also 
farmed two properties that he 
owned in Hampstead, Md., and 
Shady Gap, Pa., raising beef 
cattle. 

Mr. Leaf is survived by his 
wife of 51 years, Patricia K. 


Leaf, who was also a successful 
show rider and longtime Mary¬ 
land trainer, and their six chil¬ 
dren, all of whom have made 
careers with horses. 

Sons Alex and Michael are 
farriers, working at the New 
York tracks and for the Mont¬ 
gomery County Mounted 
Police, respectively, and George 
grooms horses for Laurel-based 
trainer Rodney Jenkins. Their 
daughters are Heather, an exer¬ 
cise rider at Jenny Craig’s train¬ 
ing center in California, and 
Erin, a pony girl at Maryland 
tracks.

MCCORMICK 

Harold F. McCormick, one of 
the Mid-Atlantic region’s most 
respected horsemen, died on 
June 29 at the age of 85. 

A native of Long Island, 
N.Y., Mr. McCormick attend¬ 
ed Purdue University. During

World War II he served in 
the US. Army under General 
George S. Patton and took part 
in five major battles. His dec¬ 
orations included the bronze 
star, American Service Medal, 
World War II Victory Medal 
and Good Conduct Medal. 

He started out as a groom 
at Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s famed 
Sagamore Farm in Maryland, and 
went on to work for the Helis 
Stock Farm in New Jersey, then 
became a stable agent and fore¬ 
man for Maine Chance Farm at 
Belmont Park in New York. 

In 1952, Mr. McCormick 
opened a public racing stable 
on the New Jersey, Maryland, 
West Virginia and Ohio circuits. 

His most noteworthy chent 
was Pittsburgh Steelers owner 
Art Rooney, and a “highlight of 
his fife” was having broken and 
provided the early education 
for Mr. Rooney’s Christopher 
R., the 1975 Maryland-bred 
Horse of the Year. 

“Harold was a true gentle¬ 
man,” said Jim Steele, long¬ 
time manager of the Rooney 
family’s Shamrock Farm in 
Woodbine, Md. “Mr. Rooney 
was always impressed by his 
total honesty.” 

Mr. McCormick settled on a 
farm in Charles Town, WVa., 
many years ago with his wife, 
Gloria. He was a former board 
member of the West Virginia 
Thoroughbred Breeders 
Association. 

CALVIN RAINEY 

Calvin S. Rainey, who served as 
a steward at Delaware Park 


(1951 to ’56) and now-defunct 
Garden State Park (1952) as 
stops in a long and illustrious 
career in racing, died at age 94 
on July 6 at his home in Green 
Valley, Ariz. 

The executive director of 
The Jockey Club from 1972 
until his retirement in 1980, 
Mr. Rainey was instrumental in 
developing the University of 
Arizona’s Racetrack Industry 
Program. 

KURT ROSENTHAL 





Kurt Rosenthal, a former stee¬ 
plechase rider and longtime 
member of the steeplechase 
community, died on June 30 at 
the age of 75. 

A native of New York City, 
Mr. Rosenthal graduated from 
the University of Connecticut 
and gained his entre into the 
horse world at the Phipps fam¬ 
ily’s farm on Long Island, N.Y 

He exercised horses for 
Hall of Farm trainers Mikey 
Smithwick and Mack Miller, 
and lived at Tom and Mimi 
Voss’s Atlanta Hall Farm in 
Monkton, Md., for many years. 

Mr. Rosenthal rode in point- 
to-point races, primarily for Mr. 
Smithwick, and also rode show 
horses. 

He led the field in the 1969 
Maryland Hunt Cup aboard 
Russell Clark’s Eastie Boy 
before falling at the 15th fence. 

Mr. Rosenthal was also 
involved in a number of 
organizations outside of rac¬ 
ing, including Ladew Topiary 
Gardens and the Saratoga 
Performing Arts Center, which 
he helped to estabhsh.

Pennsylvania 
industry fights to 
maintain its share 
of slots revenue 


A s Pennsylvania continued to hammer out its state budget in 
mid-August, six weeks after the official deadline, the state’s 
racing industry, both Thoroughbred and Standardbred, was 
once again in full lobbying mode. 

An amendment that would have siphoned $100 million from 
the industry’s share of slots revenue to help bridge a gaping 
budget shortfall failed in the House Appropriations Committee 
in June. 

But the threat remained. As long as the state needs additional 
revenue—and what state doesn’t?—Pennsylvania’s racing and 
breeding industry remains vulnerable. 

Pennsylvania’s slots program, which got underway in 
November 2006, was ‘‘intended to positively assist the 
Commonwealth’s horse racing industry [and] support programs 
intended to foster and promote horse breeding,” according to 
the current statute. 

With more than $455 million distributed to the Race Horse 
Development Fund (RHDF) since the program’s inception, and 
the Pennsylvania Breeding Fund receiving 16 percent of that 
amount, the goal is being reached in a very short time. 

Figures compiled by the Pennsylvania Horse Breeders 
Association (PHBA) document the way in which slots have all 
but revolutioni 2 ed the Thoroughbred breeding industry in the 
state:

Those figures translate into the creation of new farms and 
new jobs, a steady source of income for veterinarians and 
farriers and hay supphers-the kind of economic boost that has 
been talked about over and over as the racing industry lobbies 
for expanded gaming in various parts of the country. It’s actually 
happened in Pennsylvania. 

StiU, an industry bolstered by slots revenue “is not safe 
and never will be safe,” says PHBA executive secretary Mark 
McDermott, who battled on the front lines as the industry 
sought slots and has learned not to take anything for granted. 

“That’s part of the deal.” ^ 
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COLONIAL FARMS: 
THREE GENERATIONS 
AND COUNTING 

Fieramosca family farm in Colts Neck, N.J., dates 
back to 1950, when a dashing young businessman 
unintentionally landed in Thoroughbred country.

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T he late John Fieramosca 
didn't envision a Thor¬ 
oughbred dynasty back 
in 1950 when he purchased 113 
acres of farmland in the New 
Jersey township of Colts Neck. 
He was simply looking for a 
place where he and his son, 
Sam, could hde their trail horses 
and enjoy life on a farm. 

Fieramosca owned a cloth¬ 
ing factory in Ehzabeth, N.J. 
He had built a highly success¬ 
ful business, bolstered by gov¬ 
ernment contracts he received 
during World War II. Although 
stiU a young man shy of 40, 
he already had plans to sell his 
business and retire to the quiet 
of the property located slight¬ 
ly more than a do 2 en miles 
from the Thoroughbred racing 
mecca known as Monmouth 
Park. 

A year later, Sam volun¬ 
teered for the Korean War. He 
was never deployed though, 
being stationed domestically. 


The following year he received 
a letter from his father with 
news from home that surprised 
him. 

‘‘He said did you know we 
were in Thoroughbred coun¬ 
try?" Sam Fieramosca, who will 
mrn 79 in October, recalls with 
a hearty laugh. “He said he had 
just bought two broodmares. 
He said they were at a sale at 
a neighboring farm, nobody 
wanted them, and he bought 
them. They were both in foal." 

John Fieramosca knew 
nothing about race horses. But 
he was intrigued, and his deci¬ 
sion turned out to be fateful. 

“One of them turned out 
to be of no importance," Sam 
Fieramosca says of the original 
investment, “but the other one, 
Midi's Mom [a foal of 1945 by 
Arabs Arrow], mrned out to be 
a very, very good broodmare." 

Fieramosca paid $600 for 
the discarded Midi's Mom; she 
had been unplaced in five starts.

It was the beginning of the 
Fieramosca family’s Colonial 
Farms, and she its unhkely 
matriarch. 

Father and son dove head¬ 
long into horse breeding, 
assembling from scratch what 
stands today as the oldest active 
commercial farm in a state that 
once had many such opera¬ 
tions. Colonial Farms is the 
gray old lady of New Jersey 
breeding and racing. 

FAMILY VALUES 

Inside the farm’s office on 
a July morning, as Sam Fiera¬ 
mosca teUs the story of Midi’s 
Mom with clarity and humor, 
as if it happened yesterday, his 
son, John, 43, enters the office. 

‘‘This is John-the second 
John,” Sam says proudly. The 
third-generation Fieramosca 
horseman currently manages 
the farm. “Young” John grew 
up working alongside his grand¬ 
father and father, and left in his 
early 20s for a nearby farm. He 
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Barns at Coionia! Farms, as viewed from the gardens, were constructed from scratch by founder John Fieramosca, who was closely involved In the 
day-to-day operation until a few years before his death In 1998 at 87. it was the life of a farmer that he had dreamed of as a boy In his native Sicily 


then worked as a manager at 
Home Depot for 11 years, but 
in 2001 he wanted to return 
to Colonial. Sam gladly made 
room. 

“Best thing we ever did,’’ 
Sam Fieramosca says. 

Fieramosca and his wife, 
Ine 2 , raised John and three 
daughters-Linda, Diana and 
Joanne-in a house adjacent to 
that of the elder John. The 
younger John and his wife and 
their two daughters still Hve on 
the farm, as does Joanne. Sam 
and Inez hve in the stately main 
house where his father once 
hved, which, with its white 
columns and yellow shutters, 
looks hke it came from the set 
of Gone With the Wind. 

John Fieramosca died in 
1998 at the age of 87. In the 
golden age of New Jersey rac¬ 
ing and breeding, there was no 
one more prominent within the 
industry. John Fieramosca was 
named to receive the state’s 
first Thoroughbred Owners 
and Breeders Award in 1985. 


He served as president of the 
Thoroughbred Breeders’ Asso¬ 
ciation of New Jersey, and was 
a committee member of the 
New Jersey Horsemen’s Benev¬ 
olent and Protective Associa¬ 
tion (NJHBPA) for 35 years. 
He also labored on the farm 
every day until a few years 
before he died. 

Sam Fieramosca has run the 
farm since his father died. He 
was employed as the executive 
director of the NJHBPA (the 
group succeeded by the New 
Jersey Thoroughbred Horse¬ 
men’s Association) from 1968 
to 1999, all the while help¬ 
ing his father with the farm’s 
operations, his second job. 

UNCERTAIN FUTURE 

Colonial is nearing its 60th 
year, but the next few years may 
be its most critical. Uncertainty 
hangs over the heads of New 
Jersey horsemen because the 
purse supplement provided by 
an agreement from the Adantic 


City casinos, and along with it 
money for the state breeding 
program, is set to expire after 
next year. 

In addition, an out-of-state 
bonus for New Jersey breeders, 
a program Fieramosca helped 
create five years ago, has not 
been renewed since distribut¬ 
ing money in 2005 and 2006. 
With five months of racing in 
New Jersey, the opportunities 
for state-bred horses have nar¬ 
rowed. 

“I’ve seen it shrivel to noth¬ 
ing,” Sam says bluntly of the 
state breeding industry. 

Only a few farms on the 
scale of Colonial remain, 
which itself is smaller than in 
its prime. Sixty-five horses are 
there now, of which Colonial 
owns 20. At one time in the 
1980s there were 100. Thirty 
foals were born on the farm 
this year. Colonial has only four 
horses in training, and by late 
July, only two wins in 2009. 
Sam Fieramosca says the farm 
does not make money. 


In 1999, Fieramosca sold 70 
of his 170 acres to developers 
so that 100 acres of it could 
be preserved in an agreement 
with Colts Neck. He says it 
was the only way he could keep 
the farm. The sight of miUion- 
doUar homes on Rancho Polo, 
an “estate development” at the 
edge of his farm, breaks his 
heart. 

Says John Forbes, the long¬ 
time conditioner who has 
trained for Colonial over the 
years, “Sam could sell the farm 
and Hve comfortably the rest of 
his Hfe. But he wants to keep 
the legacy of Colonial aHve.” 

The legacy is tangible inside 
the cluttered office where Sam 
and John are sitting this July 
morning. Nearly every inch of 
the wood-paneled walls is cov¬ 
ered with photographs, articles 
and memorabiha. Dust covers 
the frames of old winner’s cir¬ 
cle pictures, lending the office 
the smeU of an old attic. 

Sam is straightforward and, 
perhaps as a result of vigor-

ous farm work, still coltish and 
decidedly younger looking than 
his age suggests. He has gray 
hair and a gray mustache. A 
prolific storyteller, he prefaces 
his tales with ‘‘thafs another 
story’ and a chuckle. To jog 
his memory and illustrate his 
stories, he paces the room and 
points to photos. His son lis¬ 
tens raptly to stories he has not 
heard before. 

ROOTED IN 
THE PAST 

John Fieramosca, the patri¬ 
arch, was born in 1911 and 
grew up in Ragusa, Sicily. His 
uncle had a large horse breed¬ 
ing farm-its main contract was 
with the Italian military—and 
John used to spend summers 
there. At 14, he and his three 
siblings joined their father in 
Eh 2 abeth. John started work¬ 
ing in clothing factories, soon 
started his own in Linden, N.J., 


and then built a big factory in 
the center of Elizabeth in the 
early 1930s. When World War 
II arrived, his company manu¬ 
factured thousands of Navy 
pea coats. Air Force bomber 
jackets and Army field jackets. 

Sam was born in 1930, an 
only child. His parents divorced 
when he was 5, and he lived 
with his mother in Paterson, 
N.J., until he graduated from 
high school. Then he moved 
in with his father in Eli 2 abeth 
and, after a short time in col¬ 
lege, joined him at the factory. 
They started horseback riding 
together around this time. 

“There he is,” Fieramosca 
says, pointing to his father in a 
framed photo of them side-by- 
side on horseback. Sam esti¬ 
mates he was 16 when it was 
taken after World War II, in the 
town of Kenilworth in Union 
County, where they boarded 
their horses at the time. The 
brown wood on the frame has 
chipped off in several spots. 


John Fieramosca looks debo¬ 
nair and handsome, a man with 
movie star looks. (“He was a 
good-looking son of a bitch,” 
Sam says, pointing to another 
photo of John located under 
the glass top of his desk.) 

Colts Neck was all open 
fields and farms when the 
Fieramoscas shifted their tack 
from EIi 2 abeth. The property 
was an old chicken farm, and 
the only structure standing was 
an old barn. Nearby there were 
renowned horse farms hke 
Green tree, Brookdale, Berna- 
dotte and Lincroft, as John 
Fieramosca soon discovered. 

Fieramosca’s first brood¬ 
mares were part of a Lincroft 
dispersal. He met his longtime 
trainer, Joe Kuhna, through a 
mutual friend about a year later. 
Kuhna was then in his early 
30s. Bob Kuhna, Monmouth 
Park’s current general manager, 
recahs how his father told John 
Fieramosca that Midi’s Mom’s 
first foal born at Colonial, by 
then old enough to train, had 
some talent. 

As Kuhna remembers it, 
Fieramosca did not want any¬ 
thing to do with race horses, 
but he reluctantly gave the 
fihy-Heho Mom, a 1952 foal 
by Helvetian —to Kuhna to 
train. Fieramosca and Kuhna 
remained together for two 
decades, their relationship sadly 
cut short when Kuhna retired 
because of poor health. (He 
died in 1987 at age 63.) 

“I think they were both 
lucky to stumble upon each 
other,” Kuhna says. 

Hello Mom won two 
races as a juvenile and two 
more the next year. She was 
a hard-knocking runner and 
compiled a record of 11-10-7 
in 71 starts and earnings of 
$43,300. She won the seven- 
furlong Pawtucket Handicap at 
Rhode Island’s Lincoln Downs 
on April 20,1957. The winning 
purse was $5,500. The photo 
hangs in Colonial’s office, a 
grinning John Fieramosca and 
Joe Kuhna in the winner’s circle 
after their first stakes score. 

Hello Pop, Hello Mom’s 
year-younger fuh brother, was 
similarly sturdy. Though not 
as fast as his sister, he earned 


$29,233 from a record of 
14-10-14 in 83 starts. 

But the best was yet to 
come. Midi’s Mom’s next foal, 
by Scobeyville, was Mom’s Pal, 
who finished second in the 
1957 edition of the New Jersey 
Futurity. 

A few years later came 
Decade. A fast sprinter by 
Decathlon, he won the Home 
Bred Handicap and New Jersey 
Breeders Stakes as a juvenile 
in 1961. The band leader and 
television host Lawrence Welk 
purchased Decade the follow¬ 
ing year for $60,000 —then an 
impressive sum. 

Midi’s Mom’s foal of 1960, 
a chesmut son of Travers 
Stakes winner Ace Admiral 
named Accordant, turned out 
to be her best. Sam Fieramosca 
chose Ace Admiral for the mat¬ 
ing when the staUion relocated 
from Kenmcky to New Jersey 
at the tail end of his career. The 
Fieramoscas were in the breed¬ 
ing shed when Ace Admiral 
arrived to service their mare. 
As Sam recalls, six men were 
needed to hold him down. 

“The noise that he made, 
that son of a bitch,” Sam says, 
guffawing. “I never saw a horse 
move hke that in my hfe. He 
was bhndfolded. When his 
back was to her, he knew she 
was there. He whipped around 
and jumped on her. . . bingo! 
With a roar.” 

Unsuccessful in two 2-year- 
old starts. Accordant returned 
the next year and won half 
of his 14 starts and finished 
second three times. He won 
Monmouth’s Oceanport and 
Longport Handicaps (the for¬ 
mer in 1:09Ls) and Aqueduct’s 
Fall Highweight Handicap 
against older horses. He fin¬ 
ished second to Ahoy twice, 
and, in his final start, he missed 
by a half-length to 3-year-old 
champion Chateaugay in the 
one-mile Jerome Handicap. 

Accordant’s brief career 
ended because of sore ankles, 
but he still stands out as one 
of the fastest New Jersey-bred 
sprinters ever. 

Standing at Colonial, 
Accordant became one of the 
first big New Jersey staUions. 
He led a burgeoning staUion 
roster at Colonial that started

in the latter half of the 1950s 
with a son of Count Fleet 
named Ennobled. 

A FLAIR FOR THE 
BUSINESS 

The golden triangle of New 
Jersey racing-Garden State, 
Monmouth and Atlantic City- 
was never healthier, and John 
Fieramosca became a big part 
of the scene. He had a thick 
Italian accent, was always neatly 
dressed in a suit and tie, and 
drove a white Cadillac convert¬ 
ible. He was close to many 
great horsemen and officials, 
and a dear friend of Sonny 
WerbUn, then a part-owner of 
Monmouth and the New York 
Jets football team. 

‘‘John was a Damon Run¬ 
yon character,” says WiUard 
Thompson, 74, a close friend 
and longtime trainer. “He loved 
to go out to dinner. He put me 
under the table many times; 
I couldn't keep up with him 
drinking. I would finish a dis¬ 


tant third to him and Sonny 
WerbUn.” Sitting in his barn at 
Monmouth, Thompson con¬ 
tinues, “John was a flashy guy. 
What the heU—he was ItaUan!” 
He laughs robustly. “You can 
quote me on that!” 

Bob KuUna spent his youth 
traveUng with his father and 
learning the game. In the win¬ 
ter, they stabled in Aiken, S.C., 
and John Fieramosca would 
visit his horses there. Bob and 
Joe KuUna greatly admired 
the jovial owner. Fieramosca 
bought the young Bob his first 
bicycle, and every winter he 
and his sister received leather 
coats. 

KuUna says, “What I remem¬ 
ber most about John was he was 
the owner every trainer today 
longs for. He didn't have a 
condition book; he didn't want 
a condition book. He didn't 
want to tell Dad where to run 
or what to run. ‘You train my 
horse, you teU me when he's 
gonna run, I'U come and watch 
him run.'” 


John Fieramosca built the 
farm from scratch—three barns 
(including a staUion barn), tin 
run-in shed, paddocks and 
houses. After the construction 
of Highway 18 sei 2 ed 13 acres 
from the farm, he bought 70 
adjacent acres. He handled the 
breeding and fed the horses 
every day. It was the Ufe of a 
farmer he had dreamed of as a 
boy in Italy 

“I used to walk around with 
John when he would feed,” 
says Thompson, whose Quiet 
Winter Farm is down the road 
from Colonial. “He was unbe- 
Uevable. He knew every horse. 
He'd adjust the feed according¬ 
ly. . . I've seen him out putting 
up new fencing, digging out 
post holes. He was an incred¬ 
ible person. He was a pleasure 
to know and a pleasure to be 
friends with.” 

Even though Sam Fiera¬ 
mosca left the daily labor of the 
farm for the NJHBPA in 1968, 
he had discovered a knack for 
the pedigree side of the opera¬ 


tion. His goal was to breed 
horses who could compete in 
open races. 

In 1970, he put together 
a syndicate to buy the stayer 
Chompion, the 1968 Travers 
S take s winner who had placed in 
a long list of great handicaps on 
both surfaces. At the end of his 
5-year-old season, Chompion 
was being sold as a staUion 
prospect in a Belmont Park auc¬ 
tion. Fieramosca approached 
his trainer, Ivor Balding, with 
an offer of $125,000. Balding 
dechned, saying he could not 
reach the owner, C.V Whimey. 
Fieramosca paid $104,000 at 
the sale. 

Joe KuUna received the 
horse and pronounced him 
sound and fit, and urged the 
Fieramoscas to keep him in 
training for Aqueduct's final 
two distance races of 1970. 
He finished second twice. Sam 
Fieramosca intended to retire 
him then, but KuUna begged 
him not to. His stalUon career 
could wait another year. 
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Sam and Inez Fieramosca have been married for 56 years. The couple 
raised four children at Colonial Farms while Sam Fieramosca also served 
as the longtime executive director of the New Jersey horsemen's group. 


Chompion started 1971 
with yet another runner-up fin¬ 
ish, and then won the Quaker 
Handicap at Liberty Bell Park 
in February Switched back to 
turf, he won Gulfstream’s Pan 
American Handicap, setting a 
course record. He then gained 
a victory in Pimhco's Dixie 
Handicap upon the disqualifi¬ 
cation of Fort Marcy He won 
the Massachusetts Handicap 
six weeks later-another course 
record and his final victory But 
he was facing the best horses 
in training, and other standout 
performances included plac- 
ings in the Washington, DC., 
International, United Nations 
and Manhattan Handicaps. 
In aU, the son of Tompion 
out of the *Mahmoud mare 
Mahratta earned $300,349 for 
the Fieramoscas. 

“They aU thought you were 
a genius,” John Fieramosca says 
to his father. Sam Fieramosca 
laughs, saying, ‘Aeah, on the 
basis of that we ended up buy¬ 


ing another stallion, or another 
race horse—*Slady Casde.” 

In March 1972, Sam Fiera¬ 
mosca met a representative 
of the British Bloodstock 
Agency at an HBPA conven¬ 
tion in London. The man called 
Fieramosca afterward and said 
he had two 3-year-olds for sale. 
One was *Slady C as tie, a son 
of *Tudor Melody who had 
been one of the leading 2-year- 
olds in Ireland the previous 
year. A full brother to 1966 
English 2000 Guineas winner 
Kashmir II, *Slady Castie was 
a pure speed horse, and thus 
Fieramosca believed he would 
fit in well in America. 

Fieramosca flew to Ireland 
to see him. *Slady C as tie’s train¬ 
er, the legendary Irish condi¬ 
tioner Vincent O’Brien, picked 
up Fieramosca and drove him 
to the gallops. There, O’Brien 
told him, “Wou don’t even 
need to get out of the car, he’ll 
be coming by in a moment,’” 
as Sam remembers. “So we’re 


sitting there and all of a sud¬ 
den-shoo!-this horse comes 
flying by. He said, Hhat’s *Slady 
Castle.’ Oh!” 

Fieramosca got out of the 
car and the agent explained 
why he asked him to see *Slady 
Castie in the flesh. He was 
small-“barely 15.1, maybe 15.2 
hands”-but Fieramosca was 
undeterred. He bought *Slady 
Castie for $125,000. “I just 
loved him,” he says. “He was 
so gorgeous, kind of refined, 
but a beautiful horse. 

“Mr. O’Brien said to me, 
Voung man, I have only one 
suggestion for you. I know the 
way you train in the States. Tell 
your trainer to throw away his 
stopwatch. This horse does not 
need a lot of work.’” 

In other words, *Slady Castie 
was supposedly ready to run. 
But when he arrived at Garden 
State, everyone involved was 
shocked. Recalls Fieramosca, 
“When he got off the van, he 
had an old blanket on him; he 
was very thin, he did not even 
look like the same horse. Joe 
KuHna said to me, ‘Oh boy’ 
He said, ‘This isn’t the way he 
looked over there?’ I said, ‘No, 
Joe, he was gorgeous.’ I was 
embarrassed.” 

Bob Kuhna remembers 
*Slady Castie looked hke a 
pony. Joe Kuhna told the Fiera¬ 
moscas he would need three 
months to work with the colt. 
As promised, the second week 
of July he entered him in a 
one-mile second-level allow¬ 
ance on the Monmouth grass. 
With Paul KaUai aboard, *Slady 
Castie spurted to the lead and 
led comfortably throughout, 
winning by three lengths. 

The rest of his career was 
rocked by injuries. He won 
once more in 11 starts. As a 
staUion, however, his influence 
was unprecedented in New 
Jersey. 

“He really made this farm,” 
Sam says. *Slady Castie was 
New Jersey’s stalhon of the 
year for 11 consecutive sea¬ 
sons. His first runner, Castie 
BeU, won the 1976 New Jersey 
Breeders Stakes in her debut. 
He went on to sire a career total 
of 17 stakes winners, including 
Grade 1 -placed Castie Royale. 


In part, *Slady Castie fiUed 
the role set aside for Chompion, 
who collapsed and died in the 
breeding shed in 1977. One of 
his first offspring was the win¬ 
ning filly ChompeUe, a foal of 
1973 out of the Vertex mare 
Forbidden Lass. ChompeUe 
retired foUowing a short career, 
and, mated with *Slady Castle, 
produced the good Colonial 
Farms homebred Castie 
Guard. 

Castie Guard won two 
stakes, including the New 
Jersey Futurity, in his juvenile 
campaign in 1981. The chest¬ 
nut colt was a stakes winner 
the next three seasons, win¬ 
ning 14 of his 56 starts, plac¬ 
ing in 23 others, and earning 
$398,754 before retiring in 
1985. He finished second in 
the Salvator Mile Handicap-G3 
and third in the Longfellow-G2, 
Lamphghter-G3 and Ocean- 
port-G3 Handicaps. He was 
named New Jersey-bred Horse 
of the Year in 1984. 

Castle Guard stood at 
Colonial for 17 seasons, the 
majority of them alongside 
*Slady Castie. In 1993, Castie 
Guard was New Jersey’s leading 
sire. *Slady Castie died in 2001 
and Castie Guard in 2004. 

The 1970s and 1980s were 
high times for Colonial, but 
none of its horses was as popu¬ 
lar as Dan Horn. A gelded son 
of Accordant out of the Prince 
John mare Rosy Moon born in 
1972, he did not find his best 
stride until 5, when he moved 
to the mrf Harry Wells trained 
Dan Horn, who had bowed a 
tendon as a young horse, but 
he and the Fieramoscas were 
patient. 

In 1977, Dan Horn won 
the Chff Hanger, Lincroft 
and Dnwood Handicaps, and 
placed in two graded races. The 
next year was his best, as he 
won the Donald P. Ross-G2, 
Longfellow-G3 and Lincroft 
Handicaps and finished third 
in three added-money races, 
including the Grade 1 United 
Nations Handicap. He won the 
Grade 3 LongfeUow again in 
1979, as weU as the Grade 3 
Kelly Olympic, and took the 
Lincroft for a third time in 1980. 
At the age of 10, he retired 
with earnings of $390,411. 
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Colonial Farms stands two stallions: Private Interview (at top, 
with Sam Fleramosca), a graded-placed son of Nureyev 
who currently ranks as second-leading sire in New Jersey and 
Park Avenue Ball (by CItIdancer), whose first foals arrived this season. 


Dan Horn was known as the 
Forego of New Jersey-breds, 
and John Fieramosca considers 
him the horse who drew him 
into his father and grandfa¬ 
ther’s sport. 

NOT FINISHED YET 

The last two decades have 
been quieter years on the race 
track, but Colonial is still known 
for breeding good horses and, 
as old-timers like to say, doing 
things the right way 

“I think it’s a great honor to 
Sam to keep it going,” says Bob 
KuUna. “It’s so hard today, you 
know, to have a working man’s 
farm. . . I think that’s an honor 
to be called that, because it’s 
hard work running a farm.” 

As farm manager, John 
Fieramosca handles his grand¬ 
father’s old responsibilities. He 
cuts the lawn, repairs fences 
and barns, oversees a small 
staff, feeds the horses. As 
morning turned into afternoon 
on this July day, he and his 
father lingered near the aged 
main barn. Sam pointed to the 


Rancho Polo homes on their 
old ground and recalled how 
they once grew straw there, cut 
it and baled it. 

“John used to do it with his 
grandfather,” Sam said. 

“Five thousand bales a year,” 
John said, proudly and simply. 

“The fields look good, 
John.” 

“The fertilizer seems to be 
working.” 

Sam turned and admitted, 
with a measure of sadness, 
“There aren’t too many farms 
left.” 

Near the road, their two 
s tallions — Private Interview 
and Park Avenue Ball—relaxed 
in their paddocks. 

Private Interview, a graded- 
placed son of Nureyev and 
half-brother to Kentucky stal- 
hon Doneraile Court, has been 
a leading New Jersey staUion 
since 1997. 

Park Avenue Ball (by Citi- 
dancer), a New Jersey-bred mil- 
honaire who won graded races 
over three consecutive seasons 
for his owner/breeders Charles 


and Marianne Hesse and 
trainer Jimmy Ryerson, stood 
his second season in 2009. 
Optimistic about Park Avenue 
Ball’s chances, Sam Fieramosca 
supported him with four of the 
farm’s own mares. 

Beyond those paddocks, 
Sam Fieramosca strolled along 


a path to the office. John trailed 
behind, looking out over the 
grounds. Sam Fieramosca 
stopped and thought aloud. 

“I don’t know where the 
hell it all went,” he said. “From 
1952 on it has been all racing 
and breeding. And it’s been 
wonderful.” ^ 
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Presious Passion 
leaves ’em 
breathless

P atricia Genera 2 io’s Pres¬ 
ious Passion won Mon¬ 
mouth Park’s $7 50,000 
United Nations Stakes-Gl, the 
richest grass race in New Jersey, 
for the second straight year, 
joining an elite group of previ¬ 
ous winners. But the way he did 
it sets him apart even in that 
lofty company 

With Elvis Trujillo aboard, 
the 6-year-old gelding vault¬ 
ed to an early lead, showing 
the way by an eye-popping 
20 lengths, maybe more, past 
the stands for the first time. 
He set early fractions suitable 
for a sprint, surely not a mile 
and three-eighths marathon- 
:22.20, :45.20 and 1:09.81. 

Down the backs tretch, 
Presious Passion bla 2 ed ahead, 
still clear by more than a do 2 en 
lengths, hitting a mile in 1:34.67. 
TrujiUo said his horse was able 
to gain a breather at that point. 
His rivals were restrained in a 
tight pack behind, their jock¬ 
eys believing Presious Passion 
would retreat. But he never 
did. 

“He was going fast,” Trujillo 
said. “Turning for home, I 
didn’t see anybody coming. 
In deep stretch, when horses 
started to get closer, he just dug 
in more.” 


At the top of the stretch, 
Presious Passion still led by 
eight lengths as Trujillo shook 
him up for one more furlong. 
It seemed clear then that he 
wouldn’t be caught. Lauro 
(Ger) and Brass Hat, trailing 
Presious Passion in that order 
for more than six furlongs, ral- 
hed belatedly. The rest of the 
field had allowed the front¬ 


runner too much room. With 
Jorge Chave 2 aboard, Lauro 
was the only one who might 
catch Presious Passion, but his 
turn of foot was insufficient. 
The margin of victory was two 
lengths. 

The final time of 2:10.97 
shattered the track mark for 
the distance (2:12.89) set by 
English Channel with the sec¬ 


ond of his two United Nations 
victories in 2007. 

“The turf was really firm, 
very speed favoring,” said 
Chave 2 . “Usually every time a 
horse opens up like that early 
they come back to the pack, but 
not this one.” 

Brass Hat held on for third, 
followed by Spice Route (GB), 
Banrock, 9-5 favorite Court 
Vision, Strike a Deal and 
Wesley. Ten-year-old Better 
Talk Now, who won this race 
in 2005, was an early scratch 
after injuring a splint bone in 
a hind leg. 

The victory increased 
Presious Passion’s earnings to 
I $1,842,018 for Genera 2 io and 
I her husband, Frank, who pur- 
I chased him privately before 
the start of his career. Joseph 
and Helen Barba 2 on bred the 
son of Royal Anthem out of 
the Marquetry mare Princesa’s 
Passion in Florida. 

Presious Passion entered 
the winner’s circle bucking and 
kicking as many in the holiday 
crowd of 15,210 offered him a 
warm round of applause. 

“It was a super perfor¬ 
mance,” said trainer Mary Hart¬ 
mann, who earned her second 
career Grade 1 win, the first 
being last year’s United Nations. 
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‘‘It’s better than anything he’s 
done so far. I’m just thrilled 
and Elvis rides him great.” 

Trujillo, who first became 
acquainted with Presious 
Passion when guiding him to 
victory in the 2007 William 
L. McKnight Handicap-G2 at 
Calder, has been the chesmut 
gelding’s regular rider since 
December, when they teamed 
up for a second win in the 
McKnight. Including that vic¬ 
tory, their record in their last 
six starts is four wins and two 
seconds. Eddie Castro rode 
Presious Passion in the United 
Nations last year. TrujiUo is hav¬ 
ing a banner year at Monmouth 
and led the way in the jockey 
standings at the end of July. 

This year has also been a 
banner one for Presious Pas¬ 
sion-he is better than he 
has ever been. He won the 
$200,000 Monmouth Stakes 
prior to the United Nations 
in another dramatic perfor¬ 
mance, giving up the lead in 
the stretch and rallying back on 
the inside to defeat Banrock in 


a desperate finish. Before that 
he finished second in the Pan 
American Stakes-G3 (which 
came off the turf) and won the 
Grade 2 Mac Diarmida, both 
at Gulfstream Park. In his first 
start of the season, he finished 
second, beaten a half length, in 
the $500,000 Sunshine MiUions 
Turf at Santa Anita. 

Santa Anita is the home of 
this year’s Breeders’ Cup, and 
Presious Passion has already 
earned a starting berth in 
the Breeders’ Cup Turf-Gl, 
because the United Nations 
was a “Win and You’re In” 
race. Last year his connections 
passed on the Breeders’ Cup, 
but Hartmann said this year 
they intend to shoot for the 
big prize. 

“We know he’ll handle the 
course out there,” she said 
a few days after the United 
Nations. Presious Passion’s run¬ 
ner-up finish in the Sunshine 
Milhons was on a softer course, 
Hartmann said, “but he should 
get a firm course in the fall.” 


The 5-2 odds on Presious 
Passion in the United Nations 
was the fourth-shortest price 
of his 39-race career. A peren¬ 
nial underdog, he has been 
favored to win only twice — the 
last in June 2008—and lost both 
races. He won his maiden in 
March 2006 at 28-1 and could 
have been claimed for $62,500. 
He won the Jersey Derby and 
Chff Hanger at 10-1, the first 
of two McKnight Handicaps 
at 67-1, the 2008 Pan American 
at 20-1, and last year’s United 
Nations at 13-1. His backers 
have made a small formne. 

The United Nations was 
a signamre event at Atlantic 
City Race Course until 1997. 
Presious Passion joined other 
back-to-back winners Mongo 
(1962 and ’63), Noble Dancer 
(GB) (1978 and ’79), Manila 
(1986 and ’87), Sandpit (Brz) 
(1995 and ’96) and Enghsh 
Channel (2006 and ’07). Round 
Table also won it twice, in 1957 
and 1959. Twenty champions 
have contested the historic 
race since 1953. With a few 


more Grade 1 wins in the fall, 
Presious Passion would likely 
join that list. 

It seems the more ground 
the better for Presious Passion. 
It gives him the chance to open 
a big lead, and few have the 
gumption to press him. When 
he won the 12-furlong Pan 
American in 2008, he led by 
a dozen lengths and won by a 
length and a half In the 11 -fur- 
long Mac Diarmida in February, 
he sprinted out to lead by seven 
and held on by a half-length. 
Hartmann said he’d even like 
two miles -if such a race were 
written these days. 

“That was him being him,” 
Hartmann said of his United 
Nations. “He was on amission, 
and when he’s like that, Elvis 
just sits there like a statue and 
lets him do what he wants. You 
can’t fight him when he’s on a 
mission, so why try?” 

Her charge’s tactics used to 
make Hartmann nervous, but 
now “I don’t worry about it,” 
she said. ^ 
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Land preservation: 
a foundation 
for the future 

Maryland Agricultural Land Preservation 
Foundation (MALPF) leads the way. Interview by 
Lucy Acton. Photographs by Barrie B. Reightler. 


T ravel throughout any coun¬ 
ty in Maryland, and you 
will see areas with open 
vistas of farmland, a sizeable 
portion of it devoted to horses 
and horse-related activities. 

Although there may not be 
markers to set them off from 
their neighbors, many of these 
properties have been perma¬ 
nently spared from develop¬ 
ment through a program known 
as the Maryland Agricultural 
Land Preservation Foundation 
(MALPF). 

Landowners who partici¬ 
pate in the MALPF program 
agree to maintain the prop¬ 
erty as farmland, and in remrn 
receive one-time financial com¬ 
pensation from the state. The 
transaction involves placing a 
preservation easement on the 
land. 

Administered by the Mary¬ 
land Department of Agriculture 
(MDA), MALPF was one of 
the first programs of its kind 
in the nation and has served as 
a model for many other land 
preservation initiatives. 


Closely involved with 
MALPF’s efforts for many 
years has been Dan Colhoun, 
a Baltimore County horseman 
and MALPF board member 
who recently completed his 
term as chairman of the foun¬ 
dation's board of trustees. 

Colhoun and his wife. Juke, 
maintain a 160-acre farm in 
Upperco, Md., where they have 
bred and raised race horses, 
polo ponies and foxhunters, as 
well as corn, hay and soybeans, 
since 1960. Theirs was the first 
farm in Baltimore County to 
enter preservation through the 
MALPF program, in 1980. 

Spearheading MALPF's 
efforts on a day-to-day basis is 
executive director Jim Conrad, 
a Cahfornia native who came to 
work in that office in 2001, 
after previously serving as chair 
of the St. Mary's County Agri¬ 
cultural Land Preservation 
Advisory Board for eight years. 
Conrad co-founded the Patux¬ 
ent Tidewater Land Trust in 
southern Maryland, and devel¬ 
oped Maryland's Huntersville 


Rural Legacy Area. He holds a 
master's degree in agricultural 
pohcy from the Food Research 
Institute at Stanford University 
and a doctorate in pohtical sci¬ 
ence from Stanford. 

Before working in the land 
preservation field. Dr. Conrad 
taught at St. Mary's College 
of Maryland, Mount Holyoke 
College and Texas A&M Uni¬ 
versity. 

Colhoun and Conrad were 
interviewed by Mid-Atlantic 
Thoroughbred editor Lucy Acton 
on July 14 at the MDA head¬ 
quarters in Annapolis. 

Why is it necessary to 
go through a relatively 
complicated process to place 
limits on development? 

Conrad: If you don't have 
land preservation, then every¬ 
thing has to be done through 
planning and zoning policy. In 
some countries, that's success¬ 
ful. If you look at a lot of 
European countries, you'll see 
when you go from a town into 
the country, [development] just 
stops—when you drive out of 


town there's a real definite end 
of town. When you drive out 
of town in the United States, 
you don't know when you're 
out of town. It kind of sneaks 
up on you. 

So to some extent land pres¬ 
ervation grew up as kind of 
an American solution, because 
through voluntary cooperation 
you pay people to do the right 
thing, rather than just saying 
you can't do this or this on your 
property, period, and take peo¬ 
ple's equity away. Instead what 
you do is buy that equity away 
so they will willingly accept 
restrictions on the property. 

Maryland was the first in 
the country to have differential 
agriculmral assessment as one 
of the ways to try to protect the 
agricultural industry from the 
whole development pressure 
that's so intense here. Where 
would you end up if you didn't 
have that? It would be basically 
sprawl. 

Maryland has several 
different land preservation 
programs, is that right? 
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Colhoun: Yes. But MALPF 
is the leader in agricultural land 
preservation. 

Many other programs have 
emulated MALPF’s strucmre 
and they have complemented 
MALPF along the way. MALPF 
preserves land for all aspects 
of agriculture—of which the 
horse industry is an integral 
part, absolutely. 

To have success with this 
type of program you have to 
target a comprehensive area. 
Merely taking an easement on a 
spot-by-spot basis may be nice 
for that specific piece of land, 
but it doesn’t really contribute 
to the agricultural world. We 
need to saturate areas with pro¬ 
tection because agriculture is 
very interdependent. The horse 
industry is dependent upon the 
feed and straw industry and 
back and forth. If you’re frag¬ 
mented around the state and 
then become surrounded by 
urbanization, you really haven’t 
in the long run achieved any¬ 
thing. 

Conrad: It’s an interest¬ 
ing sort of balancing act that 
you go through, because on 
the one hand you want the 
large contiguous blocks. On 
the other hand, it’s a volun¬ 
tary cooperation program. If 
you have a property that’s off 
standing alone and someone 
else has a property that’s next 
to three other preserved prop¬ 
erties, then we give priority to 
acquiring his property before 
yours. It doesn’t mean that we 
wouldn’t acquire your property 
if we had the money. But we 
have a lot more demand than 
we have money, so we try to 
focus where our doUar does the 
most good, and we do that by 
building on the existing blocks 
of preserved land. 

How much land does 
MALPF currently have 
in preservation? 

Conrad: Two hundred and 
seventy five thousand acres in 
this program. If you look at aU 
the state preservation programs, 
and the county programs, it’s 
approaching 600,000 acres. 

What are the major programs 
in addition to MALPF? 

Conrad: Rural Legacy, which 
operates through the Depart-

Through all of the various state and county 
programs^ the number of acres in preservation 
in Maryland is approaching 600f 00, 
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ment of Natural Resources. 
Program Open Space does 
direct acquisition of land and 
it does do a few easements. 
Then there’s also Maryland 
Environmental Trust (MEl), 
which does donated easements, 
primarily. 

Colhoun: And then there’s 
major participation by individ¬ 
ual counties. Counties them¬ 
selves can have a land preserva¬ 
tion program funded by county 
funds. In general you’ll find 
their rules and regulations are 
patterned after the state. 

Conrad: MET predated us, 
in 1967. MALPF was meant to 
be a counterpart to MET. MET 
was originally set up to accept 
donated easements; it didn’t pay 
for easements. And the farm¬ 
ing community is very different 
than the kind of community 
that Maryland Environmental 
Trust deals with. The state 
eventually figured out that if 
you’re going to deal with the 
traditional production farmer 
you really have to buy the ease¬ 
ments, because farmers are 
generally not in a position to 
donate easements; they don’t 
have the income to take advan¬ 
tage of the tax deduction. They 
can’t give up equity in their land 
because that’s oftentimes their 
retirement. So very quickly the 
state created MALPF as a pur¬ 
chase of development rights 
rather than donated, which is 
what we became in 1977. 

Colhoun: The strucmre 
of MALPF is important. It is 
overseen by a volunteer board, 
supported completely by a 
paid staff from the Maryland 
Department of Agriculture. 

Conrad: The board is 13 
members-nine governor- 
appointed and four members 
ex-officio. . . 

So it has a lot of 
different layers? 

Colhoun: And that’s healthy. 
On the board, four state agen¬ 
cies have a place at the table, 
as does the Young Farmers 
Group, which [Maryland 
Thoroughbred breeder] Billy 
Boniface represents; the Grange, 
which I represent; the Farm 
Bureau, Forestry and the Ag 
Commission. 


Currently, the board 
includes a horseman from 
Anne Arundel County, a horse¬ 
man from Harford County, and 
myself The horse industry is 
really well represented. 

What is the source of 
MALPF’s funding? 

Conrad: The largest part 
comes from the real estate 
transfer tax. Every time any¬ 
one sells property, there’s a tax 
on that property and a pro¬ 
portionate amount of that tax 
comes to us. Some of it goes 
to Program Open Space, some 
to Rural Legacy, some to the 
Heritage Program. There’s a 
stamtory division of the real 
estate transfer tax. A smaller 
share of our income comes 
from what’s called the agricul¬ 
tural transfer tax, which is a 
tax recovery. When people take 
their land out of agricultural 
assessment, for non-agriculmr- 
al use, they pay a tax, which is 
essentially repayment of tax 
that they have been forgiven 
for having the land in an agri¬ 
cultural assessment. It’s not a 
total repayment, it’s repayment 
of a portion of that. 

We also occasionally get 
bond funds. In 2010 we’U get 
bond funds, mainly because 
the General Assembly took our 
real estate transfer money away, 
so it’s replacement money. In 
addition, we have gotten some 
federal funds and we get a lot 
of funds through the county 
matching funds program. We 
take a portion of the money 
that we get and we match it on 
a 60-40 ratio basis, 60 for us 
and 40 for the county. You can 
take two dollars and you end up 
with five dollars at the end of 
the day that you can put toward 
land preservation. Some coun¬ 
ties win commit way above and 
beyond that in order to pur¬ 
chase additional easements. 

And you calculate how much 
an acre of land is worth 
based upon a formula? 

Conrad: It’s appraised with a 
formula. Actually two apprais¬ 
als are done that estabhsh the 
fair market value of the land 
without any restrictions in place 
based on what its development 
value is. And then we do an 


agricultural calculation with a 
formula that’s based on the 
productivity of the soils and 
the land rents on the property. 
And it gives us what’s called 
an agricultural value. The dif¬ 
ference between the two is the 
easement value. That’s the most 
that we could offer to purchase 
the restrictions on the property. 
The actual offer made wiU be 
either the easement value or 
the landowner’s asking price, 
whichever is lower. 

So it’s not a huge 
amount of money. 

Conrad: It can be large. It 
depends on the property. It 
depends on the soil. It depends 
on land rents. It depends on 
different stuff And it can vary 
from year to year, depending 
on the ag market. It also has a 
factor in there where you look 
at how far the farm is from the 
Baltimore/Washington corri¬ 
dor. 

Colhoun: In its simplest 
terms, it’s dependent on the 
overall real estate market. 
Because that drives the appraised 
or real value up or down. So as 
that tides its roller coasters, in 
some ways so do we. 

Conrad: The ag value is fair¬ 
ly steady, it’s the development 
value that goes up and down. 

Colhoun: I’ve been involved 
in this business for some time, 
as a county board member and 
county board chairman, and 
then on the board here. It gives 
you a fascinating perspective 
of how all the pieces can fit 
together. Probably the most 
enjoyable part is sitting down 
with someone at their kitch¬ 
en table, and discussing the 
opportunities that a particular 
landowner has in becoming 
part of this program. 

You need to understand not 
only MALPF, but a little bit 
about aU the other programs 
that can be combined in one 
form or another on different 
pieces of the same tract of 
land, aU with the idea of giving 
the landowner the greatest pos¬ 
sible financial remuneration. 
Some of it is direct money 
from MALPF, but it also can 
be money or a combination of 
programs and income tax situ¬ 
ations. . . 


Conrad: Planning and zon¬ 
ing in the United States is tradi¬ 
tionally treated in rural areas as 
land that hasn’t been developed 
yet. So when you have ag zon¬ 
ing, it’s not really zoning for 
agriculture, it’s kind of con¬ 
sidered unused land. If I own 
a tract of land that was there 
in that area, I would be very 
hesitant about putting a whole 
lot of money into it. If my 
kid’s going to end up selling it 
as soon as I die, am I going to 
put money in this operation if 
I don’t know what ag prices are 
going to be two years down the 
road and I might sell out for 
development or sell out for my 
retirement? 

The answer is that given the 
way zoning is, that land’s really 
not protected. Because what’s 
protected now by zoning in the 
United States could become a 
subdivision tomorrow. 

When I put my land into 
preservation, I know it’s going 
to stay in farming, and I’m 
going to be much more will¬ 
ing to invest in that land, to 
be a good steward of the land, 
because I know that even if my 
child doesn’t inherit the land, 
it’s going to be important to 
someone’s livelihood; it’s never 
going to be developed. 

It completely changes your 
attitude toward the property, 
your willingness to invest in it. 
Land preservation has a very 
important role even just in 
changing attitudes people have 
toward what they own. . . their 
view of how it fits into their 
future, their children’s future, 
or even somebody else’s fumre. 
So it has a very important role 
that you’ll never be able to 
achieve in this country simply 
with planning and zoning. It’s 
an attimdinal adjustment, if 
you will. 

Colhoun: Planning and zon¬ 
ing are a vital tool for aU this, 
but they’re not the answer to 
it. An easement, in the end, is 
the answer. 

On the other hand there are 
certain people who for their 
own economic reasons say 
you’re competing with our pro¬ 
grams to build more houses. 
Well, yes and no. Because 
MALPF for instance does not 
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obtain an easement on land 
that is served by water and 
sewer unless it is outstanding in 
productivity. So when the 
municipal or county govern¬ 
ment decides it’s going to have 
the ability to take this piece of 
land and serve it with water and 
sewer we’re not there to com¬ 
pete against that. 

Conrad: There’s a whole 
series of studies done by 
American Farmland Trust 
called the Cost of Community 
Services studies, and basically 
what they show is that in a 
county or a state that focuses 
its investment in infrastrucmre 
to develop in a more compact 
way, leaving its rural areas open 
for agriculture, residents end 
up paying a lot less in taxes. 

If you build everywhere, 
then the municipality has to 
extend its services everywhere. 
If it’s going to run buses to the 
schools, it has to run 20 buses 
rather than two. 

If you don’t have industry 
to support the services that you 
provide to your bedroom com¬ 
munities, you’re basically going 
to find that to be a very high 
tax area. Rural areas consume 
less in services than they pay 
in taxes. 

The tax justification is criti¬ 
cal, and that’s the reason as 
well that governmental authori¬ 
ties have been willing to give 
differential tax assessments to 
people with a commitment to 
agriculture. 

Colhoun: The horse indus¬ 
try uses basically the same ser¬ 
vices that the crop farmer does, 
i.e. fertili 2 er, seed, machinery, 
labor. AH of the pieces have to 
fit together. 

There’s another reason 
why—in areas that are what I 
call encircled, where any type 
of agriculture can survive and 
actually prosper, aU of the ser¬ 
vices are basically economically 
shared. If you parachute an 
agricultural enterprise into the 
middle of an urban area, then 
the environment for doing 
agriculture or raising horses 
becomes potentially hostile and 
extremely expensive. 

Maryland particularly has 
created these large circles of 
agriculture. And therefore they

with planning and ^ning. Ifs 
an attitudinal adjustment, if 
you will —Jim Conrad 



will go on and not only survive, 
but prosper. None of us knows 
today what that exact acre may 
be doing 25 years from now. 

Conrad: Which isn’t the 
point of the program. We don’t 
care what kind of agriculture 
occurs. It’s preserved for agri¬ 
culture. 

Which leads us to the 
question that no one 
seems to have an answer 
to: How much land in 
preservation in Maryland 
is used for horse farms? 

Conrad: Increasingly we’ll 
be calculating that in the future 
because we have a new data¬ 
base. 

This is just an estimate. 
We will update these num¬ 
bers—tight now we have about 
10,000 acres that are in horse 
farms. That’s an estimate based 
on imperfect information. 

These are farms that have 
self-identified as being at least 
in part horse operations. They 
may include other activities. 

We may find it’s anoth¬ 
er number entirely once we 
include MET, because a lot of 
horsepeople gravitated to MET 
originally. 

Colhoun: If that farm, say 
50 acres of that 200-acre farm 


is raising hay, is that a horse 
farm? Are they raising hay for 
consumption on the farm or 
for sale? It easily can be a horse 
farm, but many people equate 
a horse farm only with pasture. 

Conrad: Well, it’s the same 
thing. If you keep horses on a 
farm, that doesn’t necessarily 
make it a horse farm. You may 
be keeping it for personal use, 
even if you do some boarding 
or casual breeding. It’s difficult 
to say, just even for definitional 
issues. 

One thing that states like 
Maryland and Massachusetts 
have learned is that over time 
the biggest competition as you 
have more and more popula¬ 
tion for agriculture near to the 
developed areas is between the 
horsepeople versus the winery 
people. That acmally is one of 
the things that tends to keep 
agricultural land prices rela¬ 
tively high. 

Colhoun: One question we 
might ask is-Is the easement 
program good for the horse 
industry? 

I think collectively MALPF 
and the other programs coop¬ 
eratively make Maryland a very 
receptive place for the horse 
industry. And it is because of 
the policy of taking larger areas 


and encompassing them in 
preservation. Because if you 
have horses, your neighbors are 
going to be agriculmral; they 
are going to understand that. 
If you have neighbors that are 
totally foreign to horses and 
to agriculture, life can be very 
difficult. So I think we have 
really created an environment 
for the horse industry to thrive 
and grow. 

I’m not considering the eco¬ 
nomic side of the horse indus¬ 
try at all. But I am saying that 
without these large blocks of 
land that are flexible, to convert 
to pasmre, to crop and back 
to pasmre, the horse industry 
would not have the opporm- 
nity that it does. 

Conrad: There are some 
misconceptions that are out 
there still from horsepeople 
about the program. In the early 
days, MALPF was dominated 
and oriented toward basically 
crop production, farming oper¬ 
ations. 

In 2000 there was a task 
force appointed by the gover¬ 
nor, and part of the task force’s 
charge was to review uses on 
properties, to see whether 
something could be done to 
encourage aU forms of agricul- 
mre. We had a stamtory change 
in about 2002 or so on the rec¬ 
ommendation of the task force 
that basically gave the board 
of trustees significantly more 
discretion in deciding what 
types of uses could be made 
of MALPF properties. 

The board has worked very 
hard over the last three years 
reviewing many different types 
of ag-related and ag-supporting 
uses of preserved properties. 
And one of the special focuses 
was on horse properties. What 
is explicitly allowed now, after 
review by the foundation, is 
much different than what was 
allowed back in the 1990s. So 
there are very few horse opera¬ 
tions that would not have aU of 
their uses fit within the struc- 
mre of the MALPF program 
today. 

Colhoun: In Harford 

County, the president of the 
County Council [William K. 
Boniface] is a tremendous pro¬ 
ponent of this program; all of 
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his family's Bonita Farm is pre¬ 
served. Land around it has 
come into the program just 
because Bonita has. 

That's a very interesting 
operation because not only is 
it a horse operation, it's also 
going to be a winery. They are 
on the cutting edge of both 
areas where we've made a lot 
of changes to the program 
over the last few years. 

When someone places 
land in preservation with 
MALPF is it truly forever? 

Conrad: The easements are 
now in perpetuity exphcitly 
in the sense that there is no 
time Hmit. From the beginning 
of the program until about 
2003 or 2004, there is what 
was called—and this is where 
a lot of the misunderstanding 
comes from-there's what was 
called the 25-year termination 
clause. 

The easements have always 
been perpetual. But there's 
always been this in extremis back 
door that says if there's no 
potential for profitable agricul¬ 
ture on the property you can 
request-there are no guaran¬ 
tees-you can request termina¬ 
tion of the easement. But then 
you have to buy the easement 
back. You buy it back at current 
market price—the development 
value of the easement—and 
prove that you can not make 
a cash profit on that specific 
piece of land. 

If you think about it, first 
of all, I doubt there's any 
land in Maryland that some 
smart farmer couldn't make a 
buck off of if push comes 
to shove. So that's the first 
thing. Remember, the easement 
value is the difference between 
the fair market value with no 
restrictions and the agriculmral 
value. If the agricultural value 
is 2 ero, then what you're buying 
back is the full market value of 
the property. 

There's really no financial 
incentive for someone to even 
go down that road. 

There's reaUy not a time¬ 
table, because the easement on 
the property has always been 
perpetual and if you go back 
to the original legislative intent 


when the program was created, 
it was always understood by 
everyone that the program was 
perpemal and that the chances 
of getting out after 25 years 
were slim to none. 

Colhoun: Just to make it 
clear, the test of profitabihty 
has nothing to do with depre¬ 
ciation. It's really cash-in, cash¬ 
out. 

Conrad: Also, it's not one 
farmer doing one type of pro¬ 
duction. It's any farmer doing 
any type of agriculture. So 
Dan may not be able to make 
it growing corn in Baltimore 
County but Joe down the road 
may make a great living with a 
horse operation or a winery. 

You have to put that in per¬ 
spective. The whole point of 
taking the value of land out is 
that we're preserving them as 
ag properties. Not as estates, 
not as large residential lots, or 
whatever else people are con¬ 
ceiving them as. They're not 
created so that the CEO of 
some development corporation 
can have land that gives him a 
lot of privacy. It's preserved for 
production agriculture, what¬ 
ever that may be, whether it's 
a horse farm or crops or veg¬ 
etables, trees or whatever. 

You don’t have to do a 
lot of enforcement? 

Conrad: Not of that sort, 
no. We do enforcement to 
make sure that our restric¬ 
tions are respected. We used 
to get questions from [former] 
Governor [Wilham Donald] 
Schaefer. ‘‘We preserved it so 
it would be farmed," he would 
tell us. “Make them farm it." 
Well, we buy the availabihty of 
the land for farming, we don't 
force people to work it. 

Colhoun: It's a free world. 
It's up to you what you do with 
that land as long as it comphes 
with the easement. 

Conrad: Which includes 
good stewardship. If you let 
your property get overgrown 
with multiflora rose, we'll prob¬ 
ably have someone out there 
telling you that's not good stew¬ 
ardship. 

There's a whole monitoring 
program. Not necessarily just 
boots on the property. You 
can't see that someone has 


subdivided the property unless 
they've subdivided and built 
a house. But if they've just 
sold 30 acres to the next-door 
neighbor without permission, 
that's not legal under our ease¬ 
ment; you only pick that up by 
looking at the land records. Part 
of our monitoring is going out 
and doing the site inspections. 
Part of it is looking at the land 
records, part of it is looking at 
reports from the local planning 
and zoning people. 

Colhoun: There are people 
who incorrectly perceive that 
an easement allows pubhc 
access. It does not. You as a 
landowner can decide who you 
want on the land and who you 
don't. 

Conrad: It's acmaUy in the 
statute that we cannot require 
public access to the land. 

Colhoun: So the landowner 
is in total control of that in the 
same manner as before selling 
the easement. 

MALPF does reserve the 
right to inspect. It's amazing 
what they can find; sometimes 
it's unintentional and some¬ 
times not. What happens is the 
property is sold and sold and 
sold and it's going to be sold 
some more. And the further 
you get away from the original 
seller of the easement, the less 
understanding of the restric¬ 
tions you'll find. The easement 
document may be sitting in a 
safe deposit box or it may be 
lost. There may be misunder¬ 
standings because the person 
owning it today—number one 
didn't receive any money, num¬ 
ber two didn't sign the agree¬ 
ment, and number three lost it. 

Conrad: There's a new law 
that says any seller of an ease¬ 
ment property has to provide 
the easement to the purchaser, 
and if they don't it gives the 
purchaser an out of die trans¬ 
action. 

That's part of the legal 
requirements for land sale. 
But even if that requirement 
wasn't there, that should be 
part of the tide process, and 
whoever's doing the tide work 
should bring the easement to 
the attention of the buyer and 
explain exacdy what he's get¬ 
ting into. 


Is the program more 
or less popular than 
it was years ago? 

Colhoun: People who 

wouldn't do it 10 years ago are 
aU of a sudden interested. 

Why is that? 

Colhoun: That's a good 
question. I wish I could give 
you a definite answer. Instead 
I'U give you a shotgun answer. I 
think it's persistence on every¬ 
body's part. I think it's com¬ 
munication with the younger 
generation who are making the 
decisions on land use more so 
than the older generation. 

Conrad: There's another fac¬ 
tor, and that is the most likely 
age that people put their land 
in preservation is between 55 
and 65. So-called baby boom¬ 
ers are getting ready to retire 
and thinking about setting up 
their retirement finances. 

Colhoun: It's the 30-year-old 
they're going to ask. They're not 
going to do it if the 30-year-old 
child doesn't want to. So you 
get the 30-year-old to see the 
benefits, you then influence 
the 60-year-old who still owns 
title to the land. And time and 
education truly make its pen¬ 
etration. And then there is the 
domino effect—of finding that 
a neighbor whom I really trust 
did it, so maybe I should look 
at it. The ownership of the 
land does not change; it is like 
a reverse mortgage. 

How quickly is the 
rate is increasing? 

Conrad: We got more appH- 
cations last year than we've ever 
gotten in the history of the 
program. We got 505 applica¬ 
tions last year, and we actually 
asked the counties to weed it 
down because we didn't want 
to pay for that many appraisals. 
So only about 260 or 270 apph- 
cations acmally came forward 
from the counties. And the year 
before that was a record in the 
history of the program. I think 
it was around 440 or 450 apph- 
cations. So you can see just in 
one year it went up over 50 
applications. 

Colhoun: And it's not only 
MALPF. I think you'll find that 
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is the case in most of the other 
programs we talked about. 

I do think there's a couple 
of other things going on. One 
thing, right now, is the real 
estate market is really down 
and so there aren't a whole lot 
of other options for people 
looking for money off of their 
land. If they can get money out 
of us, that's a good thing. We 
get preservation. 

People will apply when 
they know we have money. 
And when they think there's 
no chance of them getting an 
offer because we don't have 
very much money, we'll get 
fewer applications. The fact 
that we've been relatively well 
funded for the last five years 
has tended to also increase the 
number of applications every 
year. 

We may see it dropping off 
in the next couple of years. 
But it wiU be interesting to 
see whether or not, because 
we used to require a five-year 
commitment not to develop 
from people making applica¬ 
tions. One of the board mem¬ 
bers quickly saw that was an 
impediment to people apply¬ 
ing to the program because 
if they thought we might not 
have money they didn't want 
to make a five-year commit¬ 
ment and tie up the land. We 
don't require that any more, 
so I think we may be able to 
keep our applications up fairly 
high even though we have less 
money. 

Can your funding keep pace? 

Conrad: We always have a 
budget in advance. We'U be 
working this summer on the 
2011 budget. And that will be 
finalized at the end of the leg¬ 
islative session. 

Colhoun: This is something 
that the board is very involved 
in. We took a policy recently 
to combine federal funds and 
some state funds and in my 
opinion we took major steps 
toward long-term financing 
when we got $5 million worth 
of bonding authority. 

That in my personal opin¬ 
ion breaks the barrier and sets 
precedent for the future. It can 
kind of fiU the peaks and val¬ 
leys of the real estate market.

I'm very optimistic that in the 
fumre the valley will be covered 
by bond money. 

Conrad: The high year with 
state funds was $70 milhon 
and we had an additional $21.9 
miUion in county funds-for a 
total of $91.9 million. That was 
2007. This year we combined 
2009 and 2010. The 2010 is 
actually $13 million in bond 
funds and then the county 
matched an additional $3 mil¬ 
hon. Where we once had more 
than $90 milhon to spend, now 
we're combining two years of 
funding and we have a total of 
$41 milhon. When Dan talks 
about the roller coaster, it's 
dizzying how fast things can 
change. 

And it's not just the value 
of real estate. The real estate 
transfer tax comes from the 
value of real estate and also 
how many transactions there 
are. The more transactions, the 
more tax, as well as the higher 
the value, the more tax. Even 
though values haven't gone 
down that much for farm land, 
the number of transactions is 
dead in the water. 

Appraisers are having 
trouble finding comparables 
because there are just so few 
transactions of farm land. 

Colhoun: There is anoth¬ 
er aspect of this for the long 
term for the property owner. 
It takes a while to understand 


it. And that is your property 
value does not necessarily go 
down because you have placed 
an easement on your land. This 
comes around to aU the pieces 
of the pie. 

It happens because people 
now have an intrinsic value of 
hving within and owning ease¬ 
ment land. It may go down for 
a short time, but it comes back 
up and can exceed where you 
were. 

If you do things to the 
land that make it more valu¬ 
able, and/or your neighbors do 
things that make the whole area 
more valuable, well and good 
for you. You can capitalize on 
that down the road when you 
decide to sell it. Our easement 
doesn't interfere with that. 

Are some people just daunted 
by the whole process, and 
have a hard time figuring 
out where to start? 

Conrad: It's one of the big¬ 
gest financial decisions of your 
hfe—like buying a house. 

The key people are the 
county program administrators. 
They are the most important 
haison between this office and 
the landowner. They know this 
program and they can guide 
people. They can help them 
with what the local values are, 
with how likely are you going 
to get an offer, where are you 
hkely to be ranked if you bring 


this parcel in rather than that 
parcel. We have very good peo¬ 
ple. We don't pay them; they are 
paid by the counties. 

Colhoun: We're the biggest 
proponent that people go talk 
to competent financial advisors 
about the tax consequences. 
Talk to a lawyer about what 
the restrictions are in the deed 
of easement. Have someone 
read through provision-by-pro- 
vision so they know what the 
rules are. 

You must have quite a few 
people who don’t make 
it into the program. 

Conrad: There are people 
who don't make it in. There 
are some who give up. When 
you look at our file numbers 
they teU you when someone 
first came in to the district or 
first applied. We know simply 
by looking at a property file 
number when they first got 
interested in the program. We 
have people who are apply¬ 
ing successfully to the program 
this year who originally came 
in to a district in the 1980s and 
who have been just sort of in a 
holding pattern. Then suddenly 
they decided maybe it's time, 
for whatever reason, to apply 
to the program. 

Maybe they apphed and 
didn't get an offer and they're 
going to apply now and they 
do get an offer. There are some 
counties that actually will give 
additional bonus points in 
the ranking system for people 
who've applied before and 
haven't gotten offers. So they 
can improve their position by 
staying in the pool over a few 
years. 

What percentage of people 
do you turn down? 

Conrad: In the last few years 
we've been funding about a 
third of the applications. This 
year it's going to be a little less 
than a fifth, if you count all 
500. 

If you count just the ones 
that were actually forwarded 
we'll be funding about a third. 

That takes into account that 
some people will reject our 
offers. There's all kinds of rea¬ 
sons—there weren't sufficient 
funds offered, the circumstances

are they don’t want to take our 
offer now, they think it’s not 
enough money. Sometimes it 


reflects on us, sometimes it 
reflects on the applicant, some¬ 
times it’s just circumstances. 


Colhoun: You’ve touched 
on a difficult issue. When you 
sit down at the kitchen table, 
the obvious question is how 
much per acre? Why do they 
ask how much per acre? That 
guy up the road got so much 
an acre, so why am I not get¬ 
ting more? 

The devil is in the details. 

Conrad: Everybody takes 
their land, their farm, their val¬ 
ues, personally. 

Colhoun: There are a bunch 
of circumstances that move the 
value up or down. It’s never 
exactly the same for an adjacent 
property owner. There are a 
number of factors, and the bet¬ 
ter we can explain how aU those 
pieces come together the easier 
it is for everybody in the end. 
But that is a difficult hurdle at 
times. 

Conrad: People do get con¬ 
fused about the values, because 
when they think of the value 
of the farm, they think of the 
value of the farm with all the 
improvements, including the 
residences on it. 


When we go out and do an 
appraisal, we’re only apprais¬ 
ing the development value of 
the raw farmland. We look at 
the land; we don’t look at the 
improvements. And so there’s 
a potential for all kinds of mis¬ 
understanding and false expec¬ 
tations. It’s difficult enough for 
the appraiser. Then we have to 
explain the appraiser’s work to 
them. This guy had five lots; 
you had three lots. There’s a 
reason he got a higher price. 
Well, they don’t think necessar¬ 
ily accurately in terms of what’s 
being appraised. 

Just like when you put your 
house up for sale, there’s a 
lot of potential for misunder¬ 
standing what the value is and 
why it’s there. 

In summary? 

Conrad: After 30 years 
of acquiring easements and 
over 275,000 acres preserved, 
the foundation finds that 
the demand to preserve land 
remains strong and looks for¬ 
ward to a bright future fulfilling 
its mission. W

WHAT IS MHBA'S PAC? 

It is a political action committee formed by the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association. The PAC solicits voluntary con¬ 
tributions from individuals or corporations to support issues 
or assist selected candidates for public office in the state of 
Maryland who are interested in the problems of our industry 
and are willing to help us solve those problems. 

WHY DO WE NEED PAC? 

The largest market for horses bred in Maryland is horse rac¬ 
ing, an industry which is closely regulated by state govern¬ 
ment. In addition, while not well understood, horse breeding 
is an especially important segment of Maryland agriculture. 
The economic well-being of racing and breeding is very much 
a function of the political process. It is essential to the health of 
our industry that we educate our elected official and support 
those who work with us on issues vital to our interests. 


HOW DOES PAC WORK? 

The PAC receives voluntary contributions through its trea¬ 
surer which are then disbursed to candidates or spent sup¬ 
porting issues as selected by a committee headed by the chair¬ 
person of the MHBA Legislative Committee. Any adminis¬ 
trative expense will be paid by the MHBA. Reports of PAC 
contributions must be filed with the State Administrative 
Board of Election Laws and are a matter of public record. 

WHAT ARE THE LAWS GOVERNING 
CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS? 

No corporation or individual may give more than $4,000 to a 
single candidate or more than $10,000 to all candidates in any 
given four-year election cycle. Any contribution to the PAC 
must be included in your $10,000 total for an election. 

WHAT IS THE TAX STATUS OF MY 
CONTRIBUTION? 

There are no deductions or credits allowed on your state tax 
returns but federal law permits a credit of 50 percent on total 
political contributions up to a $50 credit (for a $100 contri¬ 
bution) on individual returns, and a $100 credit (for a $200 
contribution) on joint returns. Political contributions are not 
deductible business expenses.

’CHASING ABOUT byjoe Clancy 


Slip Away rises 
to the fore with 
graded win at 
Colonial Downs 


W hen his steeplechaser 
Shp Away made his 
2009 debut at the High 
Hope Races in May, owner Ken 
Ramsey talked about bigger 
plans for the gray flash. 

“We’re hoping to move him 
up the ladder and try some 
stakes with him in the near 
future,” Ramsey said. “He ran 
so well last year [five wins, 
$56,300 in earnings] and to 
see him come back running at 
High Hope, that gives me a lot 
of confidence for the future.” 


Two months later, on July 
12, Ramsey looked like a psy¬ 
chic as Shp Away ran off with 
the $50,000 David L. “Zeke” 
Ferguson Memorial-NSA3 at 
Colonial Downs. The 6-year- 
old went to the front at the 
start, opened a lead announcer 
Dave Rodman called “colos¬ 
sal,” and won by five lengths 
over Mixed Up with Swagger 
Stick third. Chip Miller rode the 
winner, who covered the two 
and a quarter miles in 4:12.95 
as the 9-5 favorite. 


The Ferguson Memorial, 
the highhght of Colonial’s six- 
race summer steeplechase pro¬ 
gram, lured a strong field of 
eight, including 2008 race win¬ 
ner Four Schools (Ire), Grade 1 
winner Mixed Up, 2009 Grade 
3 stakes winner Isti Bee (NZ), 
tough veteran Rare Bush and 
2008 Grade 1 stakes winner 
Swagger Stick. Only one in the 
group rode a five-race winning 
streak. And only one started 
for a $10,000 claiming price in 
2008. That was Shp Away. 

The son of HaU of Fame 
runner Skip Away won the 
National Steeplechase Associ¬ 
ation’s claiming division cham¬ 
pionship last year with five wins 
from eight starts, the last five in 
the claiming and starter allow¬ 
ance ranks. He broke his maid¬ 
en in May 2008, fared poorly 
in two Saratoga starts, and 
emerged last fall as a $10,000 
claimer (finishing second at 
Foxfield in September). 

He finished the year win¬ 
ning his next four. 

“I never thought he was no 
good but [Ramsey] teUs you 
to run them where they can 
win,” said trainer Tom Voss. 


“He didn’t run until late into 
his 3-year-old year [2006], then 
he feU at the last fence and he 
bowed [at Colonial in 2007]. 
So he was always catching up. 
He came back a year later and 
nobody had seen him, and 
nobody took him.” 

Good thing. Since being dan¬ 
gled for $10,000 at Foxfield, Shp 
Away has earned $72,000 for 
the far-reaching Thoroughbred 
operation of Ramsey and his 
wife, Sarah. The Kentuckians 
won the 2005 Dubai World 
Cup-Gl with Roses in May, 
garnered an Echpse Award 
with Kitten’s Joy in 2004, won 
an Echpse Award of their own 
as leading owner in 2004, sent a 
horse to Royal Ascot this past 
June. 

Beyond all the ghtz, the 
Ramseys own steeplechase 
horses and have for several 
years. When their flat horses 
reach a ceihng, run out of con¬ 
ditions or don’t quite pan out, 
they get a chance to go jump¬ 
ing. 

The Ramseys sold eventual 
two-time steeplechase cham¬ 
pion Flat Top for $5,000 (he 
earned nearly $600,000 over 
jumps) and aren’t about to let 
another Echpse Award winner 
get away. 

Like his other horses, Shp 
Away started out as a flat 
prospect after Ramsey spent 
$16,000 to buy him as a yearhng 
at Keeneland in January 2004. 

Shp Away never raced on 
the flat, instead heading straight 
to jump racing as an oversized 
3-year-old in 2006. 

Size and scope translated just 
fine to two miles and beyond. 
Shp Away brings a long stride, 
a powerful gallop and an eager¬ 
ness to compete in his chosen 
career. They were aU on display 
in the Ferguson. 

“They stood stiU and I was 
going at a canter,” said Miller, 
aboard for the first time. “The 
horse has won five in a row; 
they should be thinking I’m 
the horse to beat. It felt hke we 
were going slow; I just couldn’t 
hear them behind me. For the 
first mile and a half, I was think-

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ing, Where are they?’ I didn’t 
dare look.” 

Until the finish. 

VIRGINIA IS FOR 
VIRGINIA-BREDS 

Jump races are included in 
the Virginia Breeders Fund 
program, which doubles the 
purse for aU winning Virginia- 
breds at Colonial Downs. 

It worked out even better 
than that for Mede Cahaba 
Stable & Stud LLC homebred 
Class Crash, who picked up 
$18,000 for a second-place fin¬ 
ish in a maiden claimer on 
June 28. 

Class Crash, with Bernard 
Dalton subbing for regular 
rider Richard Boucher, reached 
the wire two lengths behind 
Eldon Farm’s Coupe de Ville, 
but was subsequently declared 
the winner after the other horse 
was disqualified for a positive 
drug test. 

A 4-year-old Housebuster 
gelding. Class Crash was 
switched over to hurdles this 
season after faihng to win in 
three starts on the flat last year. 
Trained by DHth Boucher, he 
was a close runner-up in his 
next-to-last start, at Middleburg 
in April, but was dismissed at 
odds of 8.6-1 in the Colonial 
Downs race, where he was in 
for a $25,000 tag. The enhanced 
purse more than tripled his 
earnings, to |26,360. 

Coupe de ViUe’s 4-year- 
old half-brother. Aero, took 
full advantage of the doubled 
purse, earning $18,000 for a 
maiden special weight vic¬ 
tory on July 12. The son of 
Northern Spur (Jre) gradu¬ 
ated in his fourth start over 
jumps —fifth at Stoneybrook 
and fourth at Atlanta in April, 
third at Fair Hill in May and 
the Colonial score. Ridden 
by Paddy Young, Aero rallied 
inside of Meshwaar and Class 
Crash in the stretch (the same 
two horses his brother beat two 
weeks earher) and won by three 
and three-quarters lengths in 
4:18.22 for two and a quarter 
miles. Aero returned $13.60 as 
the race’s fourth choice.

“He’s a very, very honest 
horse,” said Young. “He’s only 
got that one gear. I was hop¬ 
ing they would go a good gal¬ 
lop and I could pick it up a 
little early.

Coming 
around the last bend, I felt like 
I was going use him up if I 
tried to go around so I decided 
to sit and suffer.” 

Once the hole openedinside. 
Aero accelerated to the finish. 

STEEPLECHASING 
GOES TO PENN 
NATIONAL 

Weather made them wait, 
but steeplechase fans got a 
chance to go to Penn National 
on July 3. Rescheduled from 
June 20 due to rain, the two 
races rewarded patience. 

The opener, a maiden spe¬ 
cial weight worth $25,000, drew 
a field of 10 and produced 
an upset as 19-1 shot You the 
Man (Jody Petty) caught favor¬ 
ite Nationbuilder in the stretch 
and scored by one and a quar¬ 
ter lengths while establishing 
a course record of 3:42.65 for 
the two and a sixteenth miles. 
Ground Frost finished third. 

Owned by Bill Fossett, You 
the Man made his steeplechase 
debut with a fourth at Fair Hill 
in late May. Looking seasoned 
while learning his lessons there, 
the 4-year-old son of Lear Fan 
improved another notch at 
Penn National for trainer Todd 
Wyatt. 

Bred in Pennsylvania by 
Fossett, You the Man raced on 
the flat for trainer Raymond 
Class and went to Wyatt in 
February. 

“He’s a small, tight-looking 
horse but he’s filled out nice¬ 
ly since we’ve had him,” said 
Wyatt, former assistant to Voss 
and Jonathan Sheppard. “He’s 
built just like I like jumpers 
to be; he’s got a nice efficient 
stride and he’s not too big. He’s 
had a lot thrown at him in a 
hurry.” 

The rain-out actually helped 
Wyatt’s schedule as he came 


to Penn National with a fresh 
horse. 

“Having that race delayed 
really helped us a lot,” he said. 
‘We were able to back off him 
after his run at Fair HiU, give 
him three weeks off and then 
start him back three weeks prior 
to the race. That was key.” 

You the Man’s course record 
vanished a race later when 
Sermon of Love won a $30,000 
allowance / optional claimer 
shoot-out for owner Calvin 
Houghland and trainer Jona¬ 
than Sheppard. Winless since 
beating Shp Away as a 3-year- 
old back in 2006, Sermon of 
Love (Danielle Hodsdon) rated 
in mid-pack, emerged from 
a crowd on the turn, went 
after Sweep Domino (Chi) in 
the stretch and won by one 
and three-quarters lengths in 


3:41.44. Sweep Domino stayed 
for second with So Ama 2 ing 
(Ire) third. 

Since winning the Raymond 
Woolfe Memorial in November 
2006, Sermon of Love changed 
owners and trainers, challenged 
the hkes of champion Good 
Night Shirt, and lost 15 times. 
Bred in Kenmcky by longtime 
Pennsylvania owner/breeder 
Fit 2 Dixon, the son of Pulpit 
won the Woolfe for Dixon’s 
widow, Edie, and trainer Jack 
Fisher. 

Part of the Dixon dispersal 
at Keeneland in January 2007, 
Sermon of Love was purchased 
by Danny Pate for $62,000. 
Shortly thereafter, Pate sold 
the horse to Houghland and 
Sheppard. Sermon of Love lost 
all five starts in 2007 and seven 
more in 2008, though several 
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’CHASING ABOUT continued 


good starts-including a sec¬ 
ond in the Grade 1 Lonesome 
Glory last September-were 
encouraging. 

Before the Penn National 
win, Sermon of Love had fin¬ 
ished second and third in two 
2009 starts over hurdles. 

“He sure hasn’t ducked any¬ 
one along the way,” said Shep¬ 
pard. “Dropping down into a 
race like this and getting a win 
will help with his confidence.” 

FAIR HILL FALL ENDS 
WHELAN’S CAREER 

Transplanted Irishman 
Padge Whelan, first-call 
jockey for trainer Tom Voss, 
announced his retirement from 
riding jump races due to the 
effects of several concussions. 
In his last ride, Whelan fell with 
Lair at Fair HiU May 23 and was 
knocked unconscious. 

Whelan, 30, stood fifth in 
the 2009 standings after tying 
for second in 2008 (his first 


year riding in the United States) 
despite breaking his ankle in 
the spring. In his short time 
here, Whelan won the Temple 
Gwathmey-NSA2 with Planets 
Aligned, won a Saratoga stakes 
with Dynaski, and rode top 
mare Guelph to two stakes 
wins. 

“Pm disappointed, gutted, 
to have it end this way, but such 
is Hfe,” Whelan said. “It wasn’t 
an actual decision by a neurolo¬ 
gist, but basically I’ve had 16 
concussions, been knocked out 
12 times, and my head is abso¬ 
lutely thumping. Even if they 
said I could go on, the writing’s 
on the waU and it’s time to 
move on.” 

Whelan and his wife. Can- 
dice, have a young daughter 
and are expecting their sec¬ 
ond child. They will return to 
southeast Ireland with plans to 
start a small stable on a 12-acre 
parcel they purchased years 
ago. Whelan is considering a 
breaking and training opera¬ 


tion, and possibly a foxhunting 
venture. 

“m do what I know—that’s 
horses,” Whelan said. “Coming 
here has certainly been a posi¬ 
tive experience; I was surprised 
about the quality of the sport 
here. I don’t think American 
jump racing gets the recognition 
it deserves around the world. I 
really enjoyed the experience. 
It’s hard to walk away from the 
Tom Voss string of horses—I 
have a lot of admiration for 
him as a trainer.” 

NOTES 

Eagle Beagle won his third 
jump race of 2009 with a vic¬ 
tory at Colonial Downs on 
June 28. Ridden by Young, 
the 5-year-old drew off late to 
defeat Silent Vow for Barracuda 
Racing Stable and trainer Ricky 
Hendriks. Bred in Maryland by 
Robert Meyerhoff’s Fitzhugh 
LLC, Eagle Beagle is a son 
of Lemon Drop Kid and the 
Meyerhoff-bred stakes-win¬ 


ning mare Tough Broad. A 
full brother to Richard’s Kid, a 
stakes winner on the main track 
in 2009, Eagle Beagle won five 
races on the flat, including 
four from 15 starts in 2008 
for a variety of trainers. . . 
The fall National Steeplechase 
Association season starts with 
three race track visits — Colonial 
Downs (September 13), Bel¬ 
mont Park (September 20) and 
Monmouth Park (September 
26). Maryland meet Shawan 
Downs shares its date with 
Monmouth Park and is one 
of 13 race meets on the fall 
calendar that concludes at Palm 
Beach, Fla., on November 28 
. . . Championship contenders 
Good Night Shirt and Pierrot 
Lunaire bypassed the sum¬ 
mer season and could renew 
their rivalry at Belmont in the 
$150,000 Lonesome Glory 
Stakes-NSAl on September 
20 or at Far HiUs, N.J., in the 
$250,000 Grand National- 
NSAl on October 17. *

What every horse 
owner needs to 
know about drug 
compounding 


E very horse owner has the 
right to know the safety 
and efficacy of medica¬ 
tions a veterinarian prescribes 
for his horse. But even the 
most experienced horse owners 
may not be aware of the health 
risks involved with using com¬ 
pounded drugs. Compounded 
drugs are unregulated drugs 
produced by altering or com¬ 
bining other drugs to serve a 
patienbs particular need. 

Recently, compounded 
drugs have been finked to tragic 
incidents in the horse industry, 
including the sudden death of 
21 polo ponies in April and 
the deaths of several horses 
in Louisiana in 2006. Because 
compounded drugs are not reg¬ 
ulated, other incidents remain 
unreported. 

The American Association 
of Equine Practitioners 
(AAEP) acknowledges that 
reputable pharmacies produce 
legitimate compounded drugs 
to improve the health of horses 
when an FDA-approved option 
doesn’t exist. However, when 
inappropriately compounded 
and used, drugs may pose a 
serious threat to the health of 
your horse. Knowing the facts 
about legitimate and illegiti¬ 
mate compounded drugs will 
help you and your veterinarian 
decide on the best treatment 
option for your horse. 


WHAT IS A 
COMPOUNDED 
MEDICATION? 

Compounding is a process 
to produce a medication by 
combining or altering ingredi¬ 
ents for the special needs of an 
equine patient. Only a licensed 
veterinarian may write a pre¬ 
scription for the compounded 
medication. Because there is a 
scarcity of approved medica¬ 
tions for use in horses, there 
is a legitimate need for com¬ 
pounding in equine veterinary 
medicine. Some examples of 
legitimate compounding would 
include crushing a tablet and 
creating a paste or gel to aid 
in the administration to the 
patient or mixing two anesthet¬ 
ics in the same syringe for use 
in your horse. 

WEIGH THE RISKS 
DF UNREGULATED 
MEDICATIDN 

Compounded drugs are 
not approved by the Food and 
Drug Administration (FDA) 
and can vary in potency, sta¬ 
bility, purity and effectiveness. 
And because these products 
are unregulated by the govern¬ 
ment, compounded drugs have 
the potential to pose serious 
safety risks to horses. 


CDMPDUNDED 
DRUGS ARE NDT 
GENERIC DRUGS 

Because compounded 
drugs are generally cheaper 
than FDA-approved medica¬ 
tions, horse owners often con¬ 
fuse compounded drugs with 
generic drugs. Generic drugs 
are biologically equivalent to a 
brand-name drug. Unlike com¬ 
pounded drugs, generic drugs 
go through an FDA approval 
process and are manufactured 
in an FDA-approved facility 

DDN’T SKIMP 
DN DUALITY 
MEDICATIDN 

A compounded drug should 
never be requested, used or 
prescribed as a cost-saving 
measure. Putting your horse’s 
health at risk with a ‘‘knock¬ 
off” drug could end up costing 
your horse’s fife. Stay on the 
safe side and request FDA- 
approved medications. 

In the interest of the welfare 
of your horse, AAEP advises 
the use of legal, FDA-approved 
medications when such a drug 
exists. FDA-approved medica¬ 
tions undergo years of testing 
and are closely monitored by 
the government to ensure a 
consistent, safe performance. 

“As a horse owner, your pri¬ 
mary concern is the health and 
welfare of your horse. Because 
compounded products have 
no regulatory requirements for 
potency, safety, stability or pro¬ 
duction testing, they are to be 
used only as a last resort when 
there are no approved prod¬ 
ucts available,” says Dr. Kenton 
Morgan, chairman of the AAEP 


Biological and Therapeutic 
Agents Committee. 

“It is appropriate to request 
that your veterinarian inform 
you any time he or she will be 
using a compounded product 
to treat your horse.” 

It’s important for horse 
owners to communicate openly 
with their veterinarians about 
the use of compounded drugs. 
Though your vet should always 
notify you when a compound¬ 
ed drug is being prescribed, be 
sure to request FDA-approved 
treatment options for your 
horse. If your veterinarian rec¬ 
ommends a compounded drug, 
ask why the compounded drug 
recommended is the best treat¬ 
ment option for your horse. 
Understanding the potential 
risks and benefits of your 
horse’s medication is part of 
your role as a responsible horse 
owner.

TIPS FDR HDRSE 
DWNERS: 

• Communicate openly with 
your veterinarian about his 
or her practice’s use of com¬ 
pounded drugs. 

• Request FDA-approved 
medication. 

• When a compounded drug 
is recommended, ask your vet¬ 
erinarian to explain why it’s the 
best treatment option. 

• Don’t skimp on cost: 
Compounded drugs should 
never be selected to save 
money. 

• Make sure your prescrip¬ 
tion is clearly marked and 
labeled. 

• Don’t confuse generic drugs 
with compounded drugs.

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COAL PLAY 
GETS DOWN 
TO BUSINESS 
AT MONMOUTH 
PARK

R obert LaPenta’s Coal 
Play ran the race of his 
life in the 2008 edition 
of the HaskeU Invitational-Gl 
but could not hold off the late 
charge of Kentucky Derby/ 
Preakness winner Big Brown. 

Fast-forward 11 months, 
and the Nick Zito-trained Coal 
Play delivers another master¬ 
ful frontrunning performance 
at Monmouth Park, captur¬ 
ing the $250,000 Salvator Mile 
Handicap-G3 on July 4, for 
his first graded stakes victory 
The win secured him a berth 
in the upcoming Breeders’ Cup 
Dirt Mile at Santa Anita in 
November. 

Since the advent of the Dirt 
Mile in 2007, the Salvator has 
attracted loaded fields, a con¬ 
sequence of the meager sched¬ 
ule of graded races at a flat 
mile in American racing. This 
year’s edition, which shared the 
card with the United Nations 
Stakes-Gl, drew a field of eight 
that also included Smooth Air, 
a multiple Grade 2 winner and 
the Metropolitan Handicap-Gl 
runner-up in his prior start. 
Two Step Salsa, third in the 
Breeders’ Cup Dirt Mile 
last year and winner of the 
Godolphin Mile-G2 in Dubai 
in March, and 2008 Suburban 
Handicap-Gl runner-up Solar 
Flare (Arg). 

With Joe Bravo back aboard 
(the top New Jersey rider also 
piloted him in the Haskell), 
Coal Play set out for the lead 



and found little resistance. He 
set swift but manageable frac¬ 
tions, leading by a length over 
second choice Two Step Salsa 
and Smooth Air, the 7-5 favor¬ 
ite. 


Coal Play shook free of 
Smooth Air after passing the 
quarter pole in 1:10.13, and 
in the stretch he maintained a 
three-length lead to the wire. 
Smooth Air and jockey Paco 


Lopez drifted out down the 
lane but held easily for the 
place spot, three lengths ahead 
of Solar Flare. Two Step Salsa 
finished fourth. 

The tight turns of Mon¬ 
mouth are ideal for the speedy 
Coal Play. His record in five 
starts here is 3-1-1. After his 
career began slowly, a change 
of scenery last summer to New 
Jersey was successful. Following 
his near miss in the Haskell, he 
won the Majestic Prince Stakes 
by almost eight lengths. 

LaPenta purchased Coal 
Play (Mineshaft—^Wiscasset, 
by Kris S.) for $280,000 at the 
Keeneland September Year- 
hng sale. The Salvator Mile 
boosted his career earnings to 
$506,708. 

A day after the Salvator, 
in the $200,000 Jersey Shore 
S takes-G3 for 3-year-olds 
at six furlongs. Custom for 
Carlos also proved to be too 
much on the front end. With 
Eddie Castro up, he destroyed 
three rivals, sprinting home by 
six and one-quarter lengths 
in 1:08.19, not far off Idiot 
Proof’s track record of 1:07.47 
set in the 2007 edition of the 
Jersey Shore. Snapshot, the 
7-10 favorite, finished second 
and Happy Bull was third. 

Eddie Kenneally, who 
trains Custom for Carlos for 
Homewrecker Racing LLC and 
Avalon Farm, said the Breeders’ 
Cup Sphnt-Gl could be in the 
cards. 

The Jersey Shore, Custom 
for Carlos’s first race at Mon¬ 
mouth, was his third win in six 
starts. A son of More Than 
J Ready out of the Meadowlake 
I mare Meadow Oaks, he has 
I earned $196,090. 
i The $150,000 Boiling 
Springs S takes-G3 on June 27 
may have seemed like a dif¬ 
ficult assignment for her mrf 
debut, but Mary’s FoUies aced 
it. With a ground-saving rail 
trip from Stewart Elliott, the 
3-year-old filly held off the 
late-closing Kiawah Cat by a 
half-length. Obsequious fin¬ 
ished third. 
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Christophe Clement and Joe Bravo teamed up for their third stakes win of the meet in the John McSorley Stakes, as 
In Summation (left) gained a close decision over Duffy’s Tavern (on rail). Atticus Kristy, between horses, was third. 


Atomic Rain captured the Long Branch Stakes for owners George and Lori 
Hall, who sold him to Sheikh Mohammed’s Godolphin Stable 11 days later. 


Breaking from the rail, 
Mary’s Follies stayed on the 
inside route as Platinum Girl 
and Sandi’s Ready set the pace 
in the mile and one-sixteenth 
race. Turning for home, Elliott 
deftly angled Mary’s Folhes 
around the tiring Platinum Girl 
and then shifted back to the 
inside, surging to the front for 
the final sixteenth. 

Mary’s Folhes, a daughter of 
More Than Ready—Catch the 
Queen, by Miswaki, has a pedi¬ 
gree that suggested she would 
find the grass amenable. John 
Forbes, who trained Mary’s 
Folhes for James Dinan, BDL 
Stables and Phantom House 
Farm, predicted this before 
the Boihng Springs. Forbes 
and his longtime assistant, Pat 
McBurney, brought her along 
slowly, first running her in 
the six-furlong Just Smashing 
Stakes, where she finished sec¬ 
ond, and then sending her out 
to a dominant victory in an 
allowance race, her first start 
around two turns. 

After the Boihng Springs, 
Mary’s Folhes was purchased 
privately by Paul Pompa Jr. and 
turned over to trainer Richard 
Du trow. 

Following his 16th-place 
finish in the Kentucky Derby, 
George and Lori Hall’s Atomic 
Rain returned to Monmouth 
and recuperated. After eas¬ 
ily winning an aUowance on 
June 6, he returned to the 
stakes ranks on July 11 in the 
$175,000 Long Branch Stakes, 
the traditional Haskell prep. He 
dominated a talented field that 
included Arkansas Derby-G2 
winner Papa Clem to record his 
first stakes win. 

Atomic Rain and Joe Bravo 
reached the three leaders at the 
quarter pole and swept past 
them to kick clear in upper 
stretch. He covered a mile and 
a sixteenth in 1:43.79 and fin¬ 
ished four and three-quarters 
lengths ahead of Despite the 
Odds. Papa Clem, the 6-5 
favorite, stumbled after the 
start, then rushed into conten¬ 
tion down the backstretch. He

could not match Atomic Rain’s 
move around the mrn, and in 
the stretch he could not pass 
Despite the Odds, finishing 
third by a neck. 

‘‘This was the most profes¬ 
sional race I’ve seen him run,” 
winning trainer Kelly Breen 
said of Atomic Rain. 

Breen looked forward to 
running Atomic Rain in the 
Haskell, saying, “He’s real¬ 
ly coming into his own and 
if there’s a time for that, it’s 
now.” 

However, Breen didn’t get 
the chance. Eleven days after 
the Long Branch, Atomic Rain 
was sold to Godolphin Stable. 
Rachel Dore, previously an 
assistant to Godolphin’s Rick 
Mettee in New York, flew 
in from England to oversee 
Atomic Rain’s preparations for 
the HaskeU. 

Atomic Rain is the second 
horse the HaUs have sold to 
Godolphin. Earher this sum¬ 
mer, they sold West Side 
Bernie, their other top 3-year- 
old. Godolphin’s racing man¬ 
ager, Simon Crisford, indicated 
both were purchased for winter 
campaigns in Dubai. 

Breen had trained Atomic 
Rain since the Smart Strike 
colt’s purchase at the 2007 
Keeneland September Yearling 
sale for $170,000. In 10 starts 
for his former connections. 
Atomic Rain earned $248,540. 


Monmouth has two Grade 1 
races on its schedule, but in a 
rare sight, a Grade 1 winner, 
the Christophe Clement-trained 
milhonaire In Summation, 
entered the $60,000 John 
McSorley Stakes on July 12 at 
five and a half furlongs on the 
grass. It was meant to be a prep 
race for the Bing Crosby Handi- 
cap-Gl on the Polytrack at Del 
Mar on August 8, which In 
Summation won in 2007 and 
finished second in last year. 

In Summation won the 
McSorley, but it was not easy. 
Joe Bravo angled him to the 
outside at the top of the lane, 
but he looked hopelessly beat¬ 
en until the final strides. With a 
final surge, he nabbed Duffy’s 
Tavern at the finish to win by a 


nose, with Atticus Kristy anoth¬ 
er nose back in third. The win 
gave Clement and Bravo their 
third stakes victory together of 
the meet. 

In Summation, owned by 
Waterford Stable, had not run 
since the Sunshine MiUions 
Sprint at Santa Anita on January 
24, in which he finished fifth as 
the 2-1 favorite. Among his five 
prior starts, aU in California, 
he had finished second in 
the Bing Crosby, third in the 
Ancient Title-Gl, fourth in the 
Breeders’ Cup Sprint-Gl, and 
added a repeat victory in the El 
Conejo Handicap-G3. ^

D elaware Park in mid-July 
is usually a hot, steamy 
setting for some of the 
best racing in the Mid-Atlantic 
region. This year, cool temper¬ 
atures and gentle breezes pro¬ 
vided a glorious atmosphere 
and the competition was as 
fine as ever for the Festival of 
Racing on July 18 and 19. 

Once again, the highlight 
was the $1 milHon Delaware 
Handicap-G2, which served 
as the culminating event in the 


two-day, six-stakes program 
with purses totaling $1.725 mil¬ 
lion. 

Team Valor International’s 
millionairess Unbridled Belle 
added her accustomed panache 
to the Del ’Cap’s starting line¬ 
up. The daughter of Broken 
Vow won Delaware Park’s sig¬ 
nature event in 2007, and fin¬ 
ished third last year. 

She had posted an 11 -length 
blowout victory in the Obeah 
Stakes at Delaware on June 


22, the traditional prep for the 
Delaware Handicap, after falter¬ 
ing in her only other start this 
season, the Louisville Distaff 
Handicap-G2 at Churchill 
Downs on May 1. 

Now 6, Unbridled BeUe was 
bred to A.P Indy earlier this 
year, and returned to racing 
when she failed to conceive. 

For a while, it appeared as 
though the Del ’Cap might 
showcase one of the most 
exciting performers of modern 


times - Preakness Stakes-Gl 
heroine Rachel Alexandra, who 
was nominated and assigned 
high weight of 123 pounds. 
Ultimately, only seven of the 
18 nominees were entered, 
and Rachel Alexandra was not 
among them, her connections 
opting instead for Belmont 
Park’s Mother Goose Stakes-Gl 
on June 27. 

The smallest Del ’Cap field 
in recent years was headhned 
by Unbridled Belle and multiple 
graded stakes winner Acoma, 
and they shared top weight of 
119 pounds. 

Also entered were former 
claimer Temple Street, com¬ 
ing off a third-place finish in 
the Fleur de Lis Handicap-G2 
at Churchill Downs on June 
13; Morena (Per), second in 
the Obeah in her first North 
American start for trainer 
Michael Matz; Icon Project, 
13y4-length winner of the off- 
the-turf New York Stakes-G3 
in her prior start; and Swift 
Temper, who was second by 
a three-quarters of a length in 
the Fleur de Lis. 

Owner Mark Stanley and 
trainer Dale Romans felt confi¬ 
dent about their chances in the 
Delaware Handicap with Swift 
Temper once they found out 
that Rachel Alexandra would 
not be running. Swift Temper, a 
I 5-year-old daughter of Giant’s 
I Causeway, had never raced at 
I the lO-furlong distance, but 
I her pedigree (out of a Seeking 
the Gold mare) suggested she 
could handle it. 

Jockey Alan Garcia, aboard 
Swift Temper, expected 
Unbridled Belle to go for the 
lead as she had done in the 
Obeah. But a few strides out of 
the gate it was apparent that 
Swift Temper would have no 
competition on the front end. 
Garcia nursed Swift Temper 
along through slow fractions 
of :49.83 for the half mUe and 
1:14.79 for six furlongs, while 
always a length or two ahead of 
her nearest pursuer, Acoma. 
Unbridled Belle and jockey 
Richard Mighore, meanwhile. 
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Robert LaPenta’s Our Edge hinted at even greater things to come with his 
powerfui frontrunning victory in the Barbaro Stakes-G3 for trainer Nick Zito. 


were following in fourth posi¬ 
tion. 

Thanks to the dawdling 
pace, Swift Temper mrned on 
the afterburners around the far 
turn, and she came into the 
stretch full of run. She kicked 
clear to a two-length advan¬ 
tage nearing the eighth pole, 
and while Unbridled Belle had 
finally found her best stride and 
had moved into the runner- 
up spot while three-wide. Icon 
Project rallied to pass her late 
along the inside. The margin 
of victory was two and one- 
quarter lengths and the final 
time was 2:03.41. 

‘d couldn’t figure out what 
Unbridled Belle was going to 
do,” said Romans, who is based 
at Churchill Downs. ^‘When 
they let us out there two lengths 
in front going that slow, I knew 
they were in trouble down the 
backside.” 

Stanley, who owns an auto 
parts manufacturing company 
in Lexington, Ky, said that the 
Del ’Cap was the richest vic¬ 
tory for him since he bought 
into his first horse with several 
of his friends at Saratoga back 
in 1993. His best runner before 
this was millionaire Ecton Park, 
who captured the 1999 Super 
Derby-Gl. 

Stanley purchased Swift 
Temper for $285,000 at the 
2005 Keeneland September 
Yearhng sale, and the $600,000 
she earned for the Del ’Cap 
increased her earnings to 
$1,033,346. 


On the Delaware Handicap 
undercard, a new star may have 
been born by the name of 
Our Edge, from the Nick Zito 
barn. 

A nearly black son of The 
cuff’s Edge, who was also 
trained by Zito, Our Edge 
romped in the $150,000 
Barbaro Stakes-G3, leading 
every step of the way in the 
mile and a sixteenth race for 
3-year-olds. 

Under Garcia, who enjoyed a 
big afternoon. Our Edge broke 
sharply from his nine post in 
the 11 -horse field and angled to 
the rail, then 2 ipped through six 
furlongs in 1:12.68 and the mile 
in 1:37.45, all while increasing 
his lead as the race progressed. 
Favored It Happened Again, 
trained by Larry Jones, stayed 
in close contention early but 
was unable to make up any 
ground late as Our Edge pow¬ 
ered away to a seven-length tally 
in 1:43.70. Denver, from trainer 
Todd Pletcher, was third.

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de Naskra), and was pur¬ 
chased by his owner, Robert 
LaPenta, for $130,000 at the 
2007 Keeneland September 
Yearling sale. The Barbaro was 
his third win from five starts, 
and he's earned $162,500. 

In the $75,000 Light 
Hearted Stakes, Kitty Cat 
Express captured her first 
added-money event and 
pushed her earnings over the 
$100,000 mark when she won 
the seven and a half-furlong 
turf race by a neck in a thrill¬ 
ing finish over JuHa Tuttle 
and Drop a Line in 1:29.82. 
A 4-year-old daughter of Cat 
Thief owned by Clare Silva 
and trained by Butch Silva, 
Kitty Cat Express was dis¬ 
patched at odds of 28-1 in 
the 11-horse field; the favor¬ 
ite, Miss Challenge, finished 
fourth. 

The first day of the Festival 
of Racing, June 18, featured 
three stakes, two of them 
graded, including the $2 50,000 
Delaware Oaks-G2, in which 
a Canadian invader ran away 
with the top prize. 

Donver Stable's Careless 
Jewel, a gray daughter of 
Tapit, ran five talented rivals 
off their feet in the mile and 
a sixteenth test for 3-year- 
old fillies, taking the lead 
soon after the start and never 
relinquishing it, winning by 
seven and a quarter lengths 
in 1:42.96. 

Careless Jewel, sent off at 
10-1, was piloted by Robert

Among those finishing 
behind Careless Jewel were 
favored Bon Jovi Girl, eight- 
length winner of the Susan's 
Girl Stakes at Delaware on 
June 20, and Malibu Prayer, 
who was a distant runner-up 
to Rachel Alexandra in the 
Mother Goose. 

The victory in the Oaks 
was the third from four life¬ 
time starts for Careless Jewel, 
who had maiden and allowance 
wins to her credit at Woodbine, 
her home base. Purchased by 
Donver Stable for $40,000 at 
the 2007 Keeneland September 
Yearling sale, she has earned 
$222,846. 


Two races later, NP Blood¬ 
stock Inc.'s Caprice (Ger) 
proved best after a wild finish in 
the $150,000 Robert G. Dick 
Memorial Handicap-G3, a 
mile and three-eighths turf race 
for fillies and mares. 

Boxed in for nearly a mile 
while racing down inside. 
Caprice was finally able to shp 
through under jockey Jeremy 
Rose and seized the lead from 
Astrologie (Ft) just past the 
eighth pole. She then was under 
heavy pressure to maintain 
that lead as Trensa and Dyna's 
Lassie came flying in the final 
70 yards. The 6-year-old daugh¬ 
ter of Monsun (Ger) posted a 
neck victory over Trensa, with 
Dyna's Lassie third. 

‘‘Jeremy [Rose] won this 
race," said winning trainer 
Graham Motion. “He waited 
for an opening on the rail and 
managed to get her through 
it." 


FOX HILL 
FARM UNVEILS 
ANOTHER 
RISING STAR 
AT DELAWARE 
PARK

C hristina’s World is argu¬ 
ably the most famous 
painting by the late 
Andrew Wyeth. It is also the 
name of a 3-year-old fiUy by 
Unbhdled's Song who broke 
her maiden on June 28 for Fox 
Hill Farm and trainer Larry 
Jones. 

Fox Hill, the stable name 
of Delaware-based owner Rick 
Porter, purchased Christina’s 
World as a yearling for 
$725,000 at the Keeneland 
September sale. Out of graded 


stakes winner Chimichurri, the 
fiUy had made only one previ¬ 
ous start-a second-place fin¬ 
ish in January at Fair Grounds. 
Despite the lengthy layoff, she 
was installed as the heavy 1-5 
favorite in the maiden special 
weight at Delaware Park. And 
after settling off the early pace, 
Christina's World exploded 
down the lane to win in hand 
by six and a quarter lengths 
under Gabriel Saez. 

“She has shown so much 
talent since the beginning, but 


Unraced at 2, Caprice 
raced in Germany as a 3-year- 
old, winning once from two 
starts, and in France as a 
4-year-old, winning one of 
nine. Last year, after com¬ 
ing to the U.S., she was win¬ 
less in six starts, although 
three times stakes-placed. In 
February, she graduated to 
stakes-winning status with 
a victory in the La Zanzara 
Handicap at Santa Anita. 

Caprice's dam, champion 
Catella (Ger), was a Group 
1 winner in Germany and 
third in the 2000 Breeders' 
Cup Filly & Mare Turf-Gl at 
Churchill Downs. 

Co-owner and trainer 
Wilham Bennett has been 
having a fabulous run with 
Acting Zippy, a 4-year-old son 
of City Zip who won three 
consecutive sprint stakes at 
three different Mid-Atlantic 
race tracks earlier this season. 
He added a fourth when he 
bamboozled five foes in the 
$100,000 R.R.M. Carpenter 
Jr. Memorial Stakes at a 
mile and a sixteenth. 

Under a heady ride by 
jockey Justin Shepherd, 
Acting Zippy went to the 
lead, slowed the pace to a 
crawl, and re-broke down the 
lane, notching a three-length 
victory over heavily favored 
Researcher in 1:44.87. 

The $60,000 Acting Zippy 
earned increased his bankroll 
to $422,228.

Phylhs. Phylhs Wyeth is a 
Thoroughbred breeder whose 
Pennsylvania farm skirts the 
Delaware state hne. 

Other horses named by 
Porter with a Wyeth connection 
include Eight Belles, the iU-fat- 
ed Kentucky Derby runner-up, 
and Port Clyde. The latter was 
named for the town in Maine 
where the Wyeths summered 
each year. Eight BeUs was the 
name of the home where the 
Wyeths hved in Port Clyde. 

Thanks to the efforts of 
new racing secretary Pat Pope 
and executive director of racing 
John Mooney, trainers Steve 
Margolis, Neil Howard, 
Brad Cox, Robert O’Connor, 
Wallace Dollase and Helen 
Pitts-Blasi shipped contin¬ 
gents of horses from Kenmcky 
to the Delaware Park back- 
stretch in early July. 

Margolis, who sent 20 horses, 
made an immediate impact, 
winning with five of his first 11 
stable starts, and adding a sec¬ 
ond and three thirds, for a 45 
percent win rate and 81 percent 
in-the-money rate, through July 
25. 

‘‘We thought it was a good 
opportunity to come to a new 
place and Pat [Pope] has a 
good facility and program in 
Delaware,” said Margohs. “We 
are just really hoping it works 
into something good for every¬ 
body. We ve got some 2-year- 
olds, older horses and claimers. 
So, I think we Ve got a nice 
group that should fit in well.” 


Also finding the winner’s 
circle in July was O’Connor, 
who started four horses and 
recorded a win and two sec¬ 
onds. 

“It was just not condu¬ 
cive for us to stay at Churchill 
Downs and ship to Arlington 
Park, Ellis Park and Presque Isle 
during the summer months,” 
said O’Connor, who shipped 
in 15 horses. O’Connor said 
he was approached by Mooney 
while at Tampa Bay Downs 
this past winter and asked to 
consider Delaware Park. 

Howard brought 22 horses 
to Delaware, Cox sent 12, and 
Pitts-Blasi and Dollase sent 10 
each. Cox started Temple Street 
in the $1 milhon Delaware 
Handicap; he had claimed that 
fiUy for $15,000 and sent her 
out to a second-place finish in 
the Grade 1 Humana Distaff at 
Churchill Downs. 

Cox notched a win at 
Delaware on July 26, when he 
saddled K.C. Garrett Farm’s 
Nice Ring to break his maid¬ 
en in a six-furlong race under 
jockey B.J. Hernande 2 jr. 

Martin Cherry’s homebred 
Vis avis kicked up her heels and 
won for fiin in her career debut 
on July 12, taking a five-fiirlong 
juvenile race for fillies by eight 
and a quarter lengths in the 
good time of :59.05. A daugh¬ 
ter of Indian Charhe out of 
Lady Cerise, by Honor Grades, 
Vis avis showed speed from the 
outset but was hounded early 
by another first-time starter. 
The Last Dancer, through the 
first three-sixteenths of a mile. 


Vis avis proved too much for 
that rival, however, and she 
shook loose in upper stretch 
and powered home for the big 
score. 

Sent off as the favorite in 
the field of 10, Visavis earned 
$22,800. She was the second 
winner on the day for Margolis, 
who earlier captured a $40,000 
maiden claiming race with Key 
Play for Richard, Bertram and 
Elaine Klein. Both Visavis 
and Key Play had prepped at 
Margolis’s Churchill base. 

Hopes were high that Darley 
Stable’s Chilukki’s Songwould 
replicate some of the racing 
success of her dam, champion 
Chilukki. Those hopes quick¬ 
ly came to fruition when the 
3-year-old filly popped in her 
first start, winning by six and a 
quarter lengths on July 13. 

Chilukki’s Song was pur¬ 
chased by Darley as part of the 
racing assets of her breeder, 
Stonerside Stables. Trained by 
Mike Stidham, the dark bay 
daughter of Elusive Quahty 
bobbled at the break, but 
quickly recovered to challenge 
for the lead and drew off down 
the lane, covering the six fur¬ 
longs in 1:10.91 under jockey 
Joe Rocco Jr. 

Wild Lime became the fifth 
winner for his freshman sire, 
Limehouse, when he captured 
a five-fiirlong maiden special 
weight on July 14. Trainer Mike 
Trombetta shipped the 2-year- 
old from Fair Hill Training 
Center for his career debut. 
Wild Lime was in front after a 
half in :46.58, then rolled home 


three and a quarter lengths in 
front of his closest rival in 
:59.08. 

Owned by Vinery Stables, 
Wild Lime was purchased 
for $20,000 at the Keeneland 
September Yearling sale. Out 
of the Forest Wildcat mare 
Wild Mistress, Wild Lime was 
bred in Kentucky by Bianca 
Francis Equine. 

Apprentice Faith Schorr 
recorded her first Delaware 
Park victory when she guided 
debut starter Belle Peace home 
in the fifth race on July 19 for 
trainer Louise McLean. Schorr, 
18, moved her tack to Delaware 
in late June. 

A native of West Point, 
Ohio, Schorr began galloping 
horses at Mountaineer Park 
when she was 16, and last win¬ 
ter began riding as an appren¬ 
tice at Laurel Park. She won her 
first race at Tampa Bay Downs 
on April 28, scoring with Jackie 
B Good for trainer Michael 
Thomas, and recorded five 
wins at Presque Isle Downs 
before racing briefly on the 
Ohio circuit. Schorr’s mother, 
Karen Lanious, is a trainer at 
Thistledown. 

Schorr credited her mother 
as the reason why she wanted 
to start a career in the saddle. 

“Everything my mother’s 
done, she did to help our fam¬ 
ily,” she said. “So this is the 
way I’m going to help my fam¬ 
ily. My mother was a pony girl 
at Mountaineer, and then she 
became a trainer. I’ve wanted to 
ride ever since I was htde.” ^

AUen batded all meet, with 
Smith finally edging his rival by 
one win (26 to 25). It was 
Smith’s sixth trainer tide at 
Colonial Downs. Smith pulled 
a stakes double, winning the 
the Virginia Oaks-G2 and Kit¬ 
ten’s Joy on Virginia Derby day. 


the biggest day of the meet. 
Smith also unleashed first-time 
starter Perfect Measure, who 
won her debut by seven lengths 
on July 25. Smith’s horses 
earned more than $500,000 at 
Colonial. Smith and Allen also 
tied for the title in 1998. Kath¬ 
leen O’Connell enjoyed a strong 
session, notching 19 wins. 

Rosemary Homeister Jr. 
won 50 races to dominate the 
jockeys’ standings. The Colonial 
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Downs meet upped her career 
total to 2,138 wins, and made 
her the second-leading female 
jockey in history 

Sheldon Russell began 
the meet as an apprentice and 
finished it as a journeyman, 
notching 36 victories to finish 
second in the standings. 

On his way to being lead¬ 
ing owner, Ross garnered a 
stakes win when Jake Rattle 
N Roll outgunned A Reel 
Buster and Native Playboy to 
win the Punch Line, going five 
furlongs on the turf on July 11. 
Trained by Michael Pino, the 
4-year-old Maryland-bred son 
of Bop rallied from seventh 
under Horacio Karamanos, fin¬ 
ishing in :58.60. 

Ross loves playing the claim¬ 
ing game and earned instant 
results from taking Jake Rattle 
N RoU out of a win at Colonial 
on June 13 for $15,000. Jake 
Rattle N RoU made his first 
start with Lasix that day and 
won by three lengths for trainer 
Carlos Garcia. 

Six days earUer, Ross and 
Pino unveiled an impressive 
first-time starter when Argent 
Affair scored by four lengths 
in a $30,000 maiden claimer. 
Horacio Karamanos guided the 
2-year-old Virginia-bred daugh¬ 
ter of Black Tie Affair (Ire), 
who picked up a cool $17,502 
for Ross. 

Kasey K Racing Stable’s 
Rap Tale won the Brookmeade 
Stakes on July 4, holding off 
DeeUteful Star by a head. Bred 
by Edward P. (Ned) Evans in 
Virginia, Rap Tale picked up her 
seventh career victory. Based 
in New York, trainer Bruce 
Brown shipped the daughter 
of Tale of the Cat to Colonial 
Downs and walked away with 
her first turf victory. 

‘T don’t mind shipping 
when they win, that’s for sure,” 
Brown said, ‘dt was a good 
spot.

Trainer Ken Furlong made 
a rare appearance at Colonial 
when shipping Toccet’s Charm 
for the Jamestown, a Virginia- 
bred stakes for 2-year-olds on 
closing day The Toccet geld¬ 
ing made the trip worth it by 
wiring seven foes. Owned 
by Lynda Furlong and Paul 
Trapani, Toccefs Charm exited 
a win at Delaware. Bred by 
Audley Farm, the winner best¬ 
ed Argent Affair by two and a 
half lengths. Final time for the 
six furlongs was 1:10.81. 

Purchased for $16,000 at the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Eastern 
Fall Yearling sale, TocceFs 
Charm faded in his debut at 
Delaware Park and then earned 
his degree in a $30,000 maiden 
claimer at Delaware on June 
22. Malcolm Franklin guided 
the winner. 

King Leatherbury's Ah Day 
reeled in Celtic Innis in the final 
strides to annex the Chesapeake 
Stakes by three-quarters of a 
length on July 27. Sporty Boy 
finished third, another seven 
and a half lengths back, after 
six furlongs in 1:09.46 over a 
good track. 

Bred, owned and trained by 
Leatherbury, Ah Day increased 
his earnings to $828,474. The 
venerable Maryland-bred 
notched the 13th victory of his 
stellar career. The 6-year-old 
gelded son of Malibu Moon 
won the Tobbogan Handi- 
cap-G3 this past March, with 
Russell aboard. 

Huge ran huge to win 
the Sissy Woolums Memorial 
Stakes on July 25. Trained 
by John Salzman for Hidden 
Point Farm Inc., Huge held off 
Angel IB and PiUow Pal to take 
the restricted stakes by three- 
quarters of a length. Jonathan 
Joyce guided the Virginia-bred 
daughter of Meadowlake who 
finished the five and a half 
furlongs in 1:03.04.

Strike the Tiger improved his 
record to 3-for-3 after break¬ 
ing his maiden for a $30,000 
tag over a sloppy Churchill 
Downs track on April 28. Ward 
shipped a load to Royal Ascot 
and threw Strike the Tiger in 
the mix. He put the heat on 
his British foes early in the 
Windsor Castle Stakes and held 
on for an historic neck victory. 

Ward 
said, ^dtwas an amazing experi¬ 
ence to go to Royal Ascot and 
compete like that and then to 
see the horses continue their 
form, like Strike the Tiger at 
Colonial, makes you feel like it 
didn’t knock them out.”

T WO horses. Two races. 
Four weeks. Same result. 
Same margin. 

Battle of Hastings (GB) 
won the $750,000 Virginia 
Derby-G2 at Colonial Downs 
on July 18 by a head over 
tough-luck rival Straight Story. 
It was an exact repeat of the 
$500,000 Colonial Turf Cup- 
G2 on June 20. 

Those two performances 
gave Mike House’s Battle of 
Hastings a golden opportuni¬ 
ty-making it possible for him 
to become the first horse to 
win the Grand Slam of Grass, 


which offers a $5 milhon 
bonus to a horse who sweeps 
the two Colonial stakes, plus 
the Secretariat Stakes-Gl (at 
Arhngton Park on August 8) 
and Breeders’ Cup Turf-Gl 
(Santa Anita on November 
7). The first three races are 
restricted to 3-year-olds. 

In the Virginia Derby, 
Battle of Hastings collected 
his fourth stakes win since 
being purchased by House at 
TattersaUs Horses in Training 
Sale last fall for 95,000 guin¬ 
eas. Bred in England by 
Myriad Communications and 


New England Stud, Battle of 
Hastings picked up his sixth 
victory from 11 starts and 
increased his lifetime earnings 
to $906,592. 

Trained in California by Jeff 
Mulhns, Battle of Hastings 
made two coast-to-coast round 
trips and created a spectrum 
of emotions for the winning 
owner-relief and excitement 
all wrapped into one. 

‘A little of both,” House 
said from the winner’s circle 
after the mile and a quarter 
Virginia Derby, ‘d thought he 
had a good shot, but when you 


Mulhns flew Batde of 
Hastings back to train at 
Hollywood Park after the 
Colonial Turf Cup. With three 
sharp drills, including two bul¬ 
lets over the turf course, he was 
weU-primed.

(GB) failed to threaten in his 
American debut, the Generous 
Stakes at Hollywood Park last 
November, finishing seventh 
in his only bad race in the 
U.S. After that, he rebounded 
to win the Baldwin Stakes-G3 
and La Puente Stakes, both 
at Santa Anita, before finish¬ 
ing second in the American 
Turf-G3 at Churchill Downs 
in May Battle of Hastings has 
earned $872,717 this year. 

‘‘His last two races in Europe 
were very impressive; in one he 
beat a field of 16 horses on 
very soft turf. I had heard of 
him but thafs when I got real 
interested in him,” House said. 
“His first race off the plane, 
ids hard on a horse. He didn’t 
know what he was doing.

$150,000 Virginia Oaks-G3, 
the race immediately preceding 
the Virginia Derby. 

Trained by Hamilton 
Smith and ridden by Kent 
Desormeaux, Blind Date cir¬ 
cled five-wide before reeling 
in Sagamore Farm’s Shared 
Account to win by a head. 
Katara finished third, after a 
mile and an eighth in 1:49.59 
over soft turf. 

Maryland-bred Blind Date 
won two of her first three 
starts, both on the dirt, last sea¬ 
son at 2. Smith switched her to 
the mrf when she returned this 
spring. She immediately picked 
up a state-bred restricted stakes 
at Pimlico in April, and came 
back to win the Hilltop at 
Pimhco in May. Her only out- 
of-the-money performance 
has been the Boiling Springs 
Stakes-G3 at Monmouth in 
late June, her start prior to the 
Virginia Oaks. 


Blind Date represents the 
fourth generation of her family 
to make her mark for Backer. 

“Years and years ago, I went 
to one of the Fasig-Tipton 
sales, in a school auditorium 
in Kentucky,” Backer said. “I 
bought a filly by *Sir Ribot, 
Queen Ribot. In her last race, 
she finally won a stake. She 
foaled Princess Roberta, who 
won a stakes, then along came 
Snit.” 

Backer races almost every¬ 
thing he breeds from his 
Smitten Farm near Middleburg, 
Va. Traditionally, he has foaled 
many of his mares in Maryland. 
Snit, herself a Maryland-bred, 
earned $454,547 and counted 
the Grade 2 Cotillion Handicap 
among her eight stakes wins 
and placings. She has now pro¬ 
duced three stakes performers. 

“I read in the newspaper 
that the Aga Khan called [the 
late Fasig-Tipton president] 
Humphrey Finney and told him 
to send the three fastest mares 
in the country and Eblouissante 
was one of them,” Backer said. 
“She goes back four genera¬ 
tions on this filly’s page. 

“Then the Aga Khan decid¬ 
ed he didn’t want American 
speed and sent her back. 
Queen Ribot was her first or 


second foal. You never know 
with these things.” 

Once a giant in the adver¬ 
tising world (he was the man 
behind many well-known 
phrases, including the Coca- 
Cola slogan “It’s the Real 
Thing”) Backer rehshes the 
challenge of breeding and rais¬ 
ing Thoroughbreds. 

“I’d much rather be on the 
farm with the yearlings,” he 
said, “but it’s nice to be here on 
a day like this.” 

Smith and Desormeaux 
teamed up to win the Kitten’s 
Joy Stakes earher on the card. 

Rockaby Bay, owned and 
bred by Mrs. Arturo Peralta- 
Ramos, led every step of the 
way to score by four lengths 
over Smith’s Izzy Speaking. 
Baltimore Bob finished third 
after a mile and a sixteenth in 
1:44.11. 

Rockaby Bay came out of 
a winning effort at Colonial 
on June 27. The Kentucky- 
bred son of Sahm improved 
his career mark to 8-for-27. 

The stakes double highhght- 
ed a stellar meet for Smith, who 
struck at a 25 percent clip at the 
meet, and narrowly defeated 
Ferris Allen for top honors. 

/Sean Clang 
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teamed up to win a turf maiden 
special weight over a do 2 en 
others on June 27. Shadow 
Lane, a Maryland-bred daugh¬ 
ter of Stroll bred by Granville, 
closed steadily to wear down 
Diamonds Or Gold, complet¬ 
ing a mile in 1:38.89 over the 
good turf. 

The 3-year-old filly made 
her debut sprinting over 
the Pimhco turf and clearly 
improved in her second start. 

Simon Hobson rarely 
gets offspring by the Hkes of 
Forestry. Hobson unveiled 
an impressive first-time start¬ 
er by that sire when Noble 
Grey drew off to win by eight 
lengths on June 22. A home¬ 
bred 2-year-old fiUy for Audley 
Farm, Nobel Grey crushed 
nine rivals in the five and a 
half-furlong maiden over the 
firm turf. 

‘Audley has been great to 
me,’’ Hobson said.

of $83,130. They are worth their 
weight in gold! 







Carribean Sunset (Ire) 
pushed her career bankroll to 
$741,379 with a narrow vic¬ 
tory in the $200,000 Dr. James 
Penny Memorial Handicap on 
the turf on July 6. 

Shipped to Philadelphia Park 
from her Belmont Park home 
base by trainer Christophe 
Clement, the 4-year-old Dane- 
hill Dancer filly got the deci¬ 
sion by three-quarters of a 
length over two other Belmont 
shippers, I Lost My Choo and 
Scolara. She covered the mile 
and a sixteenth on a firm course 
in 1:44.59. 

Carribean Sunset was rid¬ 
den by Ramon Dominguez 
for owners Don and Joan 
Cimpl, Jon and Sarah Kelly 
and Helen Alexander. Bred by 
Barronstown Smd, she was 
classic-placed in Ireland before 
arriving in the U.S. in late 2008. 
She was sold at the Keeneland 
November sale, with Kelly 
signing the $1.25 million ticket 
to make the purchase. 

The only Grade 1 winner in 
the field of seven assembled for 
the $200,000 Donald LeVine 
Memorial Handicap on June 
27, Vinery Stables and Fox Hill 
Farm’s Kodiak Kowboy ran 
true to his 1 -5 odds as he rolled 
home an easy winner under 
jockey Gabriel Saez. 

Trained by Larry Jones, 
Kodiak Kowboy won the 
seven-furlong event by four 
lengths in the very fast time of 
1:21.38 after launching a pow¬ 
erful move on the far mrn that 
carried him past his rivals in 
midstretch. Churchill Downs- 
based Cassoulet was second, 
while local hope Cherokee 
Country was third. 

‘‘When he ran on by, he 
went by with some authority,” 
said Jones. “He was carrying 
a lot more weight than some 
of those horses, and you don’t 
want to check. You want a 
clean trip, even if you have to 
run a little farther.” Carrying 
top weight of 124 pounds, 
Kodiak Kowboy gave as much 
as 12 pounds to his rivals.

The 4-year-old son of Posse 
won the Grade 1 Carter Handi¬ 
cap over Fabulous Strike in 
April. 

Dee Curry has been enjoy¬ 
ing her best year as a trainer, 
with 19 wins from 93 starts (20 
percent) through July 26. One 
of the highhghts of Curry’s 
season occurred on July 18, 
when Neeyo, whom she cam¬ 
paigns under the stable name 
Ghost Pines, ran away with the 
$75,000 Peppy Addy Stakes for 
Pennsylvania-bred 3-year-olds. 

Curry gave the 17-hand 
chestnut only one start at 2, 
allowing him time to grow into 
his big frame. The extra time 
has worked to his advantage, as 
he began his sophomore year 
with a rousing maiden-breaker 
less than three weeks before the 
Peppy Addy score. 

In the Peppy Addy, Neeyo 
displayed the speed and nimble¬ 
ness of a more demure horse, 
flying out of the gate under Jose 
Flores and going right to the 
lead. He dueled with a pesky St 
John’s Gospel throughout the 
first half mde, then shook free 
and kicked away as they came 
to the head of the stretch. With 
Flores urging him only mildly, 
Neeyo hugged the rail and gal¬ 
loped under the wire nearly five 
lengths in front of favored Gus 
Who, from the Mark Shuman 
barn. St John’s Gospel held on 
for third. 

The time for the seven fur¬ 
longs was 1:22.57 on a fast 
track. Neeyo’s lifetime mark 
stands at three starts, two wins 
and a second, with earnings of 
$78,880. 

Curry purchased Neeyo, a 
son of Harry the Hat, private¬ 
ly as a yearling from breeder 
Marie Morrison, who owns a 
small farm in Coatesville. Pa. 

“He was already named 
Hibernia Dream,” said Curry. 
“But I asked one of my owners, 
Jeff Bowen, to think of another 
name for him, something that 
related to Harry the Hat. So he 
came up with Neeyo, after the 
singer Ne-Yo, who is famous 
for wearing different kinds of

hats on stage. I said, ‘Jeff, you 
are so lucky with your horses, 
Fm going to name him that’ 
Obviously some of Jeff’s luck

As a yearhng, Neeyo went to 
Dean Keller in South Carolina 
for his breaking and early train¬ 
ing After he finished second in 
his debut at 2, Curry sent him 
back to Keller, and he spent the 
winter swimming and jogging. 

He returned to Curry’s barn 
at Philadelphia Park earlier this 
spring and broke his maiden 
impressively, so much so that 
he was installed the second 
choice in the Peppy Addy. 

“I hked him more and more 
going into the race, he was just 
training super,” said Curry. 

Curry describes Neeyo as a 
“gentle giant.” 

“He’s a sweetheart,” she 
said. “He’s got a lot of talent, 
and things come very easily to 
him.” 

Also on July 18, Elite Racing 
Company’s Sky Haven, a 
3-year-old daughter of Sky 
Mesa, took the |75,000 Caught 
in the Rain Stakes for Penn¬ 
sylvania-bred filhes by four 
and a half lengths over Puddy 
de Luca, with Ms Mia third. 
Trained by Steve Asmussen, 
Sky Haven was ridden by John 
Vela 2 que 2 , and was timed in 
1:22.36 for the seven furlongs. 

Out of the Woodman mare 
Shouldn’t We All, Sky Haven 
has never been worse than 
third in seven career starts, 
with three wins, including the 


Presque Isle Debutante Stakes 
at 2, and three seconds, all in 
stakes, to her credit. She has 
earned $182,390. 

Augustin Stable’s home¬ 
bred Auction Watch capmred 
the $75,000 Alphabet Soup 
Handicap for state-breds, 3 
years old and up, at a mile and 
a sixteenth on mrf for the sec¬ 
ond consecutive year on July 
25, winning a thrilling cavalry 
charge to the finish under jock¬ 
ey Kendrick Carmouche. 

Trained by Sanna Hendriks 
for George Strawbridge Jr. 
(Augustin Stable), Auction 
Watch poked his nose in front 
at the wire to win in 1:45.66 
on a good turf course over El 
Churruca and Always for Love, 
who was a neck back in third. 

By Belong to Me out of 
Tarika, by Co 22 ene, Auction 
Watch is a lightly raced 6-year- 
old gelding with only 16 starts 
to his credit. He has earned 
$232,795. 

Two Tone Farms’s El 
Rocco gave an impressive per¬ 


formance in his career debut on 
July 7, smashing the 15-year-old 
track record for four and a half 
furlongs. The 2-year-old son of 
Vicar came home a half-length 
in front of Westover Wildcat in 
:50.95. According to informa¬ 
tion pubhshed by Philadelphia 
Park, the previous track record 
of :51.48 was set by Distinctive 
Hat on May 2, 1994. 

Bred in Pennsylvania by 
Liberation Farm, El Rocco set 
fractions of :22.13 and :44.96 
while dueling for the lead with 
Hawk Three O Eight. Heading 
into the stretch, Westover 
Wildcat joined the fray and actu¬ 
ally poked his head in front, but 
El Rocco determinedly fought 
back to post the record-setting 
victory. 

The colt is trained by Bruce 
Levine and was ridden by Eddie 
Castro. He was sold at the Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic December 
Mixed sale as a weanling for 
$3,500, and was a $35,000 buy¬ 
back at the Ocala Breeders’ 
Sales Company’s April 2-year- 


olds in training sale. He’s now 
earned $33,600. 

Blue Sailor added to his 
impressive hfetime record when 
he captured a five-furlong allow¬ 
ance on a good turf course on 
July 13, his 12th victory from 
32 starts. A 5-year-old gelded 
son of Northern Afleet, Blue 
Sailor scored by four lengths, 
defeating three accomplished 
rivals-stakes winners True to 
Tradition, Cherokee Country 
and Banjo Picker. Jockey Harry 
Vega never used his whip as 
Blue Sailor bree 2 ed home in 
:55.72, a tick off the course 
record. 

Trained by Howard 
Wolfendale, Blue Sailor has 
now earned $278,486. 

Nine days after his older 
sister Miss Blue Tye Dye tri¬ 
umphed in the Ligamre Stakes 
at Penn National, Blue Light 
Special visited the winner’s 
circle on July 20—and rewarded 
his backers with $100.20 for a 
two-doUar win ticket. In his 
previous start, the 3-year-old 
son of Tekken (Ire)—^Blue 
Moon Ninety, by Allen’s 
Prospect, had finished ninth 
against similar company, beaten 
by more than 20 lengths. But in 
this seven-furlong race he took 
the lead from the start and 
never rehnquished it, earning a 
$19,320 payday for owner Why 
Knot T.R.S. and trainer Lou 
Linder Jr. 

Tony Black, the aU-time 
leading rider at Philadelphia 
Park, won his first race in more 
than a year when he booted 
home West Point Thorough¬ 
breds’s talented Wincat in an 
allowance race at six furlongs 
on July 20. 

Black put the 4-year-old 
Pennsylvania-bred son of Hold 
That Tiger right on the lead 
and turned back aU challenges, 
despite setting fierce fractions 
of :21.88, :44.33 and :56.38. 
The gelding posted a half- 
length win in 1:08.91 over 
Disco T, with favored The Last 
Wave third. * 
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All Giving, an ultra-consistent performer from the final crop of Allen’s 
Prospect, won the Day Lilly Stakes for her second stakes win of 2009.

PENN NATIONAL 
REWARDS 
LOYAL 
HORSEMEN

O n July 11 and 18, Penn 
National hosted nights of 
racing that were unprec¬ 
edented in the track's 37-year 
history, with purses totaling 
$850,000. 

Proposed by the Pennsyl¬ 
vania Horsemen's Benevolent 
and Protective Association, the 
largesse was designed to reward 
local trainers who supported 
the track during the lean years 
before slots revenue began 
increasing purses and attracting 
horses and trainers from across 
the country 

Races on both nights gave 
preference to horses with the 
most starts at Penn National in 
the past year. 

Locals scooped up a major 
share of the prize money—on 
the first night (in which the 
overnight races were carded for 
colts/geldings), eight of the 
10 winners had made their last 
start at Penn National; the fig¬ 
ure was seven out of 10 for 
fillies and mares on the second 
night. 

On July 11, the HBPA 
pitched a tent on the track 
apron and held a picnic for its 
membership. Some 400 people 
turned out for the party, despite 
heavy rain just as the festivities 
got underway. 

All sources handle on the 
cards was a hefty $1,053,073 
and $1,143,497, respectively. 

Highlighting action on July 
11 was the $75,000 Ligature 
Stakes for Pennsylvania-bred 
fillies and mares. 

According to the adage, the 
closest route to a talented race 
horse is to ‘‘breed the best to 


the best and hope for the best." 
But it was a matter of luck 
for Shirley Lojeski, who bred 
Ligature Stakes winner Miss 
Blue Tye Dye. 

The product of a staUion 
who stands for $1,500 out of 
a mare who has no black type 
stretching back five generations. 
Miss Blue Tye Dye is a shining 
star on her family tree. 

The 5-year-old mare's sire, 
Tekken (Ire), holds court at 
Lojeski's farm in Emmaus, Pa. 

As a 2-year-old, Miss Blue 
Tye Dye (out of the winning 
Allen's Prospect mare Blue 
Moon Ninety) was entered in 
a claiming race for a tag of 
$25,000 at Philadelphia Park, 
and trainer Robert E. (Butch) 
Reid Jr. dropped the slip for 
her on behalf of owner Roll 


Z Dice Stable. It turned out 
to be the best $25,000 they 
ever spent, for since the claim 
she has won five stakes and 
amassed $460,538 of her total 
$471,878. 

In the Ligature, which was 
originally scheduled for the mrf 
but switched to the main oval. 
Miss Blue Tye Dye had little 
trouble handling her five oppo¬ 
nents. Under jockey Frankie 
Pennington, she took command 
early and came home nearly 12 
lengths in front of the Steve 
Kiesaris-trained Coastal Solace, 
with Syd N Carly's Rose third. 
The time was 1:45.30 over a 
good track. 

Reid said her good speed, 
plus the fact that she is a 
Pennsylvania-bred, led him to 
claim Miss Blue Tye Dye. 


But the mare's stakes vic¬ 
tories haven't been limited to 
state-bred company-last year 
she captured the unrestricted 
$75,000 Sleigh Ride Stakes at 
Philadelphia Park. 

“She can do it all—run short 
and long, handle dirt, turf and 
synthetic," said Reid, who is 
based at Philadelphia Park. 
“She's very sound, and a happy 
horse." 

Concepts Unlimited Stable 
and Catherine J. Smith's AU 
Giving captured her second 
stakes of the year in taking the 
$60,000 Day Lilly Stakes on 
July 17. 

Ridden by Jonathan Joyce 
for trainer Flint Stites, the 
Maryland-bred won the six-fur¬ 
long race by two lengths over 
Cammy's Choice and Reata's 
Quick Punch, covering the dis¬ 
tance in a quick 1:09.95 on a 
fast track. 

From the final crop of long¬ 
time leading Mid-Atlantic sire 
Allen's Prospect, the 5-year- 
old All Giving was winless in 
s three starts as a 2-year-old, but 
I quickly turned into a model of 
I consistency. 

Q At 3, she won five of nine 
“ starts, and at 4 won four of 
14 starts, three of them stakes 
races. This season, she has 
won three of seven starts, and 
overall her record stands at 33 
starts, 12 wins, six seconds and 
four thirds, and earnings of 
$433,085. 

“She's been a joy since I 
first got her," said Stites. “I 
had a mare. Sister Sue, who 
was the fastest mare I've had 
going five furlongs on the dirt. 
But in terms of longevity and 
durability, and in terms of mak¬ 
ing money, this mare has been 
my very best. When we first 
got her she had problems in 
the gate. She needed to learn 
to relax. Jonathan [Joyce] has 
become familiar with her. He's 
done a great job teaching her." 

All Giving was sold by 
her breeder, Morris Balser's 
Baywood LLC, as a yearling 
for $19,000 at the 2005 Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall 
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yearling sale at Timonium. 
She was purchased by her cur¬ 
rent owners for $75,000 at the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic sale of 
2-year-olds in training the fol¬ 
lowing May 

Pughsi Racing LLC’s Casa¬ 
nova Killer, a 4-year-old daugh¬ 
ter of Storm Boot, blazed six 
furlongs in 1:09.75 in winning 
an allowance race on June 25 
under jockey David Cohen. 

The Steve Klesaris trainee 
stalked the pace from the inside 
through the first half mile, then 
took the lead in midstretch and 
drew off handily to win by five 
lengths. 

Last year, Casanova KiUer 
was second in the $100,000 
Miss Preakness Stakes at Pim- 
hco. From 16 starts, she has 
won four times and earned 
$155,020. 

Mason Dixon Stable’s Car- 
dashi set all the fractions and 
zipped to a two and one-quar¬ 


ter-length victory in a five-fur- 
long allowance race on July 15 
under jockey David Cora. The 
time on the firm turf course 
was a swift :55.38. The course 
record is :54.61, set by Bop in 
2002. 

A 7-year-old son of 
Kiridashi, Cardashi was bred in 
Ontario by Audre Cappuccitti; 
he is trained by Tim Kreiser. 

Trainer Andrew Simoff hit 
pay dirt the night of July 22 
when Dana’s Beau, whom he 
also owns, won an allowance 
at five furlongs on the turf at 
odds of 13-1. 

A 4-year-old daughter of 
Beau Genius, Dana’s Beau was 
ninth early, then raUied strongly 
up the rail and ran down leader 
and even-money choice Casey’s 
Dreamin’, who had opened up 
a four-length lead in the stretch. 
Dana’s Beau flashed under the 
wire a length better than that 
rival. The time was :56.42. 


Simoff, who has horses at 
Delaware Park as well as a few 
on his small farm near West 
Grove, Pa., also owns Simoff 
Horse Transportation. 

Surprise Value, a 2-year-old 
daughter of Value Plus, broke 
her maiden by four lengths the 
night of July 24, dueling for the 
lead with The Last Dancer while 
in the two-path before shaking 
clear in midstretch and drawing 
off as jockey William Otero 
pleased. The Pennsylvania- 
bred filly, making her first start, 
was timed in :59.84 for the five 
furlongs. 

Owned by Three Diamonds 
Farm andJoeBesecker, Surprise 
Value went through the auction 
ring three times. As a wean- 
hng, she was sold for $55,000 
at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
December Mixed sale; as a 
yearling, she brought $75,000 
at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Eastern Fall Yearhng sale; and 


as a 2-year-old, she was sold for 
$12,000 at the Ocala Breeders’ 
Sales Company’s March sale. 

Out of the Stalwart mare 
Timbia, Surprise Value was 
bred by Chain Bridge Stable 
and is trained by Jeremiah C. 
Englehart. She earned $24,480 
for the effort. 

Stephanie Beattie contin¬ 
ued to lead the trainers’ stand¬ 
ings at Penn National through 
racing of July 26, holding a 
19-race advantage over Murray 
Rojas and Tim Kreiser, who 
were tied for the second slot. 
Beattie had a record of 61 wins 
from 269 starts, with more than 
$900,000 in earnings. 

In the jockeys’ standings, 
William Otero held a com¬ 
manding 17-race lead over run¬ 
ner-up Thomas Chfton, with 
David Cora third. Otero won 
96 of 498 starts, with $1.4 mil- 
hon in earnings. ^ 


CHARLES TOWN 
PAYS TRIBUTE 
TO BASKETBALL 
STAR 

JEFF NATIONS 


F or one night in July, racing 
fans had a different sport 
on their minds as they 
watched the action at Charles 
Town. 

The fifth race on the July 
30 racing card, the Howard 
“Bucky” McDonald Memor¬ 
ial, was an opportunity to 
remember one of the Eastern 
Panhandle’s finest basketball 
players and a pretty fair horse¬ 
man in his day. 

McDonald, who died in 
1999 at age 66, was a stand¬ 
out high school player at Mar- 


tinsburg, W.Va.’s St. Joseph’s 
before going on to a success¬ 
ful collegiate career at George 
Washington (1956 to ’59), 
where the 6’2” guard regularly 
battled the hkes of West Vir¬ 
ginia University standout Jerry 
West. 

A sixth-round selection by 
the New York Knicks in the 
1959 NBA draft, McDonald 
had several productive profes¬ 
sional seasons before an injury 
cut short his playing career. 

The memorial, the second 
race honoring McDonald, was 
the idea of Charles Town gen¬ 
eral manager Dickie Moore. A 
longtime friend, Moore, also a 
St. Joseph’s alum, first came into 
contact with McDonald when 
he began working at the track 
in 1962. McDonald was already 
employed at Charles Town 
and neighboring Shenandoah 
Downs in the mutuels depart¬ 
ment, a job he held for several 
decades. 

Also a longtime nightclub 
owner, first with the Chiave 


Club and later the Colony Club, 
Bucky McDonald fielded a fair 
share of winners at Charles 
Town, employing trainer Floyd 
Snyder and later the recently 
retired Gerald (Barney) Bast. 

Among the notable McDon¬ 
ald horses was multiple stakes 
winner Rough Powder. 

Trainer Tim Grams and 
jockey Larry Reynolds con¬ 
tinue to build on their joint 
success at Charles Town. 

A talented crop of fil- 
hes under Grams’s mtelage 
posted another stellar month 
in July, headlined by 3-year- 
old Southern Accents. The 
Kentucky-bred daughter of 
Birdstone romped to a five- 
length maiden special weight 
win on June 27. 

Owned by Douglas Arnold, 
Southern Accents covered 
the seven furlongs in 1:27.59. 
Nineteen days later, she did it 
again, winning a seven-furlong 
allowance by three lengths in 
1:27.82. 


Reynolds was in the saddle 
for both races, and had a hand 
in several other winners for 
Grams. On June 27, Reynolds 
guided Arty’skentuckygirl to 
a four and a quarter-length win 
in a four and a half-furlong 
allowance race in :52.41. Owned 
by E.H. (Beau) Lane III, the 
4-year-old Arty’skentuckygirl 
(by Golden Missile) is the sec¬ 
ond foal out of multiple stakes 
winner Arty’svirginiagirl, a 
daughter of West Virginia sire 
My Boy Adam. 

Grams and Reynolds 
teamed up to win two more 
allowance races in July, and fil- 
hes played a leading role once 
more. In an allowance race on 
July 17, Reynolds guided James 
Carter’s Beware of the Bop to 
a four and three-quarter-length 
victory at six and a half fur¬ 
longs. One race later, Reynolds 
was aboard Cleil W Albrite Jr.’s 
state-bred 3-year-old fiUy Run 
Louis Run for a three-length 
victory going seven furlongs. 
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It wasn’t all good news 
for Grams, who had to set¬ 
tle for second in the $35,000 
Shenandoah Starter Series 
handicap for 3-year-olds and 
up on July 4. 

Michael Gill’s 4-year-old 
chestnut colt Summer of 
Summers, a Florida-bred, 
proved to be the class of the 
six-horse field that included the 
Grams runner-up, Jenkin Jones, 
and 2008 West Virginia “Onion 
Juice” Breeders Classic winner 
Punk Robinson, who finished 
fifth. Anthony Adamo trains 
Summer of Summers, a son of 
Proudest Romeo. 

Trainer Gary Capuano’s 
success with apprentice jockeys 
continued in July, as he teamed 
with up-and-comer Luis Batista 
for a pair of maiden special 
weight wins. On July 11, 
Batista rode Stronach Stables’s 
Tsunami Sammy to a three 
and three-quarter-length win in 
a seven-furlong maiden special 
weight. Eight days later, Batista 
was aboard Capuano’s Non 
Stop Stables state-bred 4-year- 
old colt El Numero Uno for 
a four and a half-length win in 
allowance company. 

Batista, who also rode Alpha 
Ghost, a maiden special weight 
winner for owner John Stuart 
and trainer Jeff Runco on July 
25, racked up an impressive 
$273,190 in 104 starts during 
the month. 

Robert L. Cole Jr.’s Dis- 
tortedamusement, trained 
by Scott Lake and ridden by 
top Charles Town jockey J.D. 
Acosta, posted an impressive 
nine and a quarter-length vic¬ 
tory in an allowance on July 1. 
The 4-year-old Kentucky-bred 
Distorted Humor colt was a 
$180,000 Keeneland September 
sales yearhng. In the eight- 
horse field at Charles Town, 
Distortedamusement posted a 
winning time of 1:19.02 in the 
six and a half-furlong test over 
a sloppy track. After leading 
by three and a half lengths at a 
quarter mile, he pulled away for 
the dominating victory. 
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Jockey Luis Perez, also 
riding a number of impres¬ 
sive winners in the heat of 
summer, guided Ken Lowe 
Jr.’s Devonspaintedlady to a 
nine-length win in a six and 
a half-furlong maiden special 
weight for state-bred fillies and 
mares on July 11. Trained by 
Skoobie Schneider, 4-year-old 
Devonspaintedlady sold for 
$6,000 at the 2006 Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic Fall Yearling sale. 
The daughter of West Virginia 
stallion Devon Deputy earned 
$16,800 with the win. 

Three-year-old Kentucky- 
bred J T Rocker showed off 
a dazzling closing kick under 
jockey Brandon Whitacre in a 
maiden special weight on July 
19. Leading by a head at the 
three-quarter-mile mark, the 


Anthony Pyhotis-owned bay 
gelding had a two-length lead 
heading into the stretch and 
poured it on to win by 11 
lengths. 

Charles Town and Horse 
RacingTV settled on a new 
agreement that will allow the 
track’s races to be shown live 
on the network at least through 
the end of 2009. 

HRTV, which began broad¬ 
casting races from Charles 
Town on March 18, became the 
first outlet to provide daily in- 
home television coverage from 
the track. 

Included as part of the 
agreement is live coverage of 
the West Virginia Breeders 
Classics XXIII on October 17. 

“We’re excited about con¬ 
tinuing the partnership with 


HRTV,” said Charles Town’s 
racing administrator Erich 
Zimny. “We’ve gotten a lot 
of positive feedback on the 
coverage of the Charles Town 
Classic and Sprint Festival. We 
think the exposure generated 
by this fuU-card coverage of 
the West Virginia Breeders 
Classics could make a huge 
impact on the event and the 
people involved.” 

Charles Town’s latest effort 
to increase field size proved 
short-hved. Announced early 
in June, the plan aimed to 
attract larger fields by offer¬ 
ing increased purses for certain 
races with entries numbering 
seven or more, including starter 
allowances, optional claiming 
allowances and open claiming 
races with a claiming price of 


$16,000 or $12,500. The track 
discontinued the incentive plan 
by July. 

“We thought it was some¬ 
thing that would help,” Zimny 
said. “We talked it over with the 
local HBPA and decided to go 
in a different direction with this 
condition book.” 

The competition from 
neighboring tracks is always a 
challenge for Charles Town, as 
more racing cards spread thin 
the available runners. 

“It’s more of a struggle,” 
Zimny said. “In the summer 
there’s so much competition 
from the other tracks. We’re 
always looking for ways to 
improve.” ^ 



EXPERIENCE

KEY ON 
SYNTHETIC 
SURFACE AT 
PRESQUE ISLE 
DOWNS

A field of seven older run¬ 
ners hned up for the 
$100,000 Leeward Stakes 
on July 26, all but one hav¬ 
ing won or recently trained 
on a synthetic surface. Frisky 
Thunder was the only starter 
with zero experience, and he 
went off as the longest price on 
the board at nearly 20-1. 

A multiple stakes winner 
on the turf. Frisky Thunder 
proved he could handle the 


Tapeta track just fine as he 
dug in under Erick Rodriguez 
and got up late to take the 
Leeward in a blanket finish 
with Cherokee Artist, Xela and 
Crimson Comic, paying $41.80 
for the win. Grade 1 winner 
Dominican, the 1.60-1 favor¬ 
ite, finished fifth in the one- 
mile contest, about two lengths 
behind the winner. The final 
time was 1:37.73. 

Frisky Thunder, a Virginia 
homebred for Ursula Widmer’s 
Braeburn Farm, is based at 


Laurel Park with Tim Keefe, 
who took over the 5-year-old 
gelding’s conditioning following 
the death of longtime Maryland 
trainer Jimmy Murphy. 

Frisky Thunder was the 
last stakes winner trained by 
Murphy, gaining consecutive 
wins in the John D. Marsh and 
Daniel Van Chef at Colonial 
Downs in the summer of 2008. 
He was also the final horse to 
start in Murphy’s name when 
he finished second in the 2009 
running of the Daniel Van 


Chef on June 13, the day that 
Murphy died. 

The Leeward was the sec¬ 
ond start for Frisky Thunder 
from the Keefe barn, following 
a fourth-place finish in the Da 
Hoss Stakes at Colonial Downs 
on June 27. With the victory, 
the son of Thunder Rumble 
boosted his hfetime mark to 
I seven wins from 21 starts, for 
I earnings of $252,838. 

I Eight evenly matched fil- 
S hes and mares went postward 
for the $100,000 Windward 
Stakes on July 25, and at the 
finish about three lengths sepa¬ 
rated the first six across the 
hne. Getting through late to 
win by a neck was the 5-year- 
old Montbrook mare Exotic 
Bloom, a Keeneland shipper 
for trainer Fred Seitz, who co¬ 
owns her with Harvey Clarke. 

The fourth choice at 5.80-1 
and getting the services of last 
year’s Presque Isle leading rider 
Dale Beckner, Exotic Bloom 
bided her time behind a modest 
pace set by 16-1 longs hot 
Rolhcking Affair, who was 
seeking her third Presque Isle 
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win in her last four starts in her 
stakes debut. 

A Virginia-bred daughter of 
Black Tie Affair (Ire), Rollicking 
Affair proved game in defeat as 
she held off all but Exotic 
Bloom to finish second. The 
exacta paid $155.60 and the 
trifecta, with Valley Loot, 
rewarded backers with 
$1,148.40. Exotic Bloom com¬ 
pleted the mile in 1:37.35, .38 
of a second faster than male 
runners ran the distance in the 
Leeward Stakes. 

The Windward was the 
first stakes victory for Exotic 
Bloom, who has made most of 
her career over synthetic sur¬ 
faces, primarily at Woodbine. 
She is 2-for-3 at Presque Isle. In 
15 lifetime starts, the Florida- 
bred has five wins for earnings 
of $202,205. 

Leading trainer Jamie Ness 
took all the stalls he could get for 
his first run at a title at Presque 
Isle. One of the country’s win- 
ningest trainers (through July 
28 he ranked seventh in the 
nation with 127 wins from 441 
starts), the 34-year-old con¬ 
ditioner has been the leading 
trainer at Tampa Bay Downs 
three times, and set a new 
Thistledown record for con¬ 
secutive wins, with nine, on his 
way to taking the 2009 spring 
title at the Ohio track. But it 
was a slow start in Erie, where 
Ness has based his operation 
for the first time this summer 
(the Minnesota resident also 
has divisions at Canterbury and 
Thistledown). 

In the first seven weeks of 
the meet, Ness won nine races 
from 59 starts. Then came a 
reversal of formne, as he sent 
out five winners from nine 
starters during the week of 
June 24. The wins continued 
to come steadily in July, and 
heading into the end of the 
month, Ness was locked in a 
tight battle with Joe Martin for 
leading trainer. Ness’s 25 wins 
led Martin by one. 

Among the more impres¬ 
sive starters from the Ness 
barn was the 5-year-old geld¬

ing Max Ahead. A son of 
Max’s Pal claimed by Ness at 
Tampa Bay in February for 
$16,000 on behalf of Midwest 
Thoroughbreds, Max Ahead 
started four times at Presque 
Isle from mid-May to early 
July. Second in his Presque Isle 
debut, beaten three-quarters of 
a length while in for a $25,000 
tag. Max Ahead quickly shot 
up the ladder, winning three 
straight, including a six-fur¬ 
long, non-winners of two- 
other-than allowance on July 5 
by two lengths in a solid time 
of 1:09.55. That win pushed 
his earnings to $121,400, more 
than half earned since the 
claim, and prompted Ness to 
send the gelding to Canterbury 
Park for the Claiming Crown 
Rapid Transit Stakes, where he 
finished a troubled fifth. 

Another Ness runner to 
visit the winner’s circle was 
Repenting, who topped a 
Ness exacta when defeating Sir 
Rabbit in allowance company 
going a mile and 70 yards on 
July 16. The 4-year-old gelded 
son of Repent found previ¬ 
ous success at Presque Isle by 
taking the Tail Ship Stakes on 
opening day in 2008. Seven 
winless starts followed, but he 
appeared to be rounding back 
into form when finishing sec¬ 
ond twice leading up to the 
allowance score. 

Merrill Scherer, Presque 
Isle’s leading trainer of 2008, 
was well off the pace in 2009, 


winning just four of 48 races 
in the first two months of the 
current meet. Scherer found his 
niche beginning on July 8, win¬ 
ning the opener on four of the 
next eight cards, three of them 
maiden special weights. 

The first came with Maple 
Lane Farm LLC’s 3-year-old 
Pennsylvania-bred fiUy Ariana 
D. The daughter of Rock Slide 
rallied in the five and a half¬ 
furlong maiden special to win 
by three-quarters of a length 
at 16-1. 

Two days later, another 
3-year-old Pennsylvania-bred 
fiUy, Colby Fields LLC’s home¬ 
bred Mo Cuisle (by Sahm), 
turned in a similar effort going 
one mile, winning by two 
lengths as the 1.20-1 favorite in 
the field of six. 

On the July 12 card, Scherer 
sent out his own 2-year-old 
fiUy Two Joys (by Kitten’s Joy) 
to a frontrunning score in her 
debut. Racing for a $40,000 tag, 
the chesmut Pennsylvania-bred 
was the 4-5 favorite in the five- 
furlong test. 

Scherer also took the 2-year- 
old maiden special weight card¬ 
ed on July 17, with the Centaur 
Farms Inc.-bred and owned 
Yes It’s Valid. The Yes It’s 
True fiUy was much the best as 
she drew off to a five-length 
score while defeating nine oth¬ 
ers going five furlongs. 

Scherer scored a hat trick 
on July 17 when also winning 
the fourth and fifth races, and 


added a victory on July 19 to 
move to fifth on the trainers’ 
standings through July 19 with 
12 wins. 

WPC Stable’s Night Stand 
turned in a stellar performance 
on July 8 as he zipped 1:02.81 
in winning a five and a half- 
furlong allowance. The time 
was the second-fas test of the 
meet at the distance, following 
Street Magician’s 1:02.24 track 
record set on June 7. 

The 6-year-old son of 
Diamond trained by Jose 
Gallegos holds the existing six- 
furlong track record of 1:07.88, 
set on September 28, closing 
day of the 2008 meet. The tal¬ 
ented sprinter sports a record 
of 35-9-11-5, and earnings of 
$388,139. The only thing lack¬ 
ing on his record is a stakes 
win. The Pennsylvania-bred 
has come close on numerous 
occasions-five times he’s fin¬ 
ished second, most recently 
to Whistle Pig in the Presi- 
dentialaffair Handicap in June. 

Extra Sexy Psychic, a 
Pennsylvania-bred champion 
at 2 and 3, made her 4-year- 
old debut on June 28. Trainer 
Mike Trombetta had her more 
than ready for her return as she 
drove to a one-length victory in 
the six-furlong allowance. 

A Freud filly bred and 
owned by Toni Kirwan and 
Ed Hipps, Extra Sexy Psychic 
recorded her seventh win in 13 
starts, and increased her bank¬ 
roll to $301,600. She’s won 
three of four starts at Presque 
Isle, including the 2008 running 
of the Cozy Lace Stakes. 

Janis Maiden’s homebred J’s 
Sundance Halo, winner of the 
Leeward Stakes in August 2008, 
got his first win since that score 
on July 18, but dropped to the 
$25,000 claiming level to do it. 
The task proved more diffi¬ 
cult when stakes horse Tejanos 
Eliminator also entered. 

J’s Sundance Halo had to 
fight for the entire one-mile 
trip as he dueled for the lead 
from the start. Shaking loose 
from his early competition, the 
Gerald Bennett-trained 5-year- 
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old chestnut gelding then had 
to battle Tejanos Eliminator, 
who wrested the lead away 
in the stretch. The win came 
down to the last stride, with J's 
Sundance Halo surging to get 
his nose in front. 

Another runner seeking his 
first victory since winning a 


2008 Presque Isle stakes was 
4-year-old Terriffico, who 
broke through with an allow¬ 
ance score on July 11. 

Bred and owned by Michael 
Jester and now trained by 
Michael Pappada, Terriffico 
struggled in his first two out¬ 
ings of 2009 before shipping 


to Presque Isle, where he has 
proved extremely consistent. In 
nine starts over the synthetic 
surface, he has four wins, two 
seconds and two thirds. The 
son of Mr. Greeley captured 
last year’s running of the Dusty 
Screen Stakes in September. 

The track made news on the 
breeding front when two fresh¬ 
man sires had their first win¬ 
ners at the oval in early July. 

Horse of the year Saint 
Liam, who only sired one crop 
prior to his death in August 
2006, was represented by the 

2- year-old fiUy Draw a Blank, 
the gritty winner of a five-fur- 
long maiden special weight on 
July 1. The margin of victory 
was a neck as she defeated nine 
others and rewarded her back¬ 
ers with $34.60 for the win. 

Bred in Pennsylvania by 
Daniel Ryan, Draw a Blank-a 
half-sister to stakes winner 
Parole Board-was purchased 
at the Keeneland September 
Yearling sale for $25,000 by 
trainer Tim Hamm, and cam¬ 
paigns for Blazing Meadows 
Farm, Larry Lehman Stable 
and Jim Messanger. 

The beautifully bred graded 
stakes winner Grand Reward (a 
son of Storm Cat and Hall of 
Fame member Serena’s Song) 
got his first winner with Angus 
Kahn’s dayhght score in maid¬ 
en special weight company on 
July 2. 

The chestnut colt owned and 
bred by Jerry Little in Kentucky 
and trained by Eric Reed led 
the entire five-furlong trip and 
drew off to win by four and 
three-quarters lengths. He went 
off as the 1.40-1 choice in the 
field of nine. 

Jonathan Sheppard con¬ 
tinued to rank as the leading 
trainer by win percentage (with 
25 or more starts) at 36 percent. 
Adding to his 14-win total were 
the Augustin Stable full siblings 
Sobee and A. R Ridge. 

A maiden special weight 
winner at the track in June, 

3- year-old A. P. Ridge added an 
allowance score on July 3 in a 
close contest after a horren¬ 
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dous thp. He got up to win the 
one-mile race by a neck under 
current leading rider Harry 
Vega. 

The week before the year- 
older Sobee broke her maiden, 
also at a mile, by three-quarters 
of a length over Mo Cuisle. 
Mario Pino guided the dark bay 
filly who had last started on 
January 9 at Gulfstream Park. 

The two are offspring of 
A.P Indy and graded winner 
Seebe (by Danzig), a half-sister 
to champion and leading sire 
Selkirk. 

Rock Hard Candy got her 
fourth win from five starts on 
July 19 to remain the winning- 
est horse of the meet (through 
late July). The 5-year-old daugh¬ 
ter of Richter Scale swept to a 
five and a half-length starter 
allowance victory at six and a 
half furlongs. This is the mare’s 
first season in Pennsylvania, 
but the Jevon Crumley trainee 
who campaigns in the name of 
Crumley Racing Stable had 
previous synthetic experience, 
having raced numerous times 
at Arlington Park and Turfway 
Park. Her synthetic record is an 
enviable 8-6-1 from 17 starts. 
In 16 other starts, her record is 
1 - 1 - 2 . 

In three of Rock Hard 
Candy’s five Presque Isle out¬ 
ings she was risked for tags 
from $10,000 to $15,000. Her 
other starter allowance score, 
on June 21, was also by a day¬ 
hght margin. The mare’s only 
loss came on July 11 at the 
hands of the Ness-trained 
Tactical Warning, who caught 
her in the final stride to win by 
a head. Weldon T. Cloninger Jr. 
has been aboard for three of 
the wins; Maho Pino has guid¬ 
ed her once. ^

Second Chances for 
horses and humans

A s an inmate serving the 
final months of a 25-year 
sentence at the Central 
Maryland Correctional Facility 
John Adams is looking for a 
second chance. And a new 
program implemented by the 
Thoroughbred Retirement 
Foundation (TRF) could give 
him just that. 

In conjunction with the 
Maryland Department of 
Public Safety and Correctional 
Services, the TRF has launched 
one of its trademark pre-release 
vocational training programs in 
SykesviUe, Md. 

Appropriately, the facihty is 
named Second Chances Farm. 

Located on 80 acres of state 
land that previously was part 
of Springfield Hospital Center, 
and once used for cattle, the 
property was completely refur¬ 
bished with a $30,000 grant 
from the TRF. 

The work was performed 
entirely by inmates under the 
direction of a correctional offi¬ 
cer. The barn and silo were 
primed and repainted, new 
fencing was erected, and four 
spacious box stalls were built 
in the barn. Work began in 
May 2008, and the program’s 
dedication took place this year 
on May 14. 

Conni J. Swenson, the pro¬ 
gram coordinator, explained 
that Maryland’s Secretary of 
Public Safety and Correctional 


Services, Gary Maynard, was 
famihar with the TRF program, 
as he had implemented it in 
Iowa and several other states. 

Maynard contacted Diana 
Pikulski, executive director of 
the TRF, about starting a pro¬ 
gram in Maryland. 

‘We already knew that this 
site was here and that it would 
be perfect,” said Swenson, “so 
it was his desire to start a pro¬ 
gram. And this program does 
not cost the state of Maryland 
any money. Everything that we 
do, we do based on donations. 
We grow the program as the 
donations come in.” 

TRF pays for veterinary 
care, as well as hay and straw, 
and other basic items. 

The inmates “would be 
working anyway,” said Swenson. 
“They would be working on a 
detail somewhere. So they’re 
getting paid to come here to 
learn rehabilitative skills and 
to take care of these rescued 
horses.” 

Program participants are 
chosen based on their behavior 
and the offense for which they 
are incarcerated. Their records 
must be free of violent crimes, 
and crimes against women, 
children or animals. 

Selected inmates participate 
in a six-month Groom Ehte 
certification course developed 
by Reid McLellan, Ph.D, and 


used at various race tracks 
throughout the country. 

McLellan is scheduled to 
visit Second Chances bimonth¬ 
ly to provide individuah 2 ed 
instruction. 

Three horses currentiy 
are in residence at Second 
Chances, all of them provided 
by Anne Lear of Winchester, 
Va., who fosters rescue cases 
for the TRF. 

They are 4-year-old Seeking 
Revenge (called Stevie); Greek 
Ruler (Greek), 6; and Quite 
Rightly (Quinn), 11. 

Stevie, a Maryland-bred 
son of Seeking Dayhght, 
won three of his nine starts 
before an injured knee led to 
his retirement. West Virginia- 
bred Greek, a winner at 3, was 
hterally pulled off of a van 
bound for a slaughter auction 
when Diana Pikulski learned of 
his intended fate. And Quinn, 
bred in Kentucky and found 
in the family of Sky Mesa and 
Bernstein, is a stakes-placed 
Miswaki gelding who made 45 
starts and earned $149,770. 

“The TRF’s goal is not to 
reschool the horses, but to pro¬ 
vide a retirement for them,” 
Swenson elaborated. “It is not 
a riding course, but a rescue 
program for the horses and 
a rehabihtation plan for the 
inmates. A horse that really 
cannot possibly have a second 
career can have one in this 


program. Our basic responsi¬ 
bility is to care for the horse, 
and once we acquire the horses 
they are saved from slaughter. 
And they are used as learning 
tools for the inmates, so it’s a 
win-win situation.” 

On a typical day, the pro¬ 
gram participants arrive at 7 
a.m. and feed the horses. Then 
they hand-gra 2 e the horses and 
walk them through the pas¬ 
tures for two to three hours. 
Horses are brought into stalls 
only for course instruction and 
their daily grooming routines. 
After that they are returned to 
the pastures. 

“We’re trying to get these 
horses used to being handled, 
because they’ve actually been 
mrned out in a pasmre for 
three years,” Swenson said. 
“They are going to become an 
integral tool in the gentlemen 
learning how to groom and 
handle a horse, so we have to 
make sure the horses get used 
to being handled again, and by 
several different people.” 

As was expected, Swenson 
quickly noticed that the each of 
the men was forming a bond 
with a particular horse. For 
Adams, it was Stevie. 

“I just have a love of ani¬ 
mals; I’m really an animal 
fanatic,” Adams said. “I take 
him out to the pastures for 
walks, and I’m at peace with 
myself He’s at peace out there. 
If I could have done this 10 
years ago-if they had had this 
program then—I would have 
done it.” 

The TRF does supply a 
local adoption specialist who 
win work to place as many of 
the horses as possible. While 
admitting that it could be tough 
to see some of the horses leave 
the farm, Swenson comforts 
herself and the participants 
with the knowledge that they 
win be able to help even more 
horses by constantly rotating 
their herd. 

“That is the saving grace,” 
she added. “But if they cannot 
be adopted out, of course we’ll 
take care of them for the rest 
of their fives.”

The goal is to eventually 
have 40 to 60 horses on the 
property with a maximum of 
15 inmates enrolled in the pro¬ 
gram for each six-month certi¬ 
fication session. 

Swenson noted the high 
success rate the TRF has expe¬ 
rienced with placing inmates in 
jobs within the equine industry 
after they have received their 
certificates. 

‘‘They can go to farms, 
training facihties, therapeutic 
facilities. This is a precursor for 
any veterinary assistant work 
that they might be interested in 
pursuing,” Swenson said. 

When a farrier donated her 
services to the program and 
came out to trim each of the 
horses, Adams decided that 
farriery was a trade he wanted 
to learn more about. 

“I talk to my sister once a 
week,” he said. “She knows Fm 
in this program, and she asked 
me if there is anything she can 
look up for me. So I told her to 
pull up some stuff about farri¬ 
ers. The girl who was here was 
really good, and she gave us a 
lot of information about it.” 

Donnie Joe Goodman 
was the very first individual 
accepted into the program in 
Maryland. As such, he also 
helped with the redevelopment 
of the property. A native of 
Reisterstown, Md., he is the 
only current program partici¬ 
pant who has prior experience 
with horses. 

“My parents had horses 
when I was htde,” he said. 
“They owned a few race horses 
that ran at Charles Town.” 

Added Goodman: “They 
are amazing animals and I 
enjoy being around them. I 
first heard about the program 
about six months ago and was 
anxious for this to get started. I 
had another job within the sys¬ 
tem, and then they sent out the 
flyer about this and I applied. 
I did a lot of the work on this 
place, and there was a lot of 
work here. But you see a lot of 
nature out here, and Fm happy 
to be out here every day.” 


While most of the trainees 
spend six to eight hours Mon¬ 
day through Friday at the farm, 
Goodman enjoys the privilege 
of a seven-day detail. 

“I get to come out on week¬ 
ends, too,” he said. “I get here 
and I don’t want to leave.” Upon 
completion of his sentence and 
his certificate, Goodman hopes 
to earn his living with horses. 

“Maybe I can work with 
horses instead of doing con¬ 
struction work my whole life,” 
he reflected. “It might be a nice 


change. Fm excited. And when 
I do graduate, I want to come 
back here and bring my kids 
over so they can see this place, 
these horses and what all of 
this has done for me.” 

Founded in 1982 by Moni¬ 
que Koehler, the Thoroughbred 
Retirement Foundation created 
its flagship program two years 
later at Wall kill Correctional 
Facility in WaUldll, N.Y. Still 
going strong, the TRF program 
at WaUkill proved that inmates 
could find an avenue to turn 


their lives around by becoming 
involved in the daily care of 
horses. 

Today, the TRF sponsors 
10 retirement facilities, seven 
of which are hnked to cor¬ 
rectional programs. The cor¬ 
rectional center concept is also 
currendy in practice within 
the Mid-Atiantic region at 
the James River Work Center 
in Crozier, Va., and Wateree 
River Correctional Facility in 
Rembert, S.C. For more infor¬

GOLD WINNER 
FOR MEDALLIST 



T he aptly named Gold Win¬ 
ner notched his first vic¬ 
tory on July 19 at North¬ 
lands Park to become the first 
winner for Northview PA’s 
freshman sire Medallist. 

Gold Winner drew off to a 
two and a quarter-length score 
in the five and a half-furlong 
maiden special weight. It was 
the second career start for 
the 2-year-old dark bay geld¬ 
ing owned by Doug Blair and 
trained by Joan Petrowski. Bred 
in Kentucky by Joseph Murphy 
Gold Winner is out of the 
Affirmed mare Noble Pursuit. 

Grade 2 winner Medallist 
has 59 current 2-year-olds. The 
8-year-old son of classic win¬ 
ner Touch Gold was unraced 
at 2, but proved among the 
best of his generation at 3, 
winning such prestigious races 
as the Grade 2 Dwyer Stakes 
and Grade 3 Withers Stakes. In 
the former, he completed the 
mde and a sixteenth at Belmont 
Parkin 1:40.02, three-fifths off 
the track record, while defeat¬ 
ing The cuff’s Edge by near¬ 
ly four lengths; he captured 


Aqueduct’s Withers Stakes at 
one mile by more than three 
lengths over the likes of Forest 
Danger and Saratoga County. 
Medallist also won that sea¬ 
son’s Kenny Noe Jr. Handicap 
at Calder Race Course by four 
lengths in 1:22.62 for seven 
furlongs.

T he debut of Nothing's 
Perfect was a model of 
perfection as she got away 
quickly, posted every frac¬ 
tion, and romped home by six 
lengths in a five-furlong maid¬ 
en race at Calder Race Course 
to become the first winner for 
her sire, the talented sprinter 
Don Six. 

A member of Don Six's 
first crop, 2-year-old Nothing's 
Perfect campaigns for her 
breeder, Olympia Stables. 
Trained by Wesley Ward, the 
Florida-bred filly out of the 
Captain Bodgit mare JiU Rabbit 
went off as the even-money 
favorite in the field of 12. 

Don Six, who retired to stud 
in Florida in 2006, is the sire 


of 22 foals in his first crop. 
The graded stakes winner, now 
9, moved to Greenfields Farm 
in Colts Neck, N.J., for the 
2008 season, and he currently 
stands at that farm for $2,500 
hve foal. 

Owned by Frank and Patricia 
Generazio, Don Six was bred 
in Florida in Patricia Gener- 
azio's name, and campaigned 
for the couple over three sea¬ 
sons. From 29 lifetime starts, 
the dark bay son of Grade 1 
winner Wild Escapade won 10 
times, six stakes, and hit the 
board 11 additional times, add¬ 
ing seven stakes placings, six 
in graded company. He earned 
$612,123. 


During his career, Don Six 
recorded 13 triple-digit Beyer 
speed figures. His most impor¬ 
tant victory was in Aqueduct's 
Grade 3 Gravesend Handicap 
at six furlongs, in which he 
defeated the hkes of Gators N 
Bears and Papua while stop¬ 
ping the clock in 1:08.97. 

Don Six earned a 117 Beyer 
figure when defeating Gators 
N Bears by nearly three lengths 
in the Paumonok Handicap at 
Aqueduct, getting six furlongs 
in 1:08.86. 

His career was also marked 
with a sensational performance 
in the Grade 1 Carter Handicap, 
in which he finished third to 
Forest Danger and Medallist 
after blazing through fractions 
of :21.59, :43.30 and 1:07.48 
and giving way late. The final 
time of 1:20.46 for the seven 
furlongs was .42 seconds off 
the track record. 

Other top-class efforts,

BLACK TIE AFFAIR (IRE) 
PENSIONED 



B lack Tie Affair (Ire), the 
only Eclipse Award¬ 
winning Horse of the 
Year to stand at stud in the 
Mid-Atlantic region, has been 
retired from breeding duties. 
The 23-year-old stallion was on 
the roster at Randy Funk- 
househs O’Sullivan Farms in 
Charles Town since 2005. He 
win now live as a pensioner at 
Old Friends retirement farm in 
Georgetown, Ky. 

The solidly built gray Black 
Tie Affair had a career with an 
international flair. Born in 
Ireland, he was the product of 
a mating between French 
Group 1 winner Miswaki (a son 
of Mr. Prospector) out of 
stakes winner Hat Tab Girl, 
who produced Italian Group 1 
winner Great Palm among her 
three other stakes horses. 

Black Tie Affair never start¬ 
ed in his native country, having 
made his way to the U.S. when 
he was sold at Keeneland as a 
yearling. Based early in his 
career at Philadelphia Park and 
Garden State with trainer 
Walter Reese for owner Hudson 
River Farm, he won or placed 
in six of eight starts at 2, his 
victories including Philadelphia 
Park’s Malus Stakes. His con¬ 
nections sold him privately 
early in his 3-year-old season to 
Jeff Sullivan and he was shipped 


to the Midwest to trainer Ernie 
Poulos. 

Black Tie Affair won his 
first start for his new connec¬ 
tions, the Bold Favorite Handi¬ 
cap at Sportsman’s Park in late 
April. He became a graded 
stakes winner near the end of 
his 16-start sophomore cam¬ 
paign when capturing Arling¬ 
ton Park’s Sheridan Stakes-G3 
in September. 

The next year. Black Tie 
Affair won or placed in nine of 
11 starts, adding victories in 
three stakes, at distances from 
seven furlongs to a mile and a 
quarter—the Hawthorne Gold 
Cup Handicap-G2, Common¬ 
wealth Breeders’ Cup Stakes-G3 
and Equipoise Mile Handi- 
cap-G3. 

His best season by far was 
his final year of competition, 
when at age 5 he won seven of 
10 starts, topped by the $3 mil¬ 
lion Breeders’ Cup Classic-Gl 
in which he defeated such run¬ 
ners as Unbridled, Strike the 
Gold, Summer Squall and Fly 
So Free. He also captured 
Monmouth’s Grade 1 Philip H. 
Iselin Handicap and five addi¬ 
tional graded stakes on his way 
to being named Horse of the 
Year of 1991. Black Tie Affair 
earned more than $2,4 million 
that year to boost his career 
total to $3,370,694. 


He entered stud in Kentucky 
in 1992 and was just beginning 
to rise up the sire ranks when 
sold to Japan following the 
1997 breeding season. 

The sire of the hkes of 
Grade 1 -winning milhonaire 
Formal Gold, Black Tie Affair 
was returned to the U.S, for the 
2004 season when purchased 
by a syndicate headed by Vir¬ 
ginian Donna Hayes. Under the 
management of The Stallion 
Company, Black Tie Affair took 
up residence at Blue Ridge 
Farm in UpperviUe, Va., where 
he stood for one season before 
moving to O’Sullivan Farms. 
Flis return proved extremely 
popular, as the gray covered 93 
mares his first year back in the 
states, and 84 mares in his first 
season in West Virginia. 

Black Tie Affair has sired 35 
stakes winners to date, includ¬ 
ing additional milhonaire s 


Evening Attire, winner of the 
Jockey Club Gold Cup-Gl and 
an earner of $2,977,129; Wash¬ 
ington Color, a Japanese earner 
of $3,096,246; and License Fee 
($1,200,416). His 2009 stakes 
horses include Japanese runner 
Fujino Wave, who has hfetime 
earnings of $2,261,229; 4-year- 
old filly Rolhcking Affair; 
3-year-old gelding Grey Knight; 
and 2-year-old filly Argent 
Affair. With 15 crops of racing 
age. Black Tie Affair’s runners 
have earned more than $56 mil- 
hon (an average of $82,284 per 
starter). He has 12 percent 
stakes horses per starters. 

Although still fertile. Black 
Tie Affair was retired due to 
comphcations from arthritis, 
which made it difficult for him 
to cover mares. In his final sea¬ 
son, standing for $5,000, he 
was bred to approximately 35 
mares.

EVANS-BRED 
GRADE 1 WINNER 
HAS THE RIGHT MOVES 



E dward P. Evans’s home¬ 
bred filly Cat Moves, one 
of 63 foals born in 2006 
at Evans’s Spring Hill Farm 
in Casanova, Va., became the 
latest runner from that crop 
to notch a stakes win this year. 
And she did it in style. 

Half of the 1.10-1 favored 
entry sent out for the Grade 1 
Prioress Stakes at Belmont Park 
on July 4, Cat Moves caught her 
stablemate, stakes winner Light 
Green, in midstretch and edged 


clear to a three-quarter-length 
score. The Tony Dutrow train¬ 
ee’s final time was 1:08.65 for 
the six furlongs, one second 
off the track record. 

It was only the third start, 
and first stakes appearance, for 
the undefeated Cat Moves, a 
daughter of Tale of the Cat 
who descends from one of 
Evans’s long-estabhshed fami- 
hes. 

A fourth-generation home¬ 
bred, Cat Moves is out of the 


unraced Capote mare Dance 
Move, also the dam of Cat 
Moves’s year-older half-sister, 
2008 stakes winner Dance Hall 
Days, as weU as graded s takes- 
placed Forty Moves. Cat 
Moves’s second dam. Dance 
Teacher (by Smarten), is a 
Grade 1 winner of $327,800 
who produced four stakes 
horses, including multiple 
stakes winner Intentional Fever. 
Now a pensioner at Spring HiU, 
Dance Teacher is a half-sister 
to miUionaire Gold Mover. 

Cat Moves launched her 
career on April 26 at Aqueduct, 
winning a six-furlong maiden 
special weight on the front end 
by eight and a quarter lengths. 
Just over five weeks later, she 
reappeared at Delaware Park 
and again scored by daylight, 
winning an allowance by four 
and three-quarters lengths over 
a sloppy track. 

In the Prioress, she lunged 
in the air at the start, moved up 
to mid-pack in the field of nine 
as Light Green battled Heart 
Ashley on the lead through 
daunting fractions of :2L56 
and :44.01, then was swung 
wide by jockey Ramon Domin- 
gue 2 as she made her winning 
move. 

‘‘She’s getting better and it’s 
ama 2 ing-it’s only her third 
start,” said Domingue 2 . “She’s 
extremely professional.” 

Dutrow also commented on 
the filly’s demeanor in the win¬ 
ner’s circle, as the filly struck a 


pose when getting her photo 
taken: “This filly is so relaxed- 
after she won her first race, she 
acted hke she had done this a 
hundred times.” 

Dance Move, now 15, is 
currently not in foal. Her most 
recent offspring, stiU owned by 
Evans, is a 2-year-old filly by 
Hennessy named More Hen- 
nessy, currently in training in 
Aiken, S.C., with Ron Stevens 
at Legacy Stable. 

Cat Moves is the third grad¬ 
ed stakes winner this year from 
the 2006 Spring Hill Farm crop. 
She joins Evans-campaigned 
Quality Road, winner of the 
Florida Derby-Gl and Fountain 
of Youth Stakes-G2 and the 
favorite for the Kentucky 
Derby-Gl in the week leading 
up to the classic, and Charitable 
Man, the Peter Pan Stakes-G2 
winner sold as a yearling for 
$200,000 to Mr. and Mrs. 
William Warren who went off 
as one of the favorites in the 
Belmont Stakes-Gl. 

Two other Evans-bred and 
owned 3-year-olds, the fillies 
Malibu Prayer and Casanova 
Move, have yet to win a stakes 
but each is multiple graded 
stakes-placed this year, with 
Grade 1 placings in the Mother 
Goose Stakes (Malibu Prayer 
was second) and Acorn Stakes 
(Casanova Move finished third). 
Casanova Move is out of Casa¬ 
nova Junction, a half-sister to 
Dance Teacher.

B Touch of Class, an 11-year- 
old mare with a modest pedi¬ 
gree and no race record to 
speak of, made headlines at 
Santa Anita as she carried vet¬ 
eran show rider Joe Fargis to 
Olympic gold. 

The product of a gift mare 
too rank for the track and a 
free stallion who later stood for 
$500,Touchof Class (registered 
Jockey Club name Stillaspill) 
was bred by Jennifer Rowland 
Small of Monkton, Md. The 
daughter of Yankee Lad out 
of Kluwall, by Cornwall, never 
won on the flat and had last 
raced at Charles Town for a 
$1,500 tag. She was later con¬ 
sidered too high-strung to race 
over jumps. 

The barely 16-hand mare 
was then schooled as a jumper 
for the show ring, and one 
of her early trainers, Sylvia 
Hechter, noted: ‘‘She was a tiny 
animal but strongly made with 
a beautiful head. With her great 
big stride, she was just the brav¬ 
est horse Tve known.” 

Touch of Class and Fargis 
took individual gold and U.S. 
team gold for show jumping 
competing over courses set up 
on Santa Anita’s homestretch. 
Her accomplishment prompt¬ 
ed one comment: “Well, she 
finally got to Santa Anita.” 

B Another bargain-basement 
find making headlines was 
the 2-year-old gelding Doubly 


Clear. Campaigned by 26-year- 
old Pennsylvanian Judy Buj- 
nicki, the nearly 17-hand 
Doubly Clear captured two 
stakes before taking the 
$200,000 Saphng Stakes-G2 
at Monmouth Park. With four 
wins and two seconds from 
seven starts throughlate August, 
he had earned $211,195. 

Bujnicki purchased Doubly 
Clear for $1,500 out of the 
Maryland October Yearhng 
sale, with the idea that “he’d 
make a good working hunter 
if he didn’t make a race horse.” 
He was based at Penn National 
with trainer Steve Rowan. 

Doubly Clear was the first 
stakes winner for 16-year- 
old Two a Day, who stood 
in Maryland and Pennsylvania 
before being sold to New 
Mexico. 

Named Maryland-hred cham¬ 
pion 2-year-old of 1984, Doubly 
Clear made 40 starts over five sea¬ 
sons, won jive stakes and earned 
$344,229. 

B “The yearling market seems 
headed for disaster,” wrote 
Maryland Horse editor Snow¬ 
den Carter, as in just one year 
since reaching a record high, 
Maryland’s select yearling sale 
at Laurel plummeted 39 per¬ 
cent in average. Excluding 
Keeneland and Saratoga, num¬ 
bers were disastrous around the 
country. A New York-bred sale 
at Saratoga had a buy-back rate 
of 52 percent. 

Said one major Laurel con¬ 
signor: “This collapse is going 
to shake out a lot of breed¬ 
ers. Unless a man has a big 
bankroll, he won’t be able to 
survive.” 

Carter philosophi 2 ed: “Top 
prospects are still setting 
records but not enough people 
want to buy middle-class year- 
hngs so that they can lose more 
money in claiming races when 
those yearlings come of age. 

“The problem? Purse struc- 
mre. 

“How to achieve more purse 
money? Fans in the stands. 

“As always, the bottom hne 
is the popularity of horse rac¬ 
ing with the pubhc.”

Maryland Horse 



B Pictured on the cover was 
GaUorette, one of the greatest 
race mares in history, who died 
of blood poisoning in August 
1959 at the age of 17. 

The daughter of Glade 
Valley Farm stallion *Challen- 
ger II, bred by Preston Burch 
and foaled at the WalkersviUe, 
Md., farm, retired after five 
seasons as the greatest money¬ 
winning mare of aU time. The 
vast majority of her $445,535 
bankroll was earned while com¬ 
peting against the best male 


runners in the country, includ¬ 
ing Stymie, Assault, Pavot and 
Lucky Draw. 

Although unable to repro¬ 
duce her great abihty as a 
broodmare, she was the dam 
of Mile. Lorette, winner of the 
1954 running of the GaUorette 
Stakes at Pimlico. 

B Matthias L. Daiger, associ¬ 
ated with the Maryland Jockey 
Club (MJC) and the Timonium 
Fair for more than 50 years, 
died at age 87. 

Known as “Mr. Timonium,” 
the one-time president of the 
fair was also instrumental in the 
1898 revival of the MJC. 

B The annual Fair HiU race 
meet would be held on two 
Saturdays in September, as 
announced by William duPont 
Jr., over whose estate the pro¬ 
grams were run. Pari-mumel 
betting was offered on the 
six-race cards, with proceeds 
from the races to benefit Union 
Hospital in Elkton, Md. 

Race committee members 
read hke a who’s who of the 
racing world and included 
Stuart S. JanneyJr., Sidney Wat¬ 
ters Jr., Morris H. Dixon and 
Marion duPont Scott.

Bred in Pennsylvania by 
E.H. Beau Lane 111 and sired 
by West Virginia stallion My 
Boy Adam, It’s Only Money 
was based at a private facihty 
across the street from Charles 
Town.

:44/5, It’s Only Money estab- 
hshed a new track record of

B Longtime New Jersey-based 
trainer Danny Perlsweig, who 


saddledmore than 50 stakes win¬ 
ners during his career, including 
Echpse Award-winning 2-year- 
old Lord Avie, was awarded the 
Dogwood Dominion Award, 
bestowed upon an “unsung 
hero” of the Thoroughbred 
industry. Perlsweig was hon¬ 
ored for his creation of “Back- 
stretch Appreciation Days” 
at Monmouth Park and Gulf- 
stream Park. 

B Northview Stallion Station’s 
freshman sire Not For Love got 
his first winner with Saratoga 
Rapture’s nose victory on July

with a colt and filly, each by 
former Maryland stallion 
Malibu Moon (the only two 
yearlings by the stallion in 
the show). Only once before 
in the show's history has the 
same owner received both tro¬ 
phies-Fendall Clagett accom¬ 
plished the feat in 1972. And 
it had been 58 years since Dis¬ 
covery became the first, and 
only other, stallion to have the 
top two ribbon winners. 

Chace has made many trips 
to Timonium as one of the na¬ 
tion's top bloodstock agents. A 
master at making a quick de¬ 
termination of horseflesh-he 
routinely examines large num¬ 
bers of horses in a day-Chace 
judged 78 youngsters in six 
classes on a pleasant, cloudy 
summer afternoon. A chal¬ 
lenge for Chace was the condi¬ 
tion that the judge is not made 
aware of the pedigree of any 
of the yearlings until after 
judging. 


The champion was the 
winner of Class III, for Mary- 
land-bred colts by out-of-state 
sires. One of seven yearlings 
brought to the show by the 
Haydens, all bred by the cou¬ 
ple solely or in partnership, 
the Malibu Moon colt was a 
standout, according to Chace. 
"He is a nice individual who 
had all the right angles and a 
great disposition," noted the 
horseman. 

Bred in the name of Dark 
Hollow Farm, the colt foaled 
in April 2008 is the fourth off¬ 
spring of Kinlin. A daughter 
of Unbridled and a half-sister 
to graded stakes-winning ju¬ 
venile Dubleo, Kinlin has been 
a gold mine for the Haydens, 
with two Keeneland Septem¬ 
ber yearlings, both by More 
Than Ready, selling for an av¬ 
erage of $420,000. The Malibu 
Moon colt was being targeted 
for this year's September sale. 
Kinlin produced a filly by 


Henny Hughes this year and 
was not bred for 2010. 

This was the first Dark 
Hollow yearling to be named 
grand champion, but the 
Haydens have had decades- 
long success at the show. They 
have been represented by nu¬ 
merous class winners, and 
six times horses from Dark 
Hollow have taken the top 
MHBA Yearling Show Premi¬ 
um, which is based on show 
participants' race track earn¬ 
ings at 2 or 3. Their first pre¬ 
mium winner, homebred Safe 
At the Plate (1986), was quick¬ 
ly followed by Maryland-bred 
champion Safely Kept (1988). 
One of the 2008 yearling 
show program's cover horses, 
3-year-old premium winner 
Avonian, was bred by William 
Beatson but raised and shown 
for the breeder by Dark Hol¬ 
low. 

The reserve champion 
topped 18 others in Class VI, 


the largest class of the day, 
for fillies by out-of-state sires. 
The dark bay Malibu Moon 
filly is out of Clever Phrase 
and a half-sister to the highly 
accomplished Ready's Im¬ 
age. Winner of his class in 
2006, Ready's Image reward¬ 
ed the Haydens in several 
ways, selling for $410,000 at 
the Keeneland September 
sale and earning the Yearling 
Show Premium's top prize of 
$13,000 as the highest-earning 
show participant at 2 in 2007. 
He was also honored as cham¬ 
pion Maryland-bred 2-year- 
old male. 

Chace's critique of the eye¬ 
catching filly was "racy, with 
a nice head on her and an el¬ 
egant good look." 

The filly is the final foal out 
of Clever Phrase, who was in 
foal to Bernardini when she 
died during colic surgery in 
Kentucky early in 2008.

Clever Phrase's two most 
recent foals sold at the Keene- 
land September sale brought a 
total of $610,000. The ribbon¬ 
winning filly is also being 
prepped for that sale. 

David Hayden, who de¬ 
scribes Malibu Moon as a 
stallion who gets very good- 
looking, marketable horses, 
was thrilled, if not surprised, 
by the outcome of the show. 
"We felt comfortable with the 
horses we brought," he said. 
Four of their seven yearlings 
earned ribbons in their classes. 

Malibu Moon, a son of A.P. 
Indy who launched his stud 
career at Country Life Farm 
in Bel Air, Md., moved to Ken¬ 
tucky for the 2004 season and 
now stands at Spendthrift 
Farm in Lexington. 

Longtime exhibitors Bob 
Manfuso and Katy Voss swept 
both classes for colts sired by 
Maryland stallions. 

The couple own and oper¬ 
ate Chanceland Farm in West 
Friendship, Md., where the 
Blarney Challenge Trophy was 
retired in 1999 after Chance- 
land yearlings won it three 
times. Each year since, the 
owners of the show's grand 
champion have taken posses¬ 
sion of the Chanceland Farm 
Challenge Trophy, to be held 
for a year until the next show. 

The Manfuso/Voss colt in 
Class I, a solid-looking son of 
Two Punch, left no doubt as to 
the identity of his sire. 

One of the final yearlings 
judged in the class of 15 foaled 
prior to April 6, the steel gray 
colt made an immediate im¬ 
pression on Chace. He is out 


of the stakes-winning Broad 
Brush mare Baste. 

Class II, for younger colts, 
went to a son of Lion Hearted, 
with another Manfuso/Voss 
entrant, a colt by Not For Love, 
awarded second place from 14 
shown. The Lion Hearted colt 
is the second foal out of Mysti¬ 
cal Tap (by Pleasant Tap). 

A dark bay filly by Parker's 
Storm Cat topped Class IV, for 
Maryland-sired fillies foaled 
prior to April 6. Bred and 
owned by Peter Fuller, a client 
of Country Life Farm, the filly 
is a half-sister to stakes-placed 


Crypto Dixie, out of the Cryp¬ 
toclearance mare Calling Fap- 
piano. She was pinned over 10 
other fillies in her class. 

The results of Class V gave 
Maryland Stallion Station's 
Rock Slide the title of leading 
Maryland sire of the show, as 
his daughter, the first foal out 
of Mark Me Special (by Hay¬ 
maker), took the blue ribbon. 
The filly, a June foal and the 
youngest in the class of eight, 
was shown by her owner/ 
breeder. Dr. Michael Harrison. 

Rock Slide had one other 
yearling entered, also owned 


by Harrison. That colt placed 
second in Class 1. 

Winners of this year's ama¬ 
teur judging contest, in which 
spectators attempt to match 
the judge's selections for Class 
IV, were Randy Cohen and 
Marilyn Doetsch.

New statewide 
Energy Efficiency 
Programfor 
agricultural producers 


A. new program is avail¬ 
able for all agricultural pro¬ 
ducers in Maryland. 

This program will help 
farmers reduce their energy 
costs through farm energy au¬ 
dits and equipment incentives 
for qualifying energy saving 
projects. 

Farmers who qualify to 
receive a farm energy audit 
through this program will 
pay $300, just 25 percent of the 
normal auditing fee. This cost 
is fully refunded if they install 
any of the equipment recom¬ 
mended in their audit reports. 
An energy audit is not neces¬ 
sary for farmers to complete 
in order to be eligible to apply 
for incentives on energy sav¬ 
ing projects in this program. 

Farmers who have recently 
installed qualifying equip¬ 


ment or are planning to do so 
are welcome to apply. 

The program offers incen¬ 
tives for equipment such as 
energy efficient lighting, heat¬ 
ing, refrigeration, ventilation, 
motors, and more. The incen¬ 
tives cannot exceed 50 per¬ 
cent of the total project cost, 
and are based on $0.06 per 
kilowatt-hour (kWh) saved 
for any lighting projects, $0.08 
per kWh saved for any other 
electric saving projects, and 
$1.63 per British Thermal Unit 
(BTU) saved from any non¬ 
electric savings projects.

Maryland-bred wins 
Grade 2 stakes at Calder 

Ted Julio's Not for Silver, 
a 3-year-old son of Not For 
Love, rallied from off a siz¬ 
zling early pace-:21.12 for 
the first quarter and a half in 
:44.49-and drew away to a 
four and a half-length score 
in the Grade 2 $200,000 Carry 
Back Stakes on Calder Race 
Course's Summit of Speed 
Day, July 11. 

Commented trainer Mi¬ 
chael Trombetta: "We hoped 
for some early speed and got 
it. Not really sure where he'll 
run next. I'm just enjoying this 
moment right now." 

Winning jockey Jose Lez- 
cano said, "This race set up 
perfectly for my horse today. 
He showed last time out that 
he runs well by taking back 
and coming from off of the 
pace. There was a lot of speed 
in here and I knew they would 
be flying on the front end, so 
I just sat patiently and he was 
ready when I asked him." 

It was the high point, to 
date, for the accomplished 
Maryland-bred, who was the 
third choice in a field of six. 
Not for Silver completed the 
six furlongs in 1:11.91 and 
paid $10 to win. 

Not for Silver was getting 
his second stakes win of the 
season, adding to a victory in 
the Fred "Cappy" Caposella 
Stakes. He also has to his cred¬ 
it runner-up finishes in the 
Hirsch Jacobs Stakes-G3 and 
Private Terms Stakes. With 
four wins from seven career 
starts, he has earned $233,730.

He was sold for $32,000 at the 
2007 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
December Mixed sale and re¬ 
sold for $85,000 at the 2008 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic May 
sale of 2-year-olds in training. 


Blind Date wins Grade 3 
Virginia Oaks 



Having just returned from 
her first off-the-board finish in 
six lifetime starts, William M. 
Backer's homebred Blind Date 
swung five-wide around the 
far turn of Colonial Downs's 
outer turf course to win the 
$150,000 Virginia Oaks-G3 by 
a head on July 18. 

After lagging behind early. 
Blind Date entered the stretch 
under a right handed whip by 
jockey Kent Desormeaux and 
dueled with Sagamore Farm's 
Shared Account before com¬ 
pleting the mile and an eighth 
over soft turf in 1:49.59. 

Trained by Hamilton 
Smith, Blind Date (by leading 
Maryland sire Not For Love) 
has won five of seven career 
starts, including victories in 
the Hookedonthefeelin and 
Hilltop Stakes at Pimlico this 
spring. 

She finished seventh in 
Monmouth Park's Boiling 


Springs Stakes-G3, her last 
start prior to the Virginia 
Oaks, but bettors still made 
her the 2.6-1 favorite in the 10 
horse field for the Oaks. 

Blind Date, whose ca¬ 
reer earnings now stand at 
$195,060, comes from an ac¬ 
complished female family that 
Backer has developed since the 
1970s. Although his breeding 
operation is based at his Smit¬ 
ten Farm near Middleburg, 
Va., Backer frequently sends 
his mares to Maryland for 
foaling. Blind Date's dam, Snit 
(by Fit to Fight), a second-gen¬ 
eration stakes-winning Backer 
homebred, was one of his all- 
time best runners, winning or 
placing in eight stakes, includ¬ 
ing a victory in the Cotillion 
Handicap-G2. Snit's earlier 
foals include multiple stakes 
winner Sales Tax ($143,756), a 
4-year-old daughter of High 
Yield, and stakes-placed Bitter 
Lemon ($140,421), a 5-year-old 
daughter of Lemon Drop Kid. 

Following her Oaks win. 
Backer declared Blind Date to 
be the "best of the line, by far." 

Phil's Prospect is 
2-f or-2 with victory 
in Monmouth's 
Tyro Stakes 



Phil's Prospect, a 2-year-old 
gelding bred and owned by 
Non Stop Stable and trained 
by Gary Capuano, captured 
Monmouth Park's $65,000 
Tyro Stakes on July 26 for his 
second victory in two starts. 

Sent off as the even-money 
favorite in a field of five, the 
Maryland-bred son of Soto 
drove to a half-length score 
in a final time of 1:04.13 for 
five and a half furlongs over a 
good track. 

"I just sat in behind the 
early leader waiting for a hole 
to open up," said winning 
rider Tony Maragh. "My horse 
hesitated a little bit before I 


finally got him through the 
hole. Once we got through, he 
kicked into another gear." 

Capuano sent the chestnut 
out to break his maiden by a 
commanding five and a quar¬ 
ter lengths on June 29 at Dela¬ 
ware Park. Since then Phil's 
Prospect had posted two bul¬ 
let works at Capuano's Laurel 
Park base. 

Phil's Prospect is out of the 
Allen's Prospect mare Hyatt 
Road, who is a half-sister to 
multiple stakes winner Range- 
ley Lady ($243,185). Hyatt 
Road is also the dam of stakes 
winner Rock On Justin (2006 
g.. Rock Slide; $84,280, Miracle 
Wood S) and $150,884-earner 
She's Achance. 

The $39,000 winner's share 
of the purse in the Tyro boost¬ 
ed Phil's Prospect's earnings 
to $67,500. 

All Giving captures 
Day Lilly Stakes at 
Penn National 


The ultra-consistent 5-year- 
old mare All Giving added to 
her record with a two-length 
score in the $60,000 Day Lilly 
Stakes on July 17 at Penn Na¬ 
tional. The Maryland-bred 
bested five rivals, covering six 
furlongs in a speedy 1:09.95. 

Bred by Morris Balser's 
Ba 3 rwood LLC and owned by 
Concepts Unlimited Stable 
and Catherine J. Smith, All 
Giving (from the final crop of 
longtime leading Maryland 
sire Allen's Prospect), has won 
or placed in each of her sev¬ 
en starts so far this year (six 
stakes) for trainer Flint Stites. 
She won the Skipat Stakes at 
Pimlico in May and led up 
to the Day Lilly with a third- 
place finish in Monmouth 
Park's Blue Sparkler Stakes. 

Her latest victory pushed 
All Giving's earnings to 
$433,085 from 33 career starts. 

A half-sister to stakes win¬ 
ner War Native and stakes- 











placed Sea Dragoness, All Giv¬ 
ing was sold by her breeder 
for $19,000 at the 2005 Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall 
Yearling sale and resold the 
following May at Fasig-Tipton 
Midiantic's sale of 2-year-olds 
in training for $75,000. 


Ah Day gets 10th 
career stakes win 



Ah Day, the widely ac¬ 
complished runner who 
campaigns as a homebred 
for legendary trainer King T. 
Leatherbury notched his 10th 
career stakes victory in the 
$50,000 Chesapeake Stakes on 
July 27 at Colonial Downs. 

Carrying high weight of 
124 pounds, and sharing 1.1-1 
favoritism with Maryland- 
bred Celtic Innis, Ah Day 
came on with a vengeance in 
the final sixteenth of a mile 
and got up in the final strides 
to defeat Celtic Innis by three- 
quarters of a length in a rapid 


six-furlong time of 1:09.46. He 
was ridden to victory by Shel¬ 
don Russell. 

A stakes winner at 3, 4, 5 
and this season at 6, Ah Day 
captured Aqueduct's Tobog¬ 
gan Handicap-G3 on March 7 
in his first start of this season, 
then finished out of the money 
in four consecutive tries before 
winning an optional claimer 
while in for a $100,000 tag at 
Delaware Park on July 4, his 
last outing prior to the Chesa¬ 
peake. 

^ The Toboggan was his first 
I graded win, but Ah Day has 
g to his credit four graded plac- 
S ings, including a third in the 
g 2007 Carter Handicap-Gl. 

^ The champion Maryland- 
bred 3-year-old male of 2006, 
he has won 13 of 30 career 
starts for earnings of $828,474. 

Ah Day (by Malibu Moon) 
is out of the Thirty Eight Paces 
mare Endette, and comes 
from a family that has brought 
Leatherbury numerous suc¬ 
cesses over the past decades. 

Leatherbury co-owned and 
trained graded winner Thirty 
Eight Paces ($478,662), who 
had a long and successful stud 
career in Maryland. 

In 1987, Leatherbury 
trained Endette's full sister 
Thirty Eight Go Go (whom he 


bred and sold as a yearling) 
to honors as champion Mary- 
land-bred 2-year-oId filly and 
two years later champion old¬ 
er mare. Thirty Eight Go Go 
won multiple graded stakes 
and earned $871,229. 

Endette's half-sister Notches 
Trace was also a graded win¬ 
ner and Maryland-bred cham¬ 
pion while campaigning as a 
homebred for Leatherbury. 

Endette-so named because 
she was the final foal from her 
dam, Dronette (by Drone)-was 
also the dam of Maryland Mil¬ 
lion Classic winner Due (by 
Rinka Das). Endette died in 
2007 after foaling a Dance With 
Ravens colt named No End. 
That colt is in the early stages 
of training on Charles and Bar¬ 
bara Stanley's farm in Warwick, 
Md., according to Leatherbury, 
who said it's too soon to gauge 
his ability. 

Jake Rattle N Roll 
delivers quick punch 

Owner David A. Ross made 
a quick return on his invest¬ 
ment as recent claim Jake Rat¬ 
tle N Roll overcame early trou¬ 
ble and closed strongly along 
the rail to capture the $50,000 
Punch Line Stakes at Colonial 
Downs on July 11. Claimed for 
$15,000 at Colonial on June 13, 



Jake Rattle N Roll is trained by 
Michael Pino. 

The 4-year-old gelding by 
local sprint star Bop overcame 
trouble at the start and saved 
ground on the outside before 
getting up to prevail by a neck 
in the five-furlong turf contest, 
stopping the timer in :58.60 
over firm turf. 

Last year's winner and fa¬ 
vorite, the 6-year-old Mary- 
land-bred A Reel Buster, held 
on for second by a neck after 
dueling through early frac¬ 
tions of :22.55 and :45.65. 

Jake Rattle N Roll was bred 
by Friends of Brenta LLC, 
a partnership organized by 
Christine Bricker. He is the 
fourth foal and first stakes

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—Lobbyist’s report— 

Update on Governor’s Horse 
Industry Study Commission 

Submitted by Barbara DeMarco 


O n July 8, the Governors Horse Industry 

Study Commission met for a second time 
to discuss possible solutions for saving 
New Jersey’s $1.1 billion equine industry. 

The Commission, which is composed of 
representatives from the horse racing and breeding 
industries as well as representatives from Atlantic 
City’s casino industry, listened to two presentations 
on the ^^state” of racing and breeding in the Garden 
State. 

The first person to speak was Joseph Fusco, a 
spokesman for the Casino Association of New Jersey. 
Fusco spoke for 20 minutes, outlining the casino 
industry’s suggestions for saving New Jersey’s horse 
racing and breeding industries. His solutions focused 
on how the industry could be "self-sustaining” 
without the addition of video lottery terminals 
(VLTs) or slot machines at New Jersey’s race tracks. 
Fusco went on to say that the New Jersey Casino 
Association had hired Spectrum Consulting to do an 
analysis of New Jersey’s horse racing industry. 

Horse racing and breeding representatives on 
the Study Commission balked at the idea that 


a consulting group hired by the casino industry 
could do a fair and unbiased assessment of New 
Jersey’s horse racing industry and suggested that 
an independent consultant be hired. The chairman 
said that he thought this was a good idea and would 
explore various options available to the Study 
Commission. 

State Senator Jennifer Beck, of Red Bank, 
reminded Commission members that "this is not 
a horse racing versus casino issue. It’s New Jersey 
versus Pennsylvania, Maryland, Delaware and New 
York.” 

The Study Commission then heard from the New 
Jersey Racing Commission. The NJRC regulates all 
facets of racing in the State of New Jersey. Although 
its mission is to advocate for the industry, the NJRC 
has historically deferred "advocacy” to horsemen’s 
groups and race track owners, viewing the regulation 
of the industry as its primary mission. 

The Commission was not scheduled to have 
a formal meeting in August. Rather, a conference 
call was to be conducted. The next meeting of the 
Commission will be held in September. 


“Analysts” should take a closer look at 
horse racing’s economic contributions 


The following is Thoroughbred Breeders^ Association of 
New Jersey president Tom Swales ^s response to an article 
that appeared in the Press of Atlantic City titled ^^Can 
slots save horseracing? DonJ bet on it New Jersey. ” 


R egarding the June 7 special report, "Can 

slots save horse racing? Don’t bet on it. New 
Jersey”: 

The story stated, "winners on randomly selected 
Meadowlands racing days show that two-thirds of 







the top purse money is won by out-of-state horse 
owners.” The analyst's figures are completely skewed. 
Why not take a closer look at all purse money? And 
who says out-of-state ownership is such a bad thing 
for New Jersey^s economy? Many of those owners 
come to New Jersey and inject money into our state’s 
economy. They stay at hotels, eat at our restaurants, 
buy gas, and most of all, they pay taxes. 

When they win purse money, they pay New Jersey 
state income taxes, and when they wager on their 
horses, whether it is from their home state or if they 
come to New Jersey, a percentage of that bet goes 
into the state’s economy. Also, if they claim a horse at 
a New Jersey race track, they have to pay a 7 percent 
sales tax on the claim. If the casinos want to continue 
to play that card, we should start looking into the 
state residency for Atlantic City casino owners. Our 
industry leaders understand the basic concept that 


out-of-state race horse owners are a good thing for 
our state’s economy and our race tracks. 

State Senator Jim Whelan (D-Atlantic) asks why 
the casinos should continue to subsidize race tracks. 
The fact of the matter is that when casinos came to 
New Jersey, Governor Brendan Byrne was concerned 
about the future of racing and breeding in New 
Jersey and he was given assurances that the casinos 
would be an ally, not an antagonist. The casinos 
have been hell-bent on trying to run the race tracks 
out of business. The problem is that people like 
Whelan think small and cannot see the big picture, 
not grasping the ramifications of the destruction of 
an industry such as horse racing. In the meantime, 
millions of slots dollars will continue to stream into 
Delaware, Pennsylvania and New York at New Jersey’s 
expense. When will common sense prevail? 


Way With Words says it all 
in Spruce Fir Handicap 

G eorge L. Schwartz’s homebred Way With 
Words got her second career stakes victory 
in the $60,000 Spruce Fir Handicap on July 
12 at Monmouth Park. 

Under jockey Eddie Castro, Way With Words 
covered the mile and 70 yards in 1:40.69. It was three- 
quarters of a length back to Love That Dance while 
Talkin About Love finished third. 

“We wanted to run her long, but the opportunity 
just hasn’t come up,” said winning trainer Mary 
Eppler. “She’s a really nice and kind horse to train. 
She was a little heavy when she came back from 
Aiken (S.C.) this year. She can run on anything, 
anywhere, so the options are pretty wide open for 
her.” 

A 5-year-old daughter of Sefapiano, Way With 
Words is out of the Belong to Me mare Swiftly 
Tilting. Her Grade 1-winning granddam,Tiltalating 
(by Tilt Up), counted a victory in Monmouth Park’s 
Sorority Stakes-G2 among her 12 stakes wins and 
placings. 

Way With Words captured last year’s Eleven 
North Handicap and finished third in the Meadow 
Star Stakes. She has earned $258,590 from six wins 
in 15 career starts. 









At the Disco wins 
Bernie Dowd Handicap 

P atricia Generazio’s 5-year-old homebred At the 
Disco earned his first career stakes victory in 
the $60,000 Bernie Dowd Handicap, going a 
mile and 70 yards on June 21 at Monmouth Park. 

At the Disco tracked the early lead set by 
Flirtatious Smile and Hermosillo before being set 
down by jockey Eddie Castro. The Mary Hartmann- 
trained runner spurted away from the field to score 
by seven lengths over the sloppy track. 

“We got a great trip stalking the early speed,” said 
Castro. “He was nice and relaxed down the backside. 

Once we hit the turn I started to ask him a little bit 
and he inched closer with every stride. Once I really 
called on him he kicked it in at the top of the stretch 
and ran off for me.” 

The Bernie Dowd victory was the sixth win in 35 
career starts for At the Disco. The New Jersey-bred 
son of Disco Rico—Mary Lou^s Magic, by Concorde’s 
Tune, has earned $300,435.

T he Virginia Breeders Fund 
(VBF)’s Yearling Futurity 
features a $15,000 purse.The first 
$10,000 is awarded at the event 
held annually in June, and the 
remaining $5,000 is distribut¬ 
ed among the exhibitors of the 
top four earners (based on totals 
through the end of the 3-year-old 
season). 

Results of the 2006 VBF 
Futurity are in-and the top prize 
of $3,000 went to Brooke and 
Lindsley Roysters Chance Farm 
for Delta Weekend. 

Delta Weekend (Jump Start— 
Misty Rain, by Rubiano) was 
fifth in the filly division of the 
Futurity that was judged by 
Maryland-based trainer Ann 
Merryman. She was sold at the 
Keeneland September Yearling 
Sale for $27,000 and resold at the 
Ocala Breeders’ Sales Company’s 
March sale of 2-year-olds in 
training for $100,000. 

By the end of her sophomore 
campaign. Delta Weekend had 


won $47,680 from 12 starts with 
one win, one second and three 
thirds. (In 2009, the Virginia-bred 
has run four times with one win 
for additional earnings of $13,240 
and she now has career earnings 
of $60,920.) 

The Roysters kindly donat¬ 
ed their $3,000 first prize to 
the Virginia Breeders Fund as a 
sponsorship for VBF Awards Day 
on Colonial Turf Cup Day at 
Colonial Downs in late June. 

Futurity grand champion 
Cumberland, bred by Nellie Mae 
Cox, earned the second place 
bonus of $1,000 based on his 
$45,010 in earnings through his 
sophomore campaign. 

The colt by Salt Take out 
of Flying Yolanda (by Launch 
a Dream) was purchased by a 
Virginia-based partnership at the 
2006 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Eastern FaU Yearling sale for 
$110,000. Twice he was offered 
at a 2-year-old auction but did 
not reach his reserve and ulti¬ 


mately raced for Charlottesville, 
Va.-based Wahoo Stable. 

Mignon C. Smith’s Mede 
Cahaba Stable and Stud LLC’s 
homebred Class Real Rock fin¬ 
ished fourth in the 2006 colt 
class of the VBF Yearling futurity 
and went on to be a steeplechase 
stakes winner. 

A son of Smith’s stallion Rock 
Point out of Class Reality, by 
Class Secret, he broke his maiden 
over jumps in the $50,000 Glad¬ 
stone Stakes at Far Hills. At the 
end of his sophomore campaign, 
he had $38,830 in qualified earn¬ 
ings. 

Eighth in the 2006 colt 
class was Marjorie Flowers and 
Deborah Kinney’s colt by Black 
Tie Affair (Ire) out of Stormy 
Nation by Storm Boot. Named 
Only by Invitation, the gelding 
earned $33,520 as a 3-year-old. 

Only by Invitation has won 
$6,652 racing as a 4-year-old in 
2009 and now has $40,172 in 
career earnings. 


Va-breds at 
Fasig-Tipton 

July 

S ix Virginia-breds were cata¬ 
logued for the Fasig-Tipton 
Kentucky July Yearling Sale, but 
only two were sold at the auction 
held July 20 and 21 in Lexington, 
Ky. 

Sold for $150,000 was a colt 
by Bernardini out of Western 
League, by Forty Niner, bred 
by James S. Carter. Hip num¬ 
ber 47, consigned by Marshall 
W. Silverman, agent, the colt was 
purchased W. K. Warren Jr. 

Joe Allbritton’s Lazy Lane 
Farms Inc. sold a homebred filly 
for $55,000. By Bellamy Road 
out of Payable On Demand, by 
Out of Place, she was hip num¬ 
ber 193 in the consignment of 
Warrendale Sales, agent. Starlight 
Partners was the purchaser. 


Virginia Racing Commission honors Passmore 


T he following resolution was 
offered and read at the July 
regular meeting of the Virginia 
Racing Commission. 

WHEREAS, William 
Passmore, a resident of Maryland, 
who died on the Nth day of 
May 2009, at the age of 76 years, 
was a life-long contributor to 
the sport of horse racing; having 
spent 38 years as a successful and 
honored jockey, winning 3,531 
races with purses accumulating 
over $23 million dollars in purse 
money; and 

WHEREAS, he also served 20 
years as a Racing Steward, includ¬ 


ing 11 years as a Steward at the 
Colonial Downs Racetrack in the 
Commonwealth ofVirginia; and 

WHEREAS, during his career 
as a jockey, and after his retire¬ 
ment, he served as a mentor and 
tutor to younger jockeys and 
established himself as an appro¬ 
priate role model in the sport; 
and 

WHEREAS, as a jockey and 
Steward, he always supported and 
promoted safe and sound horse¬ 
manship; and 

WHEREAS, Bill always 
exhibited a gracious sense of 
humor, and maintained a dignity 


that earned the respect and admi¬ 
ration of fans, and of his associ¬ 
ates, personal and professional, as 
a true gentleman; 

BE IT RESOLVED by the 
Virginia Racing Commission 
that, due to aU of the above, 
and more, we do hereby honor 
WiQiam Passmore, and express 
our thanks and appreciation for 
all his contributions to our efforts 
to sustain a viable sport of horse 
racing and the horse industry 
in Virginia; and we commend 
him by this resolution as being 
an honorary Virginian who will 
be truly missed by all of us; and 



we express our deepest sympa¬ 
thy and condolences to his wife 
Charlene and his seven children 
and their families on the great 
loss of this wonderful gentleman, 
whose memory is cherished by 
all here in the Commonwealth of 
Virginia who came to know him 
during his exemplary career. 
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Frequently asked questions 


T he 40-day summer meet at 
Colonial Downs in New 
Kent,Va., ended on a mixed note. 
Once again racing was of good 
quality and very competitive. The 
major stakes drew some of the 
top young turf horses in the 
country, with Battle of Hastings 
(GB) and Straight Story finish¬ 
ing first and second, separated 
by a head, in both the $750,000 
Virginia Derby-G2 and $500,000 
Colonial Turf Cup-G3. 

Overall, nearly 75 percent 
of racing during the meet was 
on Colonials huge grass course. 
An average of 9.5 horses started 
in each turf race, a significant 
increase over last season. And the 
temperate weather was a welcome 
respite from the usual dog days of 
summer in central Virginia. 

On-track wagering handle 
and attendance averaged about 
the same as last year. Total handle, 
however, including out-of-state 
simulcast wagering, was down 
more than 30 percent compared 
to the 2008 meet. 

Following are questions that 
horsemen have often asked about 
this years meet. 

Why were Colonial Downs’s 
races generally unavailable 
for watching and wagering 
in states such as Maryland, 
Florida and Kentucky? 

TrackNet Media-the agent 
for Churchills tracks (Churchill 
Downs, Arlington Park, Calder 
and Fair Grounds), Magna’s tracks 
(Laurel Park, Pimlico, Gulfstream 
Park, Santa Anita Park, Thistle¬ 
down, Lone Star Park, Golden 
Gate Fields, Remington Park, 
Portland Meadows and the 
Meadows) as well as their on¬ 
line wagering companies Twin 
Spires (Churchill) and XpressBet 


(Magna) — boycotted Colonial’s 
signal. 

Colonial’s races were not 
shown at any of those tracks or 
their associated off-track betting 
locations, nor were they available 
for wagering and watching on 
the Internet through Twin Spires 
or XpressBet. 

YouBet, not associated with 
TrackNet but one of the most 
popular on-line wagering compa¬ 
nies in the country, also refused to 
take wagers on Colonial’s races. 

TVG was the only online 
company licensed in Virginia that 
offered out-of-state wagering on 
Colonial Downs racing. 

Based on prior wagering his¬ 
tory, the combined boycott likely 
caused a 25 percent drop, or near¬ 
ly $10 million, in Colonial’s off¬ 
track wagering handle. As a result 
the Virginia horsemen’s purse 
account was about $125,000 
poorer. 

The professed reason for the 
boycott appeared both simple and 
shortsighted. TrackNet, acting for 
Twin Spires and XpressBet, and 
YouBet, purportedly on its own, 
viewed their boycott as a pro¬ 
test against legislation approved 
this past spring by the Virginia 
General Assembly that increased 
fees for advance deposit wagering 
companies licensed and doing 
business in Virginia. 

Under existing contracts,Twin 
Spires, XpressBet and YouBet paid 
the track and horsemen a source 
market fee of approximately 8 
percent on all wagers by Virginia 
account holders. The new law, 
effective July 1, 2009, increased 
that fee to 10 percent. 

Even though Colonial Downs 
and the VHBPA agreed to honor 
the 8 percent rate through 2009, 
TrackNet and YouBet proceed¬ 


ed with the boycott. However, 
those companies continued to 
take wagers from Virginia resi¬ 
dents on other races throughout 
the country. 

On January 1, 2010, Twin 
Spires, XpressBet and YouBet 
will face a dilemma. Their annual 
licenses to do business in Virginia 
will be up for renewal by the Vir¬ 
ginia Racing Commission. But 
renewal cannot be granted unless 
those companies begin paying the 
statutory 10 percent fee. Their 
only alternative, short of seek¬ 
ing some sort of accommoda¬ 
tion from their boycott victims 
(the Virginia HBPA and Colonial 
Downs), is to stop doing business 
in Virginia. 

Why TrackNet extended its 
boycott to include the Churchill 
and Magna tracks and their off¬ 
site wagering locations, which 
were not affected by the new 
legislation, was not clear. 

Why weren’t there more 
overnight races for Virginia- 
breds? 

Racing Secretary Tyler Pick- 
lesimer wrote 20 races restrict¬ 
ed to Virginia-breds, including 
maiden and claiming races on 
the turf and dirt, both short and 
long. Only four of the races, all 
for maidens, attracted sufficient 
entries (between nine and 13) to 
be carded. The other races drew 
from zero to six entries and were 
not used. 

In addition to the four over¬ 
nights for maidens, seven stakes 
races for Virginia-breds were 
carded. 

Why did it take so long for 
the horsemen’s bookkeeper 
to issue purse checks? 

Checks were routinely distrib¬ 
uted on Friday for the previous 


five days of racing, Friday through 
Tuesday, with the exception of the 
winner’s purse. Because the win¬ 
ner and another horse selected 
by the stewards were drug-tested 
after each race, their purse money 
was withheld until results were 
received from the Commission’s 
Iowa testing laboratory.That usu¬ 
ally was about eight or nine days 
after a race. 

Horsemen from south Florida 
may have considered Colonial’s 
system slow because at Calder 
and Gulfstream purse money is 
released 72 hours after a race 
without regard to receipt of drug 
test results. But Colonial’s practice 
was similar that of other Mid- 
Atlantic tracks. 

Why did horsemen have 
difficulty gaining free admis¬ 
sion to Colonial’s fourth floor 
Turf Club? 

In past years the VHBPA had 
a fourth floor sky suite every day 
of the meet, meaning horsemen 
always had complimentary access 
to the Turf Club. This year track 
management limited that use to 
weekdays because it expected 
to sell the suite on Saturdays 
and Sundays. On weekends the 
VHBPA did have a table for 10 
in the Turf Club. Free use of it 
was controlled by wrist bands 
given at the ground floor upgrade 
window to the first 10 horsemen 
who asked to go to the fourth 
floor. Number 11 was out of 
luck. 

But horsemen at all times had 
unlimited free access to the third 
floor Jockey Club, which simply 
required picking up a wrist band 
at the upgrade window. 

Next summer we expect 
complimentary admission to the 
Turf Club to resume.

I t is the time of year when 
expectations meet reaiity as 
2-year-oids gear up for their first 
start. Backstretch chatter ieads 
us to wonder if the next Secretariat 
is resting just a staii away or ambiing 
down a neighbor's shedrow. 

Unfortunateiy morning 
workouts don't aiways transiate 
into comparabie afternoon 
performances. 

One locai horseman, John Casey, 
has aiready hit fuii stride with a 
couple of homebred youngsters, 
most notably a precocious chestnut 
filly named I Just Did It who has also 
inspired the comeback of veteran 
jockey Kristy Petty. 

John Allen Casey is well 
respected on the Charles Town 
backstretch for his skills and work 
ethic as both a trainer and farrier. 

"To the best of my recollection I 
was the first person in West Virginia 
to hold multiple licenses," said Casey. 
"In the 1980s my mother (the late 
Eleanor Casey) petitioned the West 
Virginia Racing Commission on my 
behalf so that I could pursue dual 
occupations. Her persistence paid 
off, opening the door today for 


others in similar situations to follow 
suit." 

Casey's parents established Taylor 
Mountain Farm near Charles Town, a 
long-successful operation continued 
today by his father, James W. Casey. 

On any given morning you can 
find Casey aboard his stable pony 
escorting one of a dozen or so 


horses in his care to the race track. 
After training hours, he switches over 
to his farrier's trade. Intermingled 
between assignments may be 
a quick trip to the farm to feed, 
oversee horses and livestock and 
check on his year-old son, Allen.

At night John ponies horses to the 
post aiiowing him to continue the 
role of hands-on horseman. 

On July 9, John rode directly 
into the winner's circle to greet his 
2-year-old filly Down Town Allen. 

The rangy daughter of Windsor 
Castle finished well under jockey 
Matt McGowan to capture a 
$28,000 accredited West Virginia 
maiden special weight in her second 
career start. 

The filly's dam. Like Down Town, 
is one of three broodmares by Roy 
whom Casey owns and keeps on his 
farm. G’he others are Nasty Sabrina 
and Lets Just Do It.) 

He was attracted to that 
bloodline because Roy is a son of 
Fappiano-as is James W. Casey's 
stalwart stallion Weshaam. 

"When I purchased them as 
yearlings the price was practical 
and they have turned out to be a 
considerable bargain," said Casey. 

Like Down Town never raced due 
to a breathing problem. Down Town 
Allen is her second foal. 

"Since I predominantly breed to 
my father's studs, Windsor Castle (a 
son of Lord Carson standing at Taylor 
Mountain) was an easy match," 
Casey added. 

Unlike many trainers who have 
success with babies and too soon 


see them disappear into obscurity, 
John's runners typically perform well 
beyond their juvenile season. 

Familiar names fans may recall 
are Coin Collector, Rebellious 
Dreamer and Hold Cn Tight. 

"My philosophy is simple," says 
Casey."Make the wrong difficult and 
the right easy. I am a firm believer 
that horses must trust you and like 
what they do to meet or exceed 
your expectations. 

"Years ago I was like most 
trainers-just throw the tack on your 
yearlings and let 'em buck until they 
get tired. Watching videos by Chris 
Cox and Clinton Anderson changed 
my life. Their approach and handling 
of horses made perfect sense to me. 

"I try and start my yearlings 
around December 1, in the round 
pen. I do not introduce any 
equipment to them until they 
place their complete faith in me. 
Repetition, patience and something 
my mom always said to me, 'Pay 
attention to the little things,' are my 
priorities. Cnee at the track, long 
gallops and lots of gate work are 
the norm. Horses should load in the 
starting gate as easy as they walk in 
their own stalls." 

Cn July 4, juvenile filly I Just Did It 
was the buzz of the handicapping 
community. Sporting an eye¬ 
popping work from the gate in 
47 seconds, and with the rider of 
choice of Casey's girlfriend Kristy 


Petty, the daughter of Luftikus—Lets 
Just Do It lived up to her billing with a 
commanding four and a half-length 
score as 6-5 favorite in her debut. 

Petty said,"I had been itching 
to make a comeback, but with a 
newborn in tow my ambition was 
temporarily put on hold. John and 
I felt it was best for Allen if I waited 
until the time was more appropriate. 
The catalyst appeared in the form of 
another baby, I Just Did It. 

"The funny thing about this filly," 
added Petty, "was how she deviated 
from the saying that when you 
watch a group of young horses frolic 
and run in the paddock the pack 
leader is the best of the lot. I Just 
Did It was always last in the field at 
everything. John and I were partial 
to her because her mother was a 
very solid and versatile race horse." 

"I believe this filly can be 
something special," commented 
Casey."Her demeanor is professional 
beyond her age." 

Another John Casey owned/ 
bred/trained 2-year-old, I Cot a 
Answer (Luftikus—Ginger Crumb, by 
Hansel) acquitted herself well on 
July 22, rallying late to get up for third 
in a maiden special weight for state- 
bred fillies. 

One, or all, of the youngsters 
could be on a path to the West 
Virginia Breeders Classics on 
October 17.

Maryland’s ultra-successful sires 
stakes program has a new official 
name-Jim McKay Maryland Million 
Day. 

The name was adopted in honor of the 
Maryland Million founder and pioneer¬ 
ing television sports broadcaster who 
died in June 2008 at the age of 86. 

Maryland Delegate Sandy Rosenberg 
(D., Distr 41, Baltimore City) spearhead¬ 
ed the change, sponsoring legislation 
in this year’s session of the Maryland 
General Assembly. 

The bill passed overwhelmingly 
in both the Senate and the House of 
Delegates. Governor Martin O’Malley 
promptly signed it into law. 

“Adding Jim McKay’s name to 
the event is a fitting honor,” said Del. 
Rosenberg. 

A fall fixture on the Maryland rac¬ 
ing calendar, this year’s Jim McKay 
Maryland Million Day will be held on 
September 26 at Laurel Park. Great rac¬ 
ing is at the center of a grand spectacle, 
on a day where there are festivities for all 
ages to enjoy. 

Jim McKay’s vision remains one of 
the events of the year in Maryland to 
attend and enjoy. 

Traditionally, the connections of 
Maryland Million winners have received 
Waterford crystal trophies, but that will 
change in 2009, due to uncertainty about

the future of the famed Irish glassmaking 
company. 

This year’s trophies are the product 
of Steuben Glass, the premiere art glass 
manufacturer in the United States and 
the finest maker of pure crystal in the 
world. 

Steuben Glass is also the official crys¬ 
tal trophy provider for the Breeders’ Cup 
and its properties (Breeders’ Cup World 
Championships, Breeders’ Cup Stakes 
and Breeders’ Cup Challenge). 
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The 24th running of the 
Maryland Million, set 
September 26 at Laurel Park, 
will offer more than $ 1.3 
million in purses and awards. 
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Million-heirs begin with 
an eligible stallion 


MARYLAND MILLION RUNNERS 
can—^and do—come from anywhere. But 
each of them must meet certain speci¬ 
fied requirements in order to qualify as 
starters. 

To be eligible for the Maryland 
Million, a horse must be sired by a 
stallion who stands in Maryland. And 


that stallion must, himself, be nominated 
to the Maryland Million on a seasonal 
basis. The fee to nominate a stallion to 
the Maryland Million is an amount equal 
to the stallion’s stud fee. 

To remain eligible, a stallion must 
be renominated every year. When his 
nomination fee is paid each year, all foals 


conceived in that breeding season are 
eligible for nomination to the Maryland 
Million. 

Owners have three options when 
nominating foals to the Maryland Mil¬ 
lion: 

A single payment of $250 by 
December 31 of the weanling year or 

For horses not nominated as 
weanlings—$600 by December 31 of the 
yearling year or 

A $1,500 payment by July 31 of 
their 2-year-old year. 

Once nominated, a horse remains 
eligible throughout his or her racing 
career. 

When owners of foals and stallions 
nominate their horses to the Maryland 
Million, they make a long-term invest¬ 
ment. 

Nominator awards totaling 10 per¬ 
cent of the purse for each race are paid to 
the original foal and stallion nominators. 
The amount is divided 2 percent to first; 
1.5 percent to second; 1 percent to third; 
and .5 percent to fourth. 

Often these awards come several 
years down the road, after a race horse is 
no longer owned by the individual who 
paid the nomination fee. 

Although most Maryland Million 
starters are Maryland-breds, a horse need 
not be a Maryland-bred in order to com¬ 
pete in these events. A horse is bred in 
the state in which he is foaled. 

Eleven other states and Canada have 
been represented in the 22 Maryland 
Million runnings to date. Horses bred in 
Florida, Illinois, Kentucky, Massachu¬ 
setts, Nebraska, New Jersey, New York, 
North Carolina, Pennsylvania, Virginia 
and West Virginia have gone to the post. 
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The sincerest form of flattery 

When Maryland Million founder Jim McKay predicted, back in 1986, that the 

Maryland Million would be imitated, his words turned out to be an understate¬ 

ment. Today, 20 other states and Canada have special racing days modeled, at 

least in part, after the Maryland Million. Following is a chronological list of 

these events, and the years they were introduced.

NEW STALLIONS CONTINUE TO 
expand the list of sires represented by at 
least one starter in the Maryland Million. 

In Maryland Million 2008, four 
stallions made their debut with a starter 
for the first time. 

Since 1995, 73 stallions have joined 
the ranks. After 23 runnings, the total 


number of stallions represented has 
swelled to 203—an impressive figure 
considering that only 54 stallions had 
starters the first two years of the Mary¬ 
land Million. Even then, however, there 
was diversity, as the first 18 Maryland 
Million winners were sired by 16 
different stallions.

Leading stallions 
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Show will go on 
says Harrison 


Wayne A. Harrison makes his living in 
the roofing business, but owning and rac¬ 
ing Thoroughbreds has been his passion¬ 
ate avocation for the last quarter-century. 

Since 2007, Harrison, 60, has served 
as president of Maryland Million Ltd., 
guiding the operation of the most suc¬ 
cessful and innovative Thoroughbred sire 
stakes program in the nation. 

Harrison reflected on his experi¬ 
ences with the Maryland Million and 
other aspects of Maryland racing dur¬ 
ing an interview with Mid-Atlantic 
Thoroughbred editor Lucy Acton on July 
10 in the offices of the Maryland Million 
in Timonium. 

If you were describing Maryland 
Million Day to someone who has yet to 
attend, what would you say? 

The Maryland Million has become the 
second-biggest day of racing in Maryland. 
We have two Super Bowls. We have the 
Preakness, and the Maryland Million. 

Two years ago, we had an all-time 
record crowd (26,778 at Laurel Park and 
Pimlico) and last year Laurel alone drew 
in nearly 22,000 fans. 

In 2008, in addition to the traditional 
activities surrounding the races-such as 
the Kids’ Zone and displays by a local 
foxhunters’ club, horse retirement group 
and miniature horse performance-we 
had a full-fledged country music con¬ 
cert in mid-afternoon, featuring Andy 
Griggs. 

We were competing against a parade 
in Towson, honoring [Olympic swimmer] 
Michael Phelps’s return to the Baltimore 
area [that drew an estimated 30,000 to 
40,000 people]. 
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I was lucky enough to be standing on 
the track, looking back at the crowd of 
people standing four-deep to watch the 
band. Many of these people probably 
had never been to the races before. Their 
faces were full of enjoyment and they 
were having a great time. After the band 
stopped playing, I walked around and 
talked to a few of them; it was a younger 
crowd. 

They loved the whole thing. They 
came to see the band, but they said they 
enjoyed the races. That’s what the Mary¬ 
land Million is all about. To show off our 
Maryland-sired horses, and to entertain 
people. We’re in the entertainment busi¬ 
ness. I think the combination of that 
beautiful weather and the atmosphere 
was a total success. The last two years 
have been unbelievable. 

Obviously, even with its overall 
popularity, the Maryland Million is 


not immune to economic downturn in 
Maryland racing. 

Looking at the shrinking number of 
stallions in the state, and the downward 
trend over the last 10 years, is alarm¬ 
ing. In 1997, we had 125 stallions, and 
in 2008, we had 59. With Maryland’s 
purse structure the way it is, and the 
competition we face from Pennsylvania, 
Delaware and West Virginia, we need to 
get slot machines as soon as possible. 

The prospect of suspending the 
Maryland Million is unacceptable. 

The Maryland Million board is going 
to look at a lot of alternatives and see what 
we can do. Hopefully, as slot machines 
come on line in the next few years we’ll 
get better purses, and stallions will begin 
coming back to Maryland. 

What are some of the other factors 
helping or hindering the Maryland 
Million? 

The support that we got last year from 
[Maryland Jockey Club president and 
chief operating officer] Tom Chuckas 
and the management at the race track 
was the best we’ve ever had. Don’t get 
me wrong, we got along with the other 
administrations too, but this administra¬ 
tion has really worked well for us. It was 
pure harmony. It was fun to work with. 
And I think that’s the attitude to make 
horse racing a success-management, 
horsemen, breeders, have to get along. 
If we don’t find a way to be on the same 
page and work together, horse racing will 
no longer exist in the state of Maryland. 
And that’s always been my thought as 
president of the Maryland Million, that 
this is a day for everybody. 

Owners, fans especially, breeders, 
trainers, management all come together 
and it’s a success. We have 25,000 people 
for one day of racing. If we had that atti¬ 
tude all year long, how successful could 
the horse racing business be? We have to 
find common ground and move forward. 
Things that happened in the past have 
to be buried in the past, so that we can 
move forward for the betterment of the 
industry. 
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In 1995, a horse you co-owned- 
Brilliant Patriot-won the Maryland 
Million Classic. Can you describe what 
it’s like to own a Maryland Million 
star? 

One of the most exciting days of my 
life. I’ve won other stakes races, but 
being a Marylander and having a Mary¬ 
land-sired horse win the Classic—I guess 
I was screaming at the top of my lungs. 

It’s very exciting. A horse winning any 
race is exciting. But to be a Marylander 
like I am, bom and raised in Maryland, 
and win on Maryland Million Day, was 
one of the high points of my life. 

What about your origins in the rac¬ 
ing business? 

Third generation in the contracting 
business [as the proprietor of H.T. Harri¬ 
son & Sons Inc. in Rockville, Md]. Third 
generation in horse racing. My grand¬ 
father [Herbert Thomas Harrison] had 
horses; my father [Wellford T. Harrison 
Sr.] had horses. We started at Charles 
Town, W.Va., and migrated to Maryland, 
where I’ve been for 25 years. My first 
trainer was Vinnie Blengs; I’ve also had 
horses with trainers Katy Voss and John 
Salzman. All of them have done great 
jobs for me. I’d rather race here than any¬ 
where else—other than Saratoga, of 
course. But I think Maryland racing is 
enjoyable. 

[Harrison’s best runners have also 
included graded winner Potomac Bend, 
dam of 2005 Maryland Million Nursery 
runner-up X Marks the Spot; and Our 
Peak, who defeated Maryland-bred 
champion Ah Day in the 2006 edition of 
the Private Terms Stakes.] 

Did your father or grandfather own 
any horses who deserve special men¬ 
tion? 

They had a horse named Todd’s Boots 
who won the Tri-State Futurity when I 
was about 12 years old. That’s the only 
one I can remember. They were claim¬ 
ing owners. When I got heavily in the 
business I started buying 2-year-olds in 
training, yearlings, and most recently I 
have a broodmare that I’m partners in 
with Katy Voss and Bob Manfuso. Her 
Maryland Million Guide 2009 
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name is Plata [a multiple stakes-winning 
daughter of Skip Away]. We sold her 
weanling colt by Street Cry (Ire) at 
last year’s Keeneland November sale for 
$270,000. 

But I’m not heavily into breeding-I 
am the pure owner, who likes to own 
race horses and likes to race them. I enjoy 
the yearling and 2-year-olds in training 
sales, and the first thing I look for are 
the Maryland Million nominees. I go 
from there, and try and look at them all, 
and see if they fit the program. I haven’t 
claimed a horse in a long time. 

Is your whole family involved in this 
now? Do you have children who will 
carry on? 

My wife, Capri, has a great eye at the 
sales. She’ll see things I don’t see. If we 
put a number [price limit] on a horse and 
I go over it, she gets mad at me, so she 
keeps me in my place. My older daugh¬ 
ter, Crystal, used to go to the races with 
me all the time from when she was 5 
years old until she found out there were 
boys. She just turned 17. 

My son, Travis, 14, loves to go to the 
race track because he loves the pizza at 
Laurel. 

Our youngest child. Tiffany, 9, abso¬ 
lutely loves the horses, loves to go to the 
bam, but she comes back with swollen 
eyes and sneezing. So we have to get that 
under control. She wants to take riding 
lessons. 

You’ve been Maryland Million pres¬ 
ident for two years, and you’re going 
into a third. Has it been a struggle 
balancing your family, work and horse 
racing interests? 

Three years and that will be it. I’m a 
big believer that if you stay too long, you 
get stale. I think three years should be 
the limit-you need to get other people 
moved into those positions to create 
new ideas. But I never get tired of being 
involved. 

One of the things that we came up with 
during my administration was the concert 
at half-time, which got a lot of reluctance 
from some of the older horsemen. But 
once again, I really believe that we’re 


in the entertainment business. It’s some¬ 
thing different, and if it draws another 
3,000 or 4,000 people, and of those 3,000 
or 4,000, half of them like horse racing, 
we’ve really created something good. 
You go to Saratoga—it’s not all about the 
horse racing. It’s an entertainment center. 
I think one day of the year if we do that 
we’ll bring the people back. 

Are there other innovations that you 
have in mind before your term ends? 

Closer to the event, we’ll probably 
meet with management and do some 
brainstorming. 

We’re thinking about a new giveaway 
for the Maryland Million golf tournament. 
We’ve got two potential new sponsors for 
the golf tournament. The golf tourna¬ 
ment’s a great event too. The Maryland 
Million is not just the races. There’s also 
the gala the night before the races, which 
is a blast. Everybody looks forward to it. 
And the tents on Maryland Million Day 
are a great place to gather and catch up 
with old friends. It’s really a fun affair. 
It’s not as crowded as the Preakness. It’s 
really a day of celebration not only for 
Maryland racing but for Maryland. 

I hope we can improve upon it. If the 
purse structure gets better, it will be easy 
to improve upon it. 

Mr. McKay [Maryland Million found¬ 
er Jim McKay] opened the door for us, 
and a lot of the credit has to go to him 
as well as the late Frank De Francis and 
the Manfuso brothers [Bob and his late 
brother Tom]. They always supported 
this event and they were always there for 
us when we needed them. The Maryland 
Million staff, led by executive direc¬ 
tor Cricket Goodall, does a great job. It 
always seems to come together smoothly, 
but there’s a lot of work that goes into it 
behind the scenes. 

It’s been a great experience serving on 
the board of directors of the Maryland 
Million; the people I’ve served with are 
very capable, good people. It’s been a 
pleasure serving with them, and the 
friendships I’ve made through being 
president are wonderful. I hope the next 
president has as much fun as I’ve had.
